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SANTIAGO GUNS 
ANE SILENCED 


Admiral Sampson Reports on 
His Bombardment. 


SPANISH LOSSES SEVERE 


Many Killed and Wounded in the 
Forts and on Warships. 


AMERICANS UNINJURED 


Troops Reported to Have Made a Land- 
_ ing and Defeated a Span- 
ish Force. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock this evening information confirma- 
tory of'the dispatches concerning the bom- 
bardment of the fortifications of Santiago 
reached the Navy Department. It came 
in the form of a cablegram from Admiral 


Sampson, and was made public in the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 


** Secretary of the Navy: 

“Bombarded forts at Santiago 7:30 to 10 
A. M. to-day, June 6. Silenced works quick- 
ly without injury of any kind, though 
within 2,000 yards, SAMPSON.” 

While the officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment declined to say definitely whether the 
bulletin contained all the information given 
in Admiral Sampson’s cablegram, there is 
reason to believe that it did not. The offi- 
cials refused to discuss the subject or to 
vouchsafe further information than was 
posted on the bulletin board. Only one ad- 
ditional point was elicited by questioning. 
That was that the cablegram contained no 
information about the landing of either land 
forces or marines. 

The information received from Admiral 
Sampson was evidently quite satisfactory 
to the naval authorities. While they de- 
clined to discuss either the reasons for or 
the probable consequences of the bombard- 
ment, they were thoroughly satisfied with 
the results accomplished. It is pretty well 
understood that the bombardment was for 
the purpose of paving the way either for 
the landing of troops or actually to cover 
the landing of marines and the few troops 
presumably already there. 

Dispatches received from Spanish sources 
to-night indicate that a landing was effected 
either during or immediately after the bom- 
bardment. This is regarded by naval au- 
thorities as entirely reasonable. It is not 
believed that Admiral Sampson, after hav- 
ing silenced the forts, weuld leave them to 
be rehabilitated by the enemy. It is deemed 
likely that he landed a sufficient force of 
marines to hold the ground he had gained 
and to make preparations for the landing 
of the regular forces upon their arrival. 


ACCOUNTS OF THE BATTLE. 


Reports from Kingston and Cape Hai- 
tien of the Victory of the 
American Fleet. 

Copyright, 1898, by The Associated Press, 
KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 7.—The Amer- 
ican fleet yesterday morning engaged the 
Spanish batteries defending the entrance of 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, and, after 
a three hours’ bombardment, silenced near- 
ly all the forts, destroyed several earth- 
works, and rendered the Estrella and Cayo 
Smith batteries, the two principal fortifi- 

cations, useless. 

The fleet formed in double column, six 
miles off Morro Castle, at 6 o’clock in the 
morning, and steamed slowly 3,000 yards 
off shore, the Brooklyn leading, followed by 
the Marblehead, Texas, and Massachusetts, 
and turned westward. The second line, the 
New York leading, with the New Orleans, 
Yankee, Iowa, and Oregon following, turned 
eastward. The Vixen and the Suwanee 
were far out on the left flank watching the 
riflemen on shore. The Dolphin and the 
Porter did similar duty on the right flank. 

The line headed by the New York at- 
tacked the new earthworks near Morro Cas- 
tle. The Brooklyn column took up a station 
opposite the Estrella and Catalina batteries 
and the new earthworks along the shore. 
The Spanish batteries remained silent. It 
is doubtful whether the Spaniards were able 
to determine the character of the move- 
ment, owing to the dense fog and heavy 
rain which were the weather features yes- 
terday morning. 


The Iowa Opens Fire, 


Suddenly the Iowa fired a twelve-inch 
shell, which étruck the base of the Estrella 
battery and tore up the works. Instantly fir- 
ing began from both Rear Admiral Sampson’s 
and Commodore Schley’s columns, and a 
torrent of shells from the ships fell upon 
the Spanish works. The Spaniards replied 
promptly, but their artillery work was of a 
very poor quality, and most of their shots 
went wide. Smoke settled around the ships 
in dense clouds, rendering accurate aiming 
difficult. There was no manoeuvring of the 
fleet, the ships remaining at their original 
stations and firing steadily. The squadrons 
were 60 close inshore that it was difficult 
for the American gunners to reach the bat- 
teries on the hilltops, but their firing was 
excellent. 

Previous to the bombardment orders were 

to prevent firing on Morro Castle, as 
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Fair, warmer, winds southerly. 
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This map is made on a scale of four miles to the inch, and it is a copy of the United States war map. Prepared, however, from Spanish sources, it is assumed 
that it may contain characteristic inaccuracies. The fortifications of Castillo del-Morro, Castillo de la Zocapa, and Cayo Smith are reported to have been destroyed by the 


bombardment of the American fleet. 


The Estrella and Catolina, Batteries, facing the channel within the entrance to the harbor, and which do not appear on the map, are also reported to have been 


destroyed. These batteries were of recent construction, and were supplied with modern guns of large calibre. 
The landing of United States troops is said to have been accomplished at Baiquirl, which is fourteen miles to the east of Santiago Harbor. 


the American Admiral had been informed 
that Lieut. Hobson and the other prisoners 
of the Merrimac were confined there. In 
spite of this, however, several stray shots 
damaged Morro Castle somewhat. 

Commodore Schley’s line moved closer in- 
shore, firing at shorter range. The Brook- 
lyn and Texas caused wild havoc among 
the Spanish shore batteries, quickly silenc- 
ing them. While the larger ships were én- 
gaging the heavy batteries the Suwanee 
and the Vixen closed with the small inshore 
battery opposite them, raining rapid-fire 
shots upon it and quickly placing the bat- 
tery out of the fight. 

The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, and the 
destruction caused by her guns and thosv 
of the Marblehead and Texas became more 
apparent. In a few minutes the woodwork 
of the Bstrella fort was burning and the 
battery silenced, firing no more during the 
engagement. Eastward, the New York and 
New Orleans silenced the Cayo Smith bat- 
tery in quick order and then shelled the 
earthworks located higher up. Later, the 
practice was not s0 accuraté, owing to the 
elevation of the guns. Many of the shells, 
however, landed, and the Spanish gunners 
retired. 


Spanish Guns Silenced. 


Shortly after 9 o’clock the firing ceased, 
the warships turning in order to permit the 
use of their port batteries. The firing then 
became a long, reverberating crash of thun- 
der, and the shells raked the Spanish bat- 
teries with terrible effect. Fire broke out 
in the Catalina fort, and the American fleet 
silenced the Spanish guns there. The firing 
of the fleet continued until 10 o’clock, when 
the Spanish fire ceased entirely, and Rear 
Admiral Sampson hoisted the “cease fir- 
ing’ signal, 

Generally, the fire of the fleet was very 
destructive. Many of the earthworks were 
knocked to pieces, and the Estrella and Cat- 
alina fortifications were so damaged that it 
is questionable whether they will ever be 
able to renew any effective work during the 
war, 

Throughout the engagement no American 
ship was hit and no American injured. If 
the Spaniards stuck to their guns, and all 
evidence is to the contrary, their loss must 
have been heavy.

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, June 7.—The 
fighting before and in the vicinity of Santi- 
ago de Cuba continued the greater part of 
yesterday, from 7:45 A. M. until nearly 11 
o’clock. Ten of the American warships 
maintained a steady and carefully directed 
fire against El Morro Castle and the batter- 
ies at Punta Gorda, Zocapa, and Cincor- 
eales, in addition to bombarding the Span- 
ish fleet in the harbor. The percentage of 
effective projectiles was very large. 


Bombardment Most Destructive. 


It appears from the best information ob- 
tainable at this place, which is the cable 
station connected with Santiago de Cuba, 
that immense damage was inflicted on the 
enemy. The Spaniards admit that the bom- 
bardment from the American fleet was 
most destruetive. “About sixteen hundred 
projectiles are said to have been fired by 
the American warships, and it seems that 
the responsive fire from the Spanish forts 
and ships was scarcely felt at all by the 
Americans. 

The fortifications near the entrance of tha 
harbor are described as being riddled with 
solid shot and shattered by the explosion 
of the immense shells fired by the Ameri- 
can battleships. The Spanish batteries are 
understood to have been virtvally silenced, 
and El Morro and the fortifications at 
Zocapa and Punta Gorda are reported ta 
have been demolished by the three hours’ 
uninterrupted hammering of the American 
fleet. 

The American attack is next said to have 
been specially directed against Aguadores, 
a small coast town a little to the east of 
the entrance of Santiago Bay. The idea of 
the American Admiral, it appears, was to 
land troops and siege guns there, after re- 
ducing the defenses of the place, and thence 
make a determined and closer assault 
upon Santiago de Cuba, which, in view of 
the present condition of its fortifications, 
may be expected to yield very soon after 
the beginning of such an attack. Heavy 
cannonading was opened upon Aguadores 
at about midday yesterday. 


Heavy Spanish Losses. 


The latest advices received here from Span- 
ish sources do not indicate the duration of 
thefire or whether American troops and 


siege guns were actually landed at Agua- 
dores. But, from the information obtainable, 
it cannot be doubted that the net result of 
Monday’s fighting was extremely disastrous 
as to the Spanish defenses. It is also under- 
stood here that the Cuban troops main- 
tained throughout the greater part of yes- 
terday an attack by land on Santiago de 
Cuba, and the Spanish reports say the gar- 
rison lost heavily in killed and wounded. 

The Military Commander of Santiago de 
Cuba acknowledges the following casual- 
ties among the land forces: Col. Ordonez, 
Capt. Sanchez, Lieut. Yrizar of the artillery, 
and Perez and Garcia, both Spanish offi- 
cers, severely wounded. The rank of the 
last two named is not mentioned. The 
Spaniards aJlso admit the loss of twenty-one 
infantry soldiers severely wounded, and 
say only one soldier was killed; but it is be- 
lieved the losses of the Spaniards were 
much heavier, ; 

In the naval force, the Spaniards say 
that the officer who was second in com- 
mand of the partly dismantled Spanish 
cruiser Reina Mercedes and five sailors and 
an Ensign were killed. The Spanish sail- 
ors wounded, it is asserted, number sixteen 
men. The loss on the American side, the 
Santiago de Cuba reports say, bs not known. 
The Spaniards admit that a ‘great deal of 
damage was inflicted on the Spanish cruiser 
Reina Mercedes and they say El Morro Cas- 
tle shows great, gaping breaches in its walls. 
It is reported that the Spanish first-class 
armored cruiser Maria Teresa was sunk 
by the fire of the American ships. 


American Troops Landed. 


Later in the day, it appears, a landing of 
American troops was effected near Baiquiri, 
some distance east of Aguadores and near 
the railroad station connecting with Santia- 
go de Cuba. Later an engagement took 
place beiween the American force and a 
column of Spanish troops which had been 
sent against the landing party. The ac- 
counts of the battle obtainable here, being 
from Spanish sources, do not set forth the 
result. Therefore it is to be inferred that 
the Americans were victorious, and that is 
the belief 'which prevails here. 

It is said that only five hundred American 
troops were landed at Baiquiri, or possibly 
at Aguadores, the two places being con- 
fused in the reports received here, but it 
seems to be admitted that the fire of the 
American soldiers was so effective that the 
Spaniards were compelled to fiee from the 
fortifications they were defending. 

According to the latest direct advices from 
Santiago de Cuba, dated Monday at mid- 
night, the bombardment which began at 
7:45 A. M. yesterday and continued until 
10:30 in the morning was resumed for a 
short time about midnight. It was then be- 
lieved that the Americans had effected a 
junction with the insurgents near Baiquiri, 
some distance east of Aguadores, and near 
the railway line to Santiago. 


TWO SPANISH REPORTS.

HAVANA, June 7.—Details from Spanish 
sources of the bombardment yesterday 
morning of the forts of Santiago de Cuba 
by the American fleet say the warships of 
the United States fired about 1,500 pro- 
jectiles of all kinds. This fire, the Span- 
iards add, was answered by Morro Castle 
and the batteries at Zocapa and Punta 
Gorda. At noon, it is added, another bom- 
bardment began against Aguadores, east of 
Santiago de Cuba, the firing lasting one 
hour. 

Both attacks, the Spaniards assert, were 
repulsed. Morro Castle is admitted to have 
been damaged, as was the “ exterior head- 
quarters built during time of peace at Cayo 
Smith,” and, in addition, the Spanish 
cruiser Reina Mercedes is admitted to 
have been “ slightly damaged.” 

The Spanish commander at Santiago de 
Cuba reports that the American fire did not 
dismount one piece of artillery, and he says 
that nine of the American vessels “ disap- 
peared from sight before dark.” The Span- 
ish Army losses, according to the official 
reports, are one soldier killed and one chief, 
four officers, and twenty-one soldiers wound- 
ed, The Spanish Navy losses are reported 
to be one chief and five sailors killed, and 
one officer and twelve sailors wounded. The 
Spanish version of the affair says “the 
American losses are considered to be con- 
siderable.”’ 

Captain General Blanco has congratulated 
Gen. Linares, the Spanish military com- 
mander at Santiago de Cuba, and those 
who took part in the fighting, saying he 
will call the attention of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to the “ heroism exhibited by all 
the Spanish forces in such an unequal com- 
bat.”’ 


MADRID, June 7.—The following official 
dispatch has been received here from 
Havana: 

“Col. Aldea; commanding a Spanish col- 
umn, has had some sharp fighting with a 
body of rebels, who were supporting the 
landing of an American force near San- 
tiago de Cuba. Two American warships 


protected the landing party. The result of 
the operations is not known. 

“It is supposed that the renewal of the 
bombardment of Santiago de Cuba, lasting 
from 8 to 11 o’clock on Monday morning, 
was intended to distract the attention of the 
Spaniards and enable the landing ‘to be 
effected without molestation.” 

A later dispatch from Col. Aldea says not 
one of his soldiers was hit by the Ameri- 
can shells, which, he asserts, fell among the 
insurgents. 

The following official dispatch has been 
received from Admiral Cervera: 

“Six American vessels have bombarded 
the fortifications at Santiago and along the 
adjacent coast. Six were killed and seven- 
teen were wounded on board the Reing Mer- 
cedes; three officers were killed and an offi- 
cer and seventeen men were wounded among 
the troops. 

“The Americans fired 1,500 shells of dif- 
ferent calibre. The damage inflicted upon 
the batteries of La Zocapa and Morro Cas- 
tle was unimportant. The barracks at 
Morro Castle suffered damage. The enemy 
had noticeable losses.” 

In the Chamber of Deputies Capt. Aunon, 
Minister of Marine, read Admiral Cervera’s 
dispatch and a dispatch from Gen. Blanco, 
to the effect that Gen. Linares had repulsed 
an American attempt to effect a landing of 
troops at Aguadores. The Senate, after 
hearing Admiral Cervera’s dispatch, unaui- 
mously resolved to congratulate the army 
and navy. i 


THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—All the _ dis- 
patches from West Indian points giving ac- 
counts of the operations at Santiago have 
been read with interest at the Navy and 
War Departments. 

Army officers who hope to have the op- 
portunity to win some credit for the army 
at Santiago are somewhat disquieted by the 
reports of activity by the fleet before the 
arrival of the land forces to co-operate with 
it. With three or four days of such pound- 
ing as is reported to have taken place, the 
batteries and garrison of Santiago will be 
powerless to resist an attempt to occupy 
their defenses. 

It is plain that the Administration is car- 
rying out a plan to induce the Spaniards to 
use ammunition every time it can be ex- 
pended. If the Santiago forts have respond- 
ed to the shower of shot and shell poured 
into them by Admiral Sampson, they have 
so much less ammunition to use later on. 
The supply for Admiral Sampson will be 
ceaseless. Every ship that goes to his fleet 
with supplies will carry projectiles, and 
there will be no danger that he will run 
short. It is pointed out at the Navy De- 
partment that Admiral Cervera and the de- 
fenders of Santiago cannot respond with- 
out exposing themselves to the danger of 
running out at the time they will most need 
an abundant supply. 


Some anxiety is felt here for the security 
of Lieut. Hobson and his associates in the 
recent Merrimac exploit. It has been re- 
ported that they were imprisoned in Morro 
Castle, and as the stories of to-day repre- 
sent that defense as having been badly bat- 
tered, it is wondered whether the Spanish 
commander permitted them to be exposed 
to the fire of the United States ships. The 
general impression is that Admiral Samp- 
son did not pay any attention to the report 
that the men were imprisoned in the fort- 
ress, but depended upon the Spanish to re- 
move them to a place of safety in case 
they found that the fort was to be bom- 
barded. Otherwise it would be necessary 
to revise the good opinion of the Spaniards 
that was formed upon Admiral Cervera’s 
treatment of them when they were arrest- 
ed after their escape from the Merrimac. 

If the reduction of the forts was part of 
Admiral Sampson’s plan, he could not be 
deterred from carrying it out because the 
Spaniards chose to put American prisoners 
between himself and the American guns. If 
that savage plan of averting bombardment 
was resorted to and any damage should 
come to the prisoners in consequence, the 
Spanish Admiral would have a rather em- 
barrassing account to settle in case of his 
capture. 

Sampson’s attack on the Santiago de- 
fenses has brought out one fact very clear- 
ly, namely, that he has practically unlim- 
ited power as to the time and character of 
an attack, and that he is unhampered by re- 
strictions from Washington. The exact nat- 
ure of his orders has never been made pub- 
lic, but a naval official in a position to 
know what they are said that Admiral 
Sampson had greater power conferred upon 
him than had ever been given to any com- 
mander in chief. It was for him to decide 
on the time for an attack, and the place 
and manner of its execution. He may at- 
tack before troops arrive, or, in his discre- 
tion, act without the co-operation of troops. 
Or, if circumstances warrant, he may re- 
frain from any operations: in short, it is 
said, that Admiral Sampson is complete 
master of the tactical and strategic opera- 
tions by the naval forces off Santiago. 

This is in line with the policy approved 
by the highest naval authorities. The only 
reservation made in this general principle 


is that the centre of government shapes 
generat policies, and the naval campaigns 
are directed toward the execution of the 
purpose of the Government. In the present 
case the authorities here have laid down the 
general ends to be attained in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, and the War Board has sup- 
plemented this with every bit of informa- 
tion which could assist the-Commander in 
Chief. But beyond this Admiral Samp- 
son’s authority is practically without limit. 
Under these circumstances the naval au- 
thorities here have no means of knowing 
when a battle is to be expected, or what 
the line of action is to be. 


LONDON NEWS AND COMMENT. 


LONDON, June 8.—The correspondent of 
The Times at Havana says the American 
attempt to land at Aguadores was repulsed. 

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the fact that the Cuban authorities at Ha- 
vana permitted its correspondent, Mr. 
Knight, to discharge his function in for- 
warding the dispatch as to Monday’s en- 
gagement at Santiago, says: 


“His dispatch says that ‘the American 
fire was damaging.’ As he doubtless is sub- 
-Jected to rigid censorship, this admission is 
significant, and his statement that the 
Americans were repulsed at Aguadores is 
probably correct.” 

The editorial, in summing up the situa- 
tion, says: ‘‘ Spanish obstinacy may pro- 
long the war for many months. The Amer- 
ican Government is acting wisely and pru- 
dently in refusing to send to Cuba an army 
of untrained volunteers. Little attention 
need be given to peace rumors.”’ 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from Cape 
Haitien says: 


“The American victory at Santiago de 
Cuba has cleared the way for the entrance 
of Admiral Sampson and the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet. As Santiago’s land de- 
fenses are reported weak, it is likely the 
city will yield to a vigorous attack. 

“Tt is reported that the commander of 
the Retna Mercedes, second in command in 
the Spanish fleet under Cervera, was killed 
during the engagement. The combined 
American and insurgent forces are in- 
trenched near Baiquiri, with guns mounted 
in preparation for a further movement. 
From Spanish sources comes a report that a 
party of Americans landed at Aguadores, 
but whether it is true or what the result 
was is not known here.” 

The London morning papers are inclined 
to doubt the account of the destruction and 
silencing of the forts at Santiago, but they 
believe the bombardment was intended to 
draw the Spaniards’ attention from a land- 
ing somewhere, and that the coming week 
or two will see exciting events in Cuba. 

The sinking of the Reina Mercedes is re- 
garded as probable, for it is known that 
her boilers were defective and that she had 
no armored deck. The wounding or death 
of Col. Ordonez means a serious loss to 
Spain, Ordonez having been her artillery ex- 
pert, with a European reputation, and the 
designer of the ordance bearing his name. 

The Cape Haitien advices of The Daily 
Mail practically confirm the account of 
The Associated Press. All other accounts 
here, except the brief dispatches from 
Madrid, emanate from New York. A special 
from Havana, evidently pro-Spanish, says 
that nine American vessels retired, seri- 
ously crippled, that the Reina Mercedes 
was only slightly damaged, and that the 
American losses were heavy. 


THE INFANTA MARIA TERESA. 


The Infanta Maria Teresa, which is ru- 
mored to have been sunk at Santiago, was 
the flagship of Admiral Cervera, and was 
an armored cruiser classed with the Viz- 
caya and the Almirante Oquendo. She was 
buiit at Bilboa in 1890, and her dimensions 
were: Length, 864 feet; beam, 61 feet 2 
inches; mean draught, 21 feet 6 inches; 
displacement, 6,890 tons. She was a steel 
vessel, fitted with twin screws, two funnels 
fore and aft, two turrets, and two masts 
with tops. She had two sets of verticle 
triple expansion engines, and steam was 
generated in four double-ended and two sin- 
gle-ended boilers. Her engines indicted 9,500 
horse power under natural draught, which 
would drive the vessel at the rate of 18.5 
knots an hour. Under forced draught they 
indicated 13,700 horse power, *which would 
give her a speed of 20.2 knots. Her coal 
capacity was 1,050 tons, with which she 
could steam 9,700 knots at the rate of 10 
knots an hour. 

Her armor consisted of a water line belt 
of steel 5 feet 6 inches broad and 315 feet 
long, and from 10 to 12 inches in thickness. 
Her turrets were protected by steel 9 inches 
thick, and her conning tower by 12 inches of 
steel. The cylinders were protected by a 
glacis, or sloping piece of steel, 8 inches 
thick. Her protective deck was 2 to 3 inches 
thick, and the ammunition tubes were 8 
inches thick. The cruiser carried 2 1l-inch

GEN. SHAFTER IN COMMAND 


Invading Party Composed Principatly 
of Regulars. 


Another Expedition to Start for Puerts 
Rico Soon—Havana to be At- 
tacked Later. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—There is no lom 
ger amy pretense at the War Department 
that the Santiago expedition is not afoot, 
or that it is not to reach its destination 
speedily. Soon after to-day’s Cabinet meet- 
ing it became known, and the information 
was circulated quite freely, that forces ha@ 
been shtpped at Tampa and more were to 
follow, and that they were bound to San- 
tiago de Cuba and intended to co-operate 
with Admiral Sampson to effect the cape 
ture of that city, with its garrison and the 
shipping, including the fleet of Admiral Cer~ 
vera, in the harbor. 

From all that can be ascertained at the 
War Department, the land forces aré to 
be directed by Gen. Shafter, who will have 
not less than 20,000 men, mostly regulars, 
with which to strike the blow contemplated, 
It was plainly stated by a Cabinet officer 
after the meeting at moon that the post- 
ponement of the expedition, which had not 
been great, was altogether attributable ta 
the movement of the seige guns that -a 
to be taken along and to unexpected delay 
in unloading the cars at Tampa. 

While the expedition to Santiago is on its 
way, another for Puerto Rico is to be made 
ready and shipped. Just how soon after 
the Santiago movement this expedition is 
to leave is not stated, but in carrying out 
the Administration plan of Summer active 
ity it is probable that it will not be de- 
layed more than a week after the departure 
of the Santiago party. There is some prob- 
ability that Major Gen. Lee will go with 
this party, although it is the assertion of 
his friends that he would prefer to wait 
until the- Havana invasion. In the War 
Department it is answered to this that the 
forces that go“to Putrte Rico now may be 
called on later to go to Cuba, and the places 
of the invaders of Puerto Rico taken by 
newer men needing the additional practice 
of garrison and guard duty. 

The reduction of Havana is still in the 
distance, but the occupation of Santiago 
and of Puerto Rico will, it is believed by 
the Administration, prepare for such a 
crushing descent upon Havana after Puerto 
Rico is in the possession of the United 
States and the best of the troops are free 
to operate about Havana, that Gen. Blanco 
will be compelled to see the futility of op- 
posing, unless he desire to sacrifice some of 
the troops that will otherwise be sent back 
to Spain to tell the story of their defeat 
and the evacuation of Cuba. 


SUMMER CAMPAIGN IN CUBA. 


James P. McDonald Says It Will Inm« 
volve Scant Risk to Troops as 
Far as Their Health Is 
Concerned. 


James P. McDonald, head of the J. P. Me~ 
Donald Company, 33 Wall Street, gives his 
unqualified approval to the reported decision 
of the Administration in favor of a Summer 
campaign in Cuba. “This idea held by 
many that to send our troops to the tropics 
is to send them to a charnel house,” said 
Mr. McDonald yesterday, “is all nonsense, 
The opinion expressed by medical men, as 
reported in THE NEw YorK Timgs, that the 
army will be quite as well off during the 
Summer where they can reach the enemy 
and keep him from going to sleep too fre- 
quently, as they would be frying on the 
sands of Tampa Bay or wasting away with 
ennui in the other camps of concentration, 
seems to be a sound one. The climate of 
Cuba is better than that of Tampa and of 
Florida in general; the water as a rule is 
better, and the air fresher and more brace 
ing.”’ 

Mr. McDonald said his judgment was not 
based so much on personal knowledge of or 
experience in Cuba as in Jamaica, where 
the same climatic conditions prevail. 

“In Jamaica,’”’ said he, ‘“‘ we have em- 
ployed 15,000 men at a time building rail- 
roads. And working on a railroad, you 
know, is not fun. We have worked this 
force by day and by night, in the wet sea- 
son and in the dry. The men lived in tents, 
camping in swamps and camping on hills. 
Of this force at times as many as 3,500 
were white men from the United States. 
Those who behaved themselves; that. is, 
took care of themselves, kept their health. 
In fact, both our men and stock improved 
in Jamaica. We lost very few white men 
by death, some twenty-five or thirty, and 
their deaths were nearly all due to excesses 
in drink. 

“Our troops in the Cuban climate should 
not wear clothes that are too heavy, but 
care should be taken to furnish them with 
woolen underwear and socks. Provided 
with good food and the best of medical 
advice and attendance, as they undoubt- 
edly will be, the United States troops need 
not fear the climate of Cuba. Whenever 
the military leaders say they can take care 
of the Spaniards on the island, there need 
be no further delay in pushing the work of 
invasion.” 


NO MORE PASSES TO REPORTERS, 


Generals in the Field to Decide Who 
Shall Go with Them. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Secretary of 
War has decided to issue no more passes 
to newspaper correspondents to accompany 
the forces in the field. The authority to 
grant such permission has been referred to 
the Generals in command of the various 
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expeditions, and hereafter they will be al- 

lowed to exercise their own discretion as to 

..whom they will permit to accompany their 
forces when the forward movement begins. 
The department has been forced to this 
step by the enormous and unexpected de- 
man for passes. 

It started out by issuing these permits on 
any application made by the publisher of 
a@ reputable newspaper. No limit was 
placed on the number of men who might be 
accredited to a particular paper and no dis- 
crimination was made as to the standing, 
character, and influence of the journals, As 
a result, 825 passes were issued in the first 

_month. Then it was seen that the army 
was in a fair way to be overburdened with 
correspondents. The spectacle of an army 
advancing on Cuba with enough reporters 
accompanying its headquarters to form a 
full battalion in themselves was appalling. 
It was found that along with newspapers 
of world-wide influence represented by men 
of high standing as war correspondents, a 
great many small and non-representative 
journals of inconsequential circulation had 
secured representation and that the result 
might be embarrassing to the Generals to 
whom these correspondents were accredited. 

It was accordingly decided hereafter to 
refer all applications for permission to ac- 
company any branch of the army to the 
General in command, and it will be left 
entirely to his discretion. whether he will 
grant all such applications or only.a limited 
number. 


Embarking on the Transports. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—A Tampa dispatch 
from a reliable correspondent says the work 
of loading troops, horses, guns, ammuni- 
tion, stores, equipments, and medical sup- 
plies for the first great invasion of the 
Spanish West Indies is almost completed 
and before many hours Gen. Shafter’s 
corps, the Fifth, is expected to sail away. 
The destination is known only to a few, and 
may not be given out until the fleet of 
transports with its convoy of war vessels 
is well on its way to Cuba. 


Fourth Army Corps at Tampa. 


MOBILE, Ala., June 7.—The headquarters 
of the Fourth Army Corps has been 
changed from this city to Tampa. Gen. Cop- 


‘pinger is already there, and to-day the 
officers of the corps were ordered thither. 
Brig. Gen. Lloyd Wheaton is left in com- 
mand here. 


A JAPANESE VOLUNTEER. 


He Is a Naval Cadet at Annapolis and 
of Princely Family—Objections 
Were Raised. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Naval Cadet 
Hiroaki Tamura, No. 55 in the third class 
at Annapolis, has not been assigned with 
the other members of that class to a war- 
ship. He has been receiving instruction 
there through the courtesy of the United 
States Government. He is of high, in fact, 
of princely, family. He was among the first 
to volunteer for active duty on American 
warships in the war with Spain, and was 
promptly assigned to a desirable berth, 
where he would have seen as much fighting 
as any boy could desire, 

But as soon as the news reached the Japa- 
nese Legation here a stern letter was in- 
terposed. It was all well enough to edu- 
cate the youth theoretically in the art of 
warfare, but the Minister felt that he had 
no authority to allow him to jeopardize his 
life in actual service without the consent of 
his noble family in Japan. So the Navy De- 
partment was requested to countermand the 
order, and the young cadet will be obliged 
to view the war from a distance, 

These are some of the reasons that have 
been given for his failure to get the as- 
signment he craved in common with the 
other boys of the third class. But it will 
be found upon inquiry at the Japanese Le- 

ation that still another and important one 

s that the-eadet is a representative of a 
people at peace with Spain and the United 
States. To Jet him take part in the war 
against Spain might be regarded as a cause 
of offense, and to avoid the appearance of 
hostility and maintain absolute neutrality, 
it was deemed just to refuse the young man 
the boon of observing war operations in the 
uniform of the United States. 

As a result of the recent decision of the 
Navy Department about half of the second 
class men and quite a number of the third 
class men at Annapolis have been assigned 
to duty on the Indiana, New York, lowa, 
and other ships in West Indian waters, 
The assignments are not general, applying 
to an entire class, but are entirely elective 
by the cadets themselves. They are show- 
ing much eagerness for the service as dis- 
closed by the large number of applications 
thus far made. The department has ap- 
proved the application in all cases, unless 
some personal or family objection was 
raised. The assignments are made to the 
larger ships as they afford the best accom- 
modation, the smaller gunboats and auxil- 
iary craft not having the room for extra 
men, The cadets will be made useful main- 
ly as signal officers. 


ACTION IN CARRANZA’S CASE. 


Official Notice from the British Gov- 
ernment that the Spanish Spy 
Must Leave Canada. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, June 7.—The official 
notification from the British Government 
that Lieut. Carranza and Sefior Du Bosc 
must get out of Canada has reached the 
Government, and it is now under discus- 
sion. 

The order came from the Right Hon. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, 


to the Governor General, and was by the 
Governor General transmitted to the Cabi- 
net. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, June 7.—No actual 
move has yet been made in the capias case 
against Lieut. Carranza and Sefior Du Bosc, 
but their counsel] will try to have the eca- 
pias quashed to-morrow or next day, and 


if successful will have Detective Kellert ar- 
rested again, this time for malicious arrest. 
It appears that though a seizure was put 
upon their deposit in the Bank of Montreal, 
the Spaniards managed to withdraw their 
money before the papers were served. 


LONDON, June 7.—The call which Col. 
John Hay, the United States Ambassador, 
made at the Foreign Office yesterday fol- 


lowed the receipt by him of a long cable 
message from the State Department at 
Washington. He had an extended talk with 
the Foreign Office officials, during which 
important matters relative to Canada were 
discussed. 

Col. Hay declined to furnish any informa- 
tion as to the result of the conference. 


SECOND LEVY OF TROOPS. 


The Quotas of the Several States Will 
Be Kept Secret by-the Adju- 
tant General. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin announced to-night that he would not 
make public the apportionment of the vol- 
unteer troops among the States under the 
second -all of the President. The enlist- 
ment of the 75,000 men called for will pro- 
ceed, as heretofore announced, precisely as 
enlistments are made for the regular.army. 

The Governors of States are notified by 
the department how many men are to be 
enlisted in their States under the second 
call, and how the enlistments wil be made; 
but this information will not be given to the 
public by the War Department. 

It is expected that the enlistment of troops 
will proceed more smoothly than it would 
if the quota of each State was made public 
at this time. A majority of the men enlist- 


ed will be sent at once to the permanent 
. camps to fill regiments that are incomplete, 

the men being assigned, of course, to regi- 
ments which will long in the localities 
from which the recruits come. 

Under the second call each State is called 
upon to furnish a apeciied number of men, 
not a specified number of company, battal- 
ion, or regimental organizations. After a 
State has filled its quota the men unas- 
signed to regiments already in the service 

be organized into new regiments, the 
Governtra commissioning the officers who 
are to command them. ’ 


~WEANS TO RULE 


Asks for an American Protectorate 
‘ for the, Philippines. 


VICTORIOUS OVER SPANIARDS 


Governor General Wanted to Surren- 
der, but Was Dissuaded. 


Attack on Manila Expected at Any 
Time— Three Local Governors 
Among About 2,000 Prisoners. 


LONDON, June 8.—The Hongkong corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“A proclamation issued by Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent chief, points to a desire to set up 
a native administration in the Philippines 
under an American protectorate. Aguinal- 
do, with an advisory council, would hold 
the dictatorship urtil the conquest of the 
islands and would then establish a Repub- 
lican Assembly. . 

“ Aguinaldo has issued orders that the 
lives and property vf Europeans, Chinese, 
and all Spanish noncombatants are to be 
protected, and that all excesses are to be 
avoided.”’ 

The Hongkong correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says: 

“United States Consul Wildman has re- 
ceived the following letter from Aguinaldo, 
the insurgent leader in the Philippines: 

“Before opening an attack upon any 
town I summon the Spanish officer in com- 
mand to surrender. In one case one of the 
officers so summoned replied by stating that 
the garrison was not quite ready to fight 
and he asked if I would defer the attack for 
three hours. I complied. 

“The first engagement we had with the 
Spanish occurred on May 28, when we capt- 
ured nineteen, with their arms and ammu- 
nition. Toward evening we hemmed them 
in. One hundred and ninety Cazadores and 
seventy loyal natives participated. We lost 
four killed. The Spaniards lost sixteen 
killed, including one officer. The result of 
this engagement was that fighting became 
general throughout the Province of Cavité. 
After four days’ fighting over 2,000 Span- 
iardé were taken prisoners, including many 
officers and Gen. Leopoldo Pena, Governor 
of Cavité, who handed me his sword, re- 
volver, and golden belt, and a formal letter 
of surrender.” 

“An American naval Captain writes as 
follows: ‘In my opinion the rebels have 
undergone a radical change since the ar- 
rival of Aguinaldo. The Spaniards have 
lost all during the time he has been here, 
and if.our people don’t hurry there won't 
be any Spanish army left at the end of the 
fight.’ 

“The American ehips have taken no part 
in the fighting. Neither boats nor men 
have been landed, and statements to the 
contrary are false. Dispatches from Manila 
say that Aguinaldo is doing splendid work. 
On Monday of last week he routed the 
Spaniards, taking 400 prisoners, among 
them 28 officers. On the Wednesday follow- 


ing he took 50 prisoners and 4 field pieces in 


a battle at a point between Cavite and Ma- 
nila. need 4 
“On Thursday, when this dispatch! left 
Manila, he had corrmered 150 Spaniards’in 
an old church at Cavité, and, not caring to 
bombard, he was starving them. He treats 
his prisoners well. Four towns are now in 
possession of the rebels. It is reported that 
the Governor General of the Philippines 
wanted to surrender, but his officers pre- 
vailed upon him to hold out. The capital 
of the Province of Batangas has been taken 
by the insurgents, and the Governor at- 
tempted to commit suicide. The Governor 
of Malabar is also a prisoner. The insur- 
gents from other provinces are advancing 
on Manila,’ 

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph from 
Manila, dated June 3, says: 

“The Spaniards in the church in old Ca- 

vite are still holding aut, but the adjacent 
town of Imus has been captured by the 
insurgents. This is an important point at 
the back of Cavite proper, and its possession 
by the rebels is a serious matter for the 
Spaniards, because it is the outlet to the 
surrounding country, and through it sup- 
plies are brought to the City of Manila. It 
will also afford an admirable base of oper- 
ations for a further advance toward the 
city. 
" “Tt has been found impossible to conceal 
from the inhabitants of Manila the fact that 
the insurgent successes have cast a deep 
gloom upon foreign residents, who are more 
anxious than ever to get away. For the 
most part the men remain, but the women 
and children have been sent to Cavite, 
where they are cafe under the Stars and 
Stripes, 

“The most friendly relations exist be- 
tween Admiral Dewey and the Consular 
representatives of the Powers and _ the 
commanders of the European warships in 
the bay. The Spanish soldiers who have 
been captured are a sorry looking lot. If 
they are a fair sample they will be no 
match for the American troops.”’ 


LONDON, June 8.—The Manila Railway 
Company. has received the following dis- 
patch from its Superintendent at Manila: 

“The line has been cut in the first sec- 
tion; the. rails have been removed, and 
there no means of communication be- 
twee ® second and third section. Traffic 
is sus ed. The rebels are surrounding 
Manila,.ani an attack is expected any day.” 


DEWEY SENDS GOOD NEWS. 


He Would Like a Chance to Try His 
Guns on a More Formidable 
Spanizh Fleet, 


WASHINGTON, June 7,—All the informa- 
tion received by the Administration from 
Admiral Dewey is gratifying in that it gives 
assurance that the hold secured upon the 
defenses of Manila can be easily retained 
until the arrival of the first detachment of 
troops sent to his relief, and that he ex- 
pects to meet with little resistance in taking 
possession of the city, even. with the 2,500 
men who will be first to reach him, 

The Government would be better satis- 
fied if it were possible to reinforce the fleet 
earlier with a larger number of troops, but 
the delays incident to equipment of volun- 
teers and the scarcity of regulars is not 
considered to have been vital in the case 
of Manila.~ And in the meantime the Ad- 
ministration” has been using time to ad- 
vantage in preparing plans for the govern- 
ment of the Philippines and instructing 
Gen. Merritt, who is promising to be a most 
valuable military Governor, as to the best 
methods to be adopted ts» gain complete 
control as well as the fullest confidence on 
the part of the natives of the islands at 
the earliest possible moment. : 

The second detachment of troops will 
probably go without Gen. Merritt, who wil' 
be kept back until he is supplied with the 
full number of troops considered necessary 
by him securely to hold the islands against 
any force that Spain has or may have to 
resist the United States.

HEF AGUINALDO 


Dewey is represented by those who have 
heard from him by letter as quite anxious 
that Spain shall ‘send out some warships to 
give the Asiatic Squadron a chance to try 
its strength with something better than the 
fleet of Admiral Montojo. It is not believed 
by the Administration that either ships or 
troops have been sent to the Philippines. 

A complete understanding of the nature 
of the agreement that exists between Ad- 
miral Dewey and Chief Aguinaldo seems- 
to be lacking here, but from the fact that 
some of the press reports say that the in- 
surgent leader is receiving the surrender 
of Spanish troops and has proclaimed him- 
self dictator pro tempore, Gen. Merritt’s 
functions as Military Governor cannot yet 
be ‘outlined. 


SPAIN LOSING THE NATIVES. 


LONDON, June 7.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Manila, referring to the fight- 
ing of May 80 and June 1, says the Spanish 
losses in killed, wounded, and prisoners 
was heavy. But, the correspondent adds, 
the most serious feature of all for Spain 
is the defection of hundreds of native aux- 
iliaries, He adds: 

“One native regiment deserted, after kill- 
ing its officers and massacring a company 
of Spanish infantry, and rebels and ex-. 
rebels on bot’ sides have been shot be- 
cause they were suspected of treachery to 
their respective Generals. The Spaniards are 
endeavoring by every means to retain the 
rebels, who are attracted by promises of 
pardon and high offices. But Aguinaldo’s 
attraction is stronger. He has completely 
surrounded Manila by cutting the railroads 
and holding the rivers by which food had 
previously reached the city. If the city is 


not starved into surrender the rebels may * 


carry it, having now an increasing number 
of rifles and field guns. 

“ Aguinaldo’s treatment of the Spanish 
prisoners is exemplary. Few excesses are 
reported, except where > a a were mutil- 
ated before being killed. 

“ Admiral’ Dewey is not assisting -the 
rebels, but it is probably due to him that 
Aguinaldo’s forces avoid excesses. 

* Foreigners, with the exception of the 
French nuns, remain in Manila, but are 
ready to board the refugee steamers as 
soon as the necessity arrives. 

“ Tloilo is quiet.’’ 


MEN FROM DEWEY’S SHIPS. 


Four Arrivals at San Francisco—Dr. 
Kindleberger, the Olympia’s Sur- 
geon, Tells of the Fight. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—Among the 
passengers who arrived on the Belgic to- 
day from Hongkong were four men who 
participated in the fight of Manila on May 
1. They are Paymaster G. A, Loud of the 
dispatch boat McCulloch, Dr. Charles P. 
Kindleberger, Surgeon of the Olympia; 
Ralph Phelps, secretary to the Captain of 
the McCulloch, and J. C, Evans, gunner of 
the Boston. They left Manila on May 5. 
Dr. Kindelberger and Gunner Evans are go- 
ing home on account of expiration of their 
sea time. Paymaster Loud and Mr. Phelps 
are here on business, and will return to the 
McCulloch. They all speak of the valor 
and determination of their opponents in the 
battle of Manila. They say that the Span- 
iards fought bravely, even after the last 
vestige of hope had gone, and staid by their 
guns as long as they could be used. 

Dr. Kindleberger gives a graphic account 
of the terrific fight. He was on the Olym- 
pia through it all. In the first assault the 
flagship took the lead, the other vessels 
following in her wake at four ships’ lengths. 
The Spanish fleet was approached by laps, 
each turn bringing the contestants nearer. 
By this plan the American vessels frequent- 
ly poured broadsides into the enemy, but 
were themselves more exposed to fire. 

At one time the smoke became so dense 


‘that'#t was: necessary to draw aside, allow- 
sing the claud to lift. 


The vessels were ex- 
amined, and it was found that they had 
sustained no damage. Breakfast was served 
to the men, and in a few minutes they re- 
entered the fight with the greatest enthusi- 
asm. The second fight was even more 
fierce than the first. It was in that that 
the Baltimore’ was struck. 


The Spanish Flagship Riddled. 


During the first fight the Spanish Ad- 
miral’s ship put bravely out of the line «to 
meet the Olympia. The entire American 
fleet concentrated fire on her, and she was 
so badly injured that she tured around to 
put back. At this juncture the Olympia 
let fly an eight-inch shell, which struck her 
stern and pierced through almost her entire 
length, exploding finally in the engine room, 
wrecking her machinery. This shell killed 
the Captain and sixty men and set the 
vessel on fire. 

In the heat of the fight two torpedo boats 
moved out to attack the fleet. They were 
allowed to come within 800 yards, when a 
fusillade from the Olympia sent one to the 
bottom with all on board and riddled the 
other. The second boat was later found 
turned upon the beach, covered with blood. 

In the second fight the Baltimore was sent 
to silence the fort at Cavité. She plunged 
into a cloud of smoke and opened all her 
batteries on the forfifications. 

In a very few minutes a shell struck the 
ammunition and the fort blew up with a 
deafening roar. 

The work on the Baltimore was glorious. 
After the principal ships had been destroyed, 
the Concord, Raleigh, and Petrei, being of 
light draught, were sent close in to handle 
the remaining vessels of the fleet. They 
made quick work of them. In taking pos- 
session of the land forts several hundred 
wounded Spaniards fell into the hands of 
the Americans, and nearly 200 dead were 
accounted for on the spot. Holes in which 
numbers had been hastily buried were 
found. The dead were returned to relatives 
so far as this could be done, and the 
wounded were cared for in the best manner 
by the American surgeons. 


400 Killed and 600 Wounded. 


The Spanish loss footed up 400 killed, 600 
wounded, and a property ioss of anywhere 
from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000. The day of 
the fight was clear and hot; not a breath 
of air was stirring. After the first battle 
the Americans were greatly fagged out by 
heat, and the rest and breakfast allowed 
them by the Commodore was of inestimable 
benefit. When the men were at breakfast 
a conference of all officers was held on 
board the Olympia, when the plan of the 
second battle was made known by the Com- 
modore. 

Several shots struck the Olympia, and 
she was pierced a number of times. One 
shell struck the side of the ship against the 
hospital ward. The Chaplain and nurses, 
who were watching the fight through a port- 
hole a few inches away, were stunned by 
the concussion. 

Experts have figured that the fighting vol- 
ume of the guns of the respective sides of 
the battle was three for the Ameriercns 
against seven for the Spanish: It is clear, 
then, that the superiority was in the ships 
and the men, the latter having the experi- 
ence and nerve. 

Gunner Evans of the Boston directed the 
fire of one of the big guns. Not a man on 
the Boston received a scratch. 

Paymaster Loud, who was on the McCul- 
loch during the battle, was a witness of 
events on both sides. From his position he 
could see every movement of the American 
ships and could also see the Spaniards. 

‘For two hours,” said Mr. Loud, “the 
steady thunder of cannon was kept up. 
The roar was terrific. At one time I 
really thought we would be beaten. This 
was after the fire had been kept up an 
hour. It looked like every gun on the 
Spanish ships had turned loose on us all 
together,and the shore line was a veritable 
blaze of fire from the batteries. The din 
was simply indescribable. Tons upon tons of 


shot. fell over our ships. There was steel 
enough to have sunk our entire fleet. 
Spaniards Shot Like Children. 


“Our salvation was in the bad marks- 
manship of the Spaniards. They handled 
their pieces like children. Nearly all of 
their shots went wide. Most of them were 
high, flying over the fleet and falling into 
the bay beyond. 

“Some of the .batteries, however, were 
better trained. Several guns maintained a 
raking fire on the fleet. Nearly all our 
ships were struck by both large and small 
shot but no damage of consequence: was 
done. 

“We left Manila on the 5th. At that 
time Commodore Dewey was in possession 
of the shore forts and arsenal. Considera- 
ble ammunition and some fair guns were 
captured. 

“* Manila, on the opposite side of the bay, 
had not been taken and it was not the in- 
tention of the Commodore to do so at that 
time. Of course the city and its suburbs 
were completely at the mercy of our guns 
and we could have laid it in ruins in a 
very short time. But the force on the war- 
ships is too small to land and take posses- 
sion. 

“When the troops arrive from San Fran- 
cisco, Commodore Dewey will demand the 
immediate surrender of the city and the 
troops stationed there. If a refusal is 
given. fire at once will be opened from the 
warships and forcible possession will be 
taken. 


No Trouble to Make a Conquest. 


“There will be no difficulty in holding Ma- 
nila and the Philippines. Complete subju- 
gation of the Spanish forces in the group 
will be accomplished without trouble and 
with very little danger to American life. 
The insurgents are very friendly, and at the 
time we left were besieging the town in 
large force. They are acting under orders 
of Commodore Dewey.” 

Both Dr. Kindleberger of the Olympia and 
Gunner Evans of the Boston had been or- 
dered home before the battle of Manila, but 
when they learned that a battle was immi- 
nent they asked permission to remain with 
the fleet. This was allowed, and immedi- 
ately after the battle they started for home. 
When the Belgic left Hongkong, on May 10, 
the bubonic plague was raging, many deaths 
occurring among the white population. 


SPAIN CALLED ON FOR RELIEF. 


Newspapers Want the Fate of the Phil- 
ippines Settled by Another 

; Fight. 

LONDON, June 8—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: 

‘‘ Bl Liberal calls upon the Government to 
take steps promptly to satisfy public opin- 
ion, which is clamoring for the immediate 
dispatch of a relief expedition to assist 
Capt. Gen. Augusti in forcing the Americans 
to leave Manila, 

“This alone, the paper argues, would put 
a stop to the spread of agitation and disaf- 
fection among the natives of the Island of 
Luzon. ‘The nation,’ says El Liberal, 
*has remained patient only because it has 
believed that the Government would really 
arrange such an expedition.’ 

‘El Imparcial advocates a similar course, 
insisting that the fate of Spanigh rule in the 
Philippines could in this way be easily de- 
cided at Manila. El Heraldo is even more 
energetic in its calls upon the Cabinet to 
‘act before it is too late.’ 

“The press campaign is evidently intended 
to exercise pressure upon the Government 
before the reserve fleet at Cadiz receives final 
instructions, which are hourly expected by 
Admiral Camara. Reports from the Philip- 
pines state that the Spaniards, thanks to the 
promises of reforms and the energy of the 
joeal authorities, have succeeded in check- 
ing the propaganda of Aguinaldo, who ad- 
mits that he has not met with the support 
which he expected from the natives, 

“The Americans have been preparing 
defenses at the mouth’ of the bay ever 
since the Spanish authorities set the rumor 
afloat among the natives that a relief ex- 
pedition was on the way and was ex- 
pected very shortly. The religious orders 


and the parochial clergy are rendering 
powerful assistance to Capt. Gen. Augusti. 


MONTEREY AND BRUTUS SAIL. 


Second Expedition to Manila Expect- 
ed to Leave San Francisco 
This Week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The principal 
event in the local war situation to-day was 
the departure of the monitor Monterey and 
the collier Brutus for Manila. The order 
to get under way was issued about 1 
o’clock, and shortly afterward the wharves 
and docks on the water front were crowd- 
ed with persons anxious to witness the de- 
parture, Every steam whistle on the water 
front blew a farewell, and as the two ves- 
sels moved down the harbor toward the 
Golden Gate, the crowds on the wharves 
set up a mighty cheer. The Monterey has 
always been a great local favorite, but the 
prospects are that she will never again en- 
ter this harbor, as she is to be permanently 
Stationed in the vicinity of Uncle Sam’s 
colonies in the Hast, 

Nearly $90,000 was paid out to-day to 
the volunteers from Pennsylvania and Colo- 
rado. All day long Hines of men were re- 
ceiving the money due them for a month’s 
past service and for one month's service in 
advance. That the second expedition to the 
ptynee will not leave here before next 
Saturday seems almost certain at this writ- 
ing. Stores, supplies, and ammunition are 
being placed on board the ships, but the 
work will hardly be completed before the 
end of this week, though it is stated that 
the vessels will get away on Friday. 

The troops which are to embark on the 
Colon, Zealandia, and China are ready for 
—- the last equipment being delivered 
to-day. 


GEN. GREENE VISITS CAMP. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The men: who 
will compose the second Manila expedition 
are pleased that Brig. Gen. Greene is to be 
their commander. Besides being a splendid 
soldier, he has a record as a diplomat and 
manager of business enterprises. He has 
been decorated in Europe for bravery, is 
an author of repute, and an active member 
of several scientific societies. It is surmised 
that his diplomatic experience will be of 
service to Gen. Merritt in the government 
of the Philippines. 

The troops which will be under his com- 
mand are the First Colorado Volunteers, 
the Tenth Pennsylvania Volunteers, part 
of the Eighteenth and Twenty-third United 
States Infantry, and either the Utah Light 
Artillery or the Third Artillery. 

Gen. Greene visited the camp of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania Regiment and before making 
himself known to any of the officers of the 
regiment inspected the company streets, 
visited the cook tents, looked in at the 
guard house, and examined the hospital. 
He then introduced himself to Col. Hawk- 
ins and spent nearly an hour in the camp, 
seeing about the road, asking about the 
condition of the regiment, the health of 
the men, their proficiency in drill, and the 
amount and kind of drilling to which they 
were daily subjected. 

Gen. Greene stated that the China would 
be his flagship and that Gen. Merritt would 
not accompany the second expedition. 

Orders have been received at the Presidio 
for the Fourth Cavalry to make ready for 
service in the Philippines. | The instructions 
given to Col. Morris were to have six troops 
go to Manila within two weeks. He an- 
swered that the men weré ready now. It 
was finally decided that the cavalrymen 
should take horses to the number of 400, 
If the animals are transferred without 
much loss and stand the climate in the isl- 
ands, another regiment of cavalry will 
probably be sent on later,

SMALLPOX ON THE BELGIC. 


She Reports that Honolulu Is Deco- 
rated to Receive the Troops 
Bound for Manila. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The steamer 
Belgic arrived from the Orient via Honolulu 
to-day, but was sent to quarantine, three 
cases of smallpox having developed on 
board since her departure from Hongkong. 
One case was landed at Nagasaki, another 
at Kobe, and the third at Honolulu. No 
new cases have developed since the steamer 
left Honolulu, and it is thought that the 
disease has been stamped out. The vessel 
and cargo will be thoroughly fumigated, 
and it is possible that the mails and pas- 
sengers may be landed to-night. 

The Belgic reports sighting the first fleet 
of transports which left this city May 235, 
about 150. miles east. of Honolulu. The 
Belgic sailed from Honolulu on June 1. 
The Charleston arrived at Honolulu two 
days before, and was recoaled at the time 
of the departure of the Belgic. 

Preparations were being made at Honolulu 
for the reception of the troops, which were 
expected to arrive there on the day the 
Belgic left. The town was beautifully dec- 
orated, and a public reception was to be 
given the men on the troopships. 


RUSSIA AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


LONDON, June 8.—The Daily ‘News says 
this morning: 

“The American Consul at Odessa has in- 
formed our correspondent there of a some- 
whet singular proceeding on the part of the 
authorities at that port with regard to 
some foreign steamers now chartered as 
auxiliary transports for the conveyance of 
troops and war material from Odessa to 
Port Arthur. 

‘It appears that in the case of a Ger- 


man steamer named Scandia, and a French 
vessel, the American Consul was applied t 
for certificates attesting the ownership o 
the steamers and the character and nature, 
as well as destination, of their passengers 
and cargo. It was explained by the local 
Russian authorities that this extraordinary 
precaution was taken in the event of the 
vessels being compelled to put into a Philip- 
pine port. 

“As no certificate was demanded of the 
Spanish Consul, it would appear that the 
Russians look upon the United States as 
being in de facto possession of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago. The American Consul 
readily gave the required certificates,” 


NEW TRANSPORTS FOR MANILA. 


The Centennial Found Unseaworthy— 
Northern Pacific Fleet Offered 
to the Government. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Meiklejohn is rapidly shaping 
the question of ships for transportation of 
troops to the Philippines. It was definitely 
decided to-night that -he steamship Cen- 
tennial will not be in the fleet, as she has 
been found unseaworthy. Acting on the 
reports of the vessel’s condition, Mr. Meikle- 
john directed that she be thoroughly ex- 
amined, and to-night received a telegram 
from Gen. Merritt stating that Lieut. Lopez 
and Naval Constructor Snow had exam- 
ined the vessel and report that she is not 
now in seaworthy condition and should not 


be permitted to sail. Acting upon this in- 
formation Mr. Meiklejohn immediately tele- 
graphed Peter Larson of Seattle, owner of 
the vessel, that her charter for the Gov- 
ernment had been canceled. 

It is probable that the War Department 
will impress into: Government service the 
steamships Scnator, City of Pueblo, and 
Quecn of the Pacific Coastwise Steamship 
Company. “Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
to-day telegraphed Gen. Merritt to have 


these vessels inspected with a view to their | 


use as troopships, and if found suitable to 
impress them into service. 

In addition to these vessels the War De- 
Epeeent has in view several ships of the 

orthern Pacific Steamship Com y. This 
is a British corporation, and the vessels 
are the Arizona, Victoria, Tacoma, Colum- 
bia, and Olympia. Mr. Meiklejohn this 
evening received a telegram from the com- 
pany, stating that these vessels would be 
chartered to the Government on condition 
of receiving American registry at practi- 
cally the prices the War Department had 
proposed to them. 


Big Guns Ready for Coast Defense. 


Bids were opened yesterday in the Quar- 
termaster’s Department at the Army Build- 
ing for one of the largest shipments of 
guns sent from the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds since the war began. The bids 
were for nine breech-loading rifles of 8, 10, 
and 12 inch calibre, weighing in the aggre- 
gate 725,800 pounds. The guns, which have 
been thoroughly tested, are destined for the 
coast defense service and will be distrib- 
uted as follows: Two twelve-inch rifles to 
Nantucket Head, two eight-inch rifles to 
Hilton Head, near Port Royal, S. C.; two 
eight-inch rifles to Jerry’s Point, off Ports- 
mouth, N. H.; oe Tere tase rifle to Fort 
Schuyler; one eight-inch, one ten-inch, and 
one twelve-inch, rifle.to.Alliance, Ohio, and 
one eight-inch rifle to Cleveland, Ohio.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Advices received 
by Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, 
to-day lead him to conclude that the French 
cable between Santiago and Haiti was in- 
terrupted last night. He has reason to be- 
lieve, however, that one of the cables from 
Santiago to Kingston is still working. Lieut. 
Col. Allen, in charge of the cable-cutting 
expedition, has ag yet made no report of 
his operations, and he is not expectéd to do 
so until they are concluded. 

Speaking to-day of the great advantage 
that would have accrued by the prompt 
severance of all cable communication with 


Cuba at the outset of the war, which might, 
he thinks, have been easily accomplished 
had the Government had a ship equipped 
for the purpose and gone at the work 
promocy and systematically, Gen. Greely 
said: 

“This war has already settled one thing, 
and that is that hereafter no navy will be 
complete without its cableship, built and fit- 
ted for the special workof grappling for and 
severing the submarine lines of communica- 
tion of the enemy. The cutting of cables has 
already been shown to be absolutely essen- 
tial to the complete isolation that a block- 
ade seeks to bring about. To do this.work 
successfully requires a ship equipped for the 
purpose, and it. would well pay the Govern- 
ment to provide itself with such a vessel 
as a part of its permanent naval establish- 
ment.” 

The need of the Government’s owning its 
own cable ship was shown when the late 
expedition was fitted out, and it was found 
that there was not a cable ship in this coyn- 
try, the one or two such vessels aS are em- 
ployed by American cable neg tot being 
under foreign registry. It was finally found 
necessary to use a foreign boat, whose iden- 
tity has been so far carefully kept secret. 


Storm in the West Indies, 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 7.—A fierce 
storm has been sweeping over Jamaica, and 
a heavy sea was running last night, causing 
pilots to refuse to take dispatch boats out 
of Kingston harbor. The railroad to Port 
Antonio is washed out, and the telegraph 
lines are down. *

The Norwegian steamer St. Andrews, 
which arrived yesterday from Puerto Rico 
with a full cargo of sugar, ‘sailed from Ar- 
royo May 17, Ponce May 20, Mayaguez May 
24, Humacao May 28, and Naguabo May 29. 

Capt. Nordfelt of the St. Andrews reported 
that on May 21, at 11 A. M., when off Maya- 
guez, he was spoken by the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Yale, which fired a blank 
shot. The St. Andrews lay to, while an offi- 
cer from the Yale came aboard and exam- 
ined her papers. be peccone | everything in or- 
der, the officer allow her to proceed.

NEUTRALITY AT KINGSTON. 


LONDON, June 8.—The correspondent of 
The Times at Kingston, Jamaica, says: 

‘The Government here is much exercised 
over the enforcement of the neutrality laws 
in its endeavors to do strict justice to both 


parties. A case in point is that of the Span- 
ish steamer Purisima Concepcion, with a 
load of provisions for Manzanillo, Cuba. The 
American Consul has protested that these 
provisions were intended for the Spanish 
forces. The general belief, however, is that 
they are not contraband. The matter is un- 
der the consideration of the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

“In the case ef the newspaper dispatch 
boats, the Government has decided that 
these can enter for ,coal whenever they 
choose. There are n> fewer than five here 
to-day from Santiago. 


Francis Tomes Dead. 


Francis Tomes, who had been a resident 
of this city for over eighty years, died last 
night at his home, 136 East Thirtieth Street. 
He was the son of Francis Tomes, and was 
born in Birmingham, England, on Nov. 4, 
1813. His parents brought him to this coun- 
try when he was eighteen months old, and 
settled in New York. 

Mr. Tomes was educated at Columbia 
University, and was graduated from the 
School of Arts in 1831. He thereupon en- 
tered business with his father, who was an 
importer, and was eventually admitted into 
partnership, the firm name being Francis 
Tomes & Son. 

He retired from business permanently in 
1881, the firm dissolving. Mr. Tomes mar- 
ried Miss Eleanor Hadden, a daughter of 
David Hadden, of this city, in 1845. He was 
at one time Superintendent of Markets in

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Refusal of a Captaincy in the 
112th Regiment to ex-Alder- 
man F. A. Ware Resented 


REQUEST FOR HIS DISCHARGE 


War Department Expresses Its Appre- 
ciation of the Energy Shown by 
the Post in Recruiting—The 
Palma Mounted Rifles. 


There is war between Lafayette Post and 
Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt over the turning 
down of ex-Alderman Frederick A. Ware 
for a Captaincy in the One Hundred and 
Twelfth Regiment on Monday night. Mr. 
Ware’s father is a member of Lafayette 
Post, and Mr. Ware himself is Past Com- 
mander of Lafayette Camp, Sons of Veter- 
ans, and was for seven years in the Seventh 
Regiment. When the recruiting for Lafay- 
ette Post first began Mr. Ware opened a 
station in his office and recruited a com- 
pany, which it was understood he was to 
command. He took the men to the Twelfth 
Regiment Armory before the Twelfth went 
to the front, and the men went into the 
regiment. Mr. Ware made no objection, and 
then started in to recruit another company 
for the One Hundred and Twelfth Regi- 
ment. 

Several weeks ago on the floor of the 
armory Gen. Butt stated in the presence of 
8,000 persons that the men who had recruit- 
ed the new companies should command 


them. In pursuance of this, Mr. Ware 
brought his men to the One Hundred and 
Twelfth Regiment Armory on Monday night 
and was detailed to the squad room by 
Capt. Denny, Mr. Ware having already en- 
listed in the One Hundred and Twelfth and 
being under orders. His men were gradual- 
ly called out until only he was left, and 
when he inquired what had become of them 
he was informed that they had been put 
into other companies. Mr. Ware asked 
whether he was to be a Captain or what his 
status was, and was told that he was a 
private and nothing more. He appealed to 
Gen. Butt, who had just come in, and asked 
to be transferred to another regiment. He 
Was told ti.at he could get no transfer until 
after he had mustered in. 

“But Senator Ford has—’”’ 

“No politics here,” roared Gen. Butt. 
“This is no ward meeting, and nothing but 
the Military Code goes here.” 

“I don’t know where you would be if it 
-Was not for politics,” hotly retorted Mr. 
Ware, and then went back to the squad 
room, where he remained until the armory 
was about to close after midnight. Then 
he asked Capt. Denny if he was wanted any 
longer. 


Will Be Court-Martialed. 


“I have nothing further to say to you,” 
said Capt. Denny. ‘‘ You will be court- 
martialed.”’ 

Mr. Ware is now anxious to get out of the 
One Hundred ard Twelfth. He addressed 
a letter to Gen. Butterfield, asking that the 
Lafayette Post request the return of his 


enlistment papers. A full statement of his 
case was appended. Yesterday the letter 
and statement were laid before the execu- 
tive meeting of the post. Much indignation 
Was expressed at the meeting that Gen. 
Butt should have thus failed to keep a 
romise made to Gen. Butterfield, and re- 
terated by him. Gen. Butterfield wrote on 
the statement the following indorsement, 
te these will be sent by Mr. Ware to Gen. 
utt: 

*“ Respectfully referred to Brig. Gen. Mc- 
Coskry Butt, with the request that, if Gen. 
Butt cannot have the agreement and 
promise made fulfilled, Mr. Ware be re- 
leased and discharged from the One Hun- 
dred and Twelfth Reziment. He cannot be 
held in any justice, in my judgment, under 
existing conditions.”’ 

Gen. Butterfield declined yesterday to 
make any further comment on the matter 
than his indorsement on Mr. Ware’s state- 
ment, but Col. F. C. Loveland, a member of 
the Executive Committee, showed a note 
from Gen. Butt, in which the latter made 
overtures to be made Colonel of the Lafay- 
eite Post’s regiment. 

“We invited him to meet us,” said Col. 
Loveland, ‘*‘ for we would have been glad to 
have him if our regiment, through him, 
could have been ordered out. He came here 
and talked to the committee, and after that 
I don’t think there was a man in the com- 
mittee who would have favored him under 
any circumstances.” 

Mr. Ware was still very sore over his ex- 
perience. He said he was determined if 
possible to get out of the One Hundred 
and Twelfth Regiment, and that all he had 
asked for was an opportunity to take the 
examination for fitness before the Brigade 
Board. He said he had no idea of men- 
tioning politics, and when Gen. Butt cut 
his statement short was merely about to 
remark that Senator Fort had raised a bat- 
talion which he expected to ccmmand. 

Gen. Butterfield was in consultation yes- 
terday with First Lieut. Chamberlain of the 
First Artillery, U. S. A., who kas been sent 
here by the War Department to open a re- 
cruiting office in the Lafayette Post ar- 
mory, Fourteenth Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue. In the letter announcing Lieut. 
Chamberlain’s coming, Adjt. Gen, Corbin 
also says: 

“TIT am further instructed to say that 
the department highly appreciates your suc- 
cessful and energetic measures in securing 
desirable recruits, of which the army is 
greatly in need.” 


To Start Recruiting Again. 


Under the new arrangements, Lafayette 
Post will start recruiting again, and ex- 
pects to furnish 5,000 men for the various 
branches of the regular army, as well as to 


continue filling vacancies in the ranks of 
the militia regiments. 

To-night the Palma Mounted Rifles will 
have another inspection in the armory of 
the Second Battery, when the details of 
organization will have been completed. 
There will be two battalions, the first of 
three companies being composed of topo- 
graphical and mining engineers, mechanical 
engineers and miners, and sappers. The 
second battalion will have two companies 
of sharpshooters and one Gatling gun com- 
pany. The command expects to leave this 
city by June 20 for Tampa, and will eventu- 
ally join the Cuban Army under Gen, Go- 
mez.

As 
a result of this the pressure on Secretary 
Alger and the other army officials is not so 
great as heretofore, and there is a consid- 
erable falling off in the number of visitors 
to the department. The department has 
not yet considered the selection of the offi- 
cers for the organizations to be formed un- 
der the call for 75,000 men. Fully 50,000 of 
the 75,000 men will be needed to recruit the 
existing organizations to their full legal 
maximum strength, which will leave but 
25,000 to be divided into organizations, the 
formation of which as such will not take 
place for some time.

C. Dupont Coudert, who has been nomi- 
nated as Commissary, with the rank of Cap- 


tain, is a son of the late Charles Coudert of 
this city. 


George W. Nellis, 


George W. Nellis, who has been nominated 
as Commissary, with the rank of Captain, 
entered the Second Separate Company at 


Auburn in 1881, and served for six years, be- 
ing promoted to the rank of Sergeant. He 
was then discharged, but re-enlisted in 1889, 
and in 1891 was elected Second Lieutenant.

William Barclay Parsons, who has been 
nominated as Captain, was born in this city 
in 1859.

AMENDING THE VOLUNTEER ACT 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—By direction of 
the Committee of Military Affairs to-day 
Chairman Hull introduced in the House a 
bill to amend Section 10 of the Volunteer 
act ‘“‘temporarily increasing the military 
establishment of the United States in time 
of war.” It repeals the proviso that officers 


appointed or assigned to the staff of com- 
manders of army corps, divisions, or bri- 

ades shall serve only fn such capacity, and 
hat when relieved from such staff of serv- 
ice such appointments or assignments shall 
terminate. The bill provides that assign- 
ments of officers of the volunteer staff shall 
be governed by the same rules and regula- 
tions as the regular army. The action is 
taken on the recommendation of Secretary 
Alger, who says that under a strict con- 
struction officers are restrained from per- 
formance of any other duty than that of 
the post to which appointed. 

The passage of the amendment will be 
expedited. The committee also agreed to re- 
port favorably a bill providing for a mili- 
tary secretary, with the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel, to the Secretary of War. The 
act to provide for the employment of re- 
tired officers of the army not above the 
rank of Colonel in time of war, which 
passed the Senate, was considered and laid 
on the table. This kills it until it is subse- 
quently called up.

OPENING SUPPLIES AT TAMPA. 


Gen. Miles Is Directing the Delivery 
of Provisions to Troops. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The reports that 
reached the War Department this morning 
indicate that conditions are rapidly improv- 
ing at Tampa so far as the congestion of 


freight and supplies _is concerned. Under 
authority from the War Department, Gen. 
Miles is proceeding at once to solve the 
question of distributing the stores which 
now incumber many miles of the railroad 
track, by assigning men who seem to be 
fitted for such duty, without regard to 
their staff  pagegn gm to the task of opening 
up the oods and placing them where they 
are needed. 

By adopting this direct method it is cal- 
culated that all delay in traffic on the score 
of accumulated freight at the Tampa end 
of the line will be overcome within a day or 
two, while there will be less complaint 
among the troops of lack of stores and 
supplies that have been lying almost within 
their sight, ‘yet inaccessible to them for 
many days past. 


THE NEW YORE 


REGISTRY FOR FOREIGN SHIPS 
Senator Frye Objects to Buying Ves- 
sels on the Atlantic Goast 


for Transports. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—A difference of 
opinion has arisen between the War De- 
partment and the Senate Committee on 
Commerce on the question of granting 
American registry to foreign ships desired 
for transport purposes. The War Depart- 
ment is very anxious to secure a certain 
vessel now engaged in the Puerto Rico 
trade, which it has been offered on what is 
considered advantageous terms, and which 


it deems a particularly desirable addition to 
the transport fleet for the reason that the 
Captain is said to be one of the best pilots 
in erto Rican waters. The ship now flies 
a foreign flag, however, and before she 
could be chartered for transport use it 


would be necessary to have her admitted to 
American registry. When application was 
made to Senator Frye of Maine, Chairman 
of the Committee on Commerce, he refused 
to approve the proposition on the ground 
that there are enough American ships on 
the Atlantic Coast available for the Gov- 
ernment’s use without conferring the gift 
of registry on foreign bottoms. 

“I have no objection,” said Mr. Frye, in 
explanation of his position, ‘‘to grant reg- 
istry to ships on the Pacific Coast in order 
to enable them to be chartered by the Gov- 
ernment for transport purposes because 
there are not enough American ships there 
to supply its demands, but I am opposed to 

iving American registry to any ships of 
oreign build on the Atlantic or Gulf Coast 
for the ee reason that there are plenty 
of home-built ships here to supply all the 
transports we need. The conferring of 
American registry on a foreign vessel en- 
hances its value and admits it to the privi- 
leges of our coastwise trade, which it would 
of course continue to enjoy after its tem- 
porary charter by the Government has ex- 
pired. I don’t see why we should confer a 
boon like that on foreign ships when we 
might as well use those of our own people.” 

A proposition has been made to amend 
the act conferring registry on the particu- 
lar vessel the War Department is after by 
providing that it should not afterward be 
entitled to engage in coastwise trade. The 
owners are understood to be willing to this, 
but they foresee another complication which 
they want provided against. In view of the 
possibility of Puerto Rico becoming Ameri- 
can territory, they point out, such a pro- 
vision would compel them to abandon their 
regular business, which is with that island. 
These pots have not en settled. In 
view of Senator Frye’s position, which is 
understood to be that of the Commerce 
Committee, the probability seems to be that 
no more bills admitting alien craft to the 
pewseaes enjoyed by American ships will 

e allowed to go through the Senate, even 
if the War Department wants them, 


MORE REGIMENTS TO GO. 


CHICKAMAUGA PARK, Ga., June 7.—Tel- 
egraphic communications were received here 
to-day from Washington making inquiries 
as.to which regiments were best equipped 
as to uniforms and ordnance, It is rumored 
that regiments are to be ordered to the 
front from the Third Corps, of which the 
Fourteenth, Eighth, Ninth New York, and 


the Second Nebraska and First Maine are 
the best equipped. It is feared that the 
sudden ordering away of these regiments 
would handicap recruiting to their full 
strength, as is now ordered. It is thought 
at headquarters, however, that such re- 
cruits will be ordered to their regiments 
wherever they may be sent. 

The Fourteenth New York to-day received 
from the Woman’s Auxiliary National 
Guard of Brooklyn, through Mrs. Russell 
Waldron, socks, soap, towels, abdominal 
bandages, and many other needed articles 
for the hospital corps. Col. Wilder is ex- 
pected here at any time to assume command 
of the Fourteenth. Lieut. Col. Kline is now 
on the rapid road to recovery from his ill- 
ness, due to vaccination. 

Capt. Wagner, Company L of the Four- 
teenth, has been appointed Engineer Officer 
of the First Division, Third Corps, under 
Gen. Grant. Lieut. Wingate, Company <A; 
Lieut. McNamara, Company C, and Lieut. 
Bridges, Company K, are the officers ap- 
pointed by Col. Kline to proceed to Brook- 
lyn to recruit for the Fourteenth. 

Sergt. John Noble and Private A. E. Bur- 
rell, Company C of the Fourteenth, have 
been detailed to convey Private Martin 
Scott, Company M, First Washington, D. 
C., to the Government hospital at Washing- 
ton, Scott lost his reason owing to the hot 
weather. They left to-day. 

Lieut. Levy, Company K, of the Eighth 
New York, has been detailed as acting Di- 
vision Commissary under Col. Grant; Capt. 
Knight Neffel of the Eighth has been ap- 
pointed Brigade Engineer of the Third Brig- 
ade, commanded by Col. Clarke. 

The following officers are appointed by 
Col. Chauncey to leave for New York to 
recruit to the maximum strength for the 
Bighth Regiment: Capt. Thomas Ely, First 
Lieut. W. J. Smith, First Lieut. George W. 
Frost, Jr. 

Two hundred pairs of shoes were issued to 
the Eighth boys to-day and 500 will be 
distributed to-morrow. The Eighth is al- 
most ready for the field. 

The Ninth New York troops are also re- 
ceiving their ae gpomne very rapidly, and are 
now fairly well equipped. The following 
officers were elected to recruit in New York 
by their respective battalion officers: Capt. 
Morris, Lieut. Wilcox, and Capt. Timson. 
It is not yet certain if any officers over the 
rank of First Lieutenant of any regiment 
will be allowed to go, owing to the uncer- 
tainty of the troops remaining here long, 
as the Department does not wish any com- 
manding officer to be away from his post. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky will be here 
to-morrow and review the Kentucky 
troops. Lieuts. Gaither, Power, and Riley 
will recruit for the Second Kentucky. For 
the First Artillery Lieuts. Fishback, Head, 
and Parker will recruit to the maximum, 
United States Senator Allen will review the 
Second Nebraska Regiment here to-mor- 
row, anda great time is expected in Gen. 
Grant’s division, of which the regiment is 
a part, in consequence of the presence of 
these distinguisied guests. Lieuts. Hart- 
igan, Perry, and Wiley will recruit for the 
Second Nebraska. 

Regimental open-order drills and brigade 
inspections occupied the volunteer army to- 
day. The commanding officers are very 
highly pleased with the general excellence 
the soldiers are attaining, and they state 
that preparation for the field is going for- 
ward as satisfactorily as could be expected- 

Gen. Brooke issued his formal order to- 
day to the various regiments to recruit 
their companies to the required number of 
106 men, and the details have already been 
made out in nearly every regiment. The 
number of men required by this order will 
be in the neighborhood of 15,000 of the vol- 
unteers under the second call of the Presi- 
dent. Very few of the regiments have more 
than 1,000 man, and many have not more 
than 800. The Pennsylvania and Ohio regi- 
ments will require nearly double their pres- 
ent enrollment, no regiment from either of 
these States having more than 800 men and 
a numebr of them not more than 600 or 700.

TOW PEACE IS RESTORED 


Different Methods Adopted in All 
the Foreign Wars of the 
United States. 


WOMAN’S INFLUENCE EXERTED 


Mme. Britton’s Part in Securing the 
Recognition of American Indepen~- 
dence by England—Procedure 
Dictated by Expediency. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—In view of the 
growing belief that Spain is seeking to initi- 
ate a peace movement, the precedents bear- 
ing on peace negotiations are being looked 
into. They disclose many interesting feat- 
ures in the negotiations following wars in 
which the United States has engaged. 

The peace negotiations closing the Revo- 
lutionary War came about in a romantic 
manner. Franklin and Jay were living in 
Paris at the time, having succeeded in en- 
listing the active assistance of France. 
Among Franklin’s neighbors was a Mme. 
Britton, with whom the famous statesman- 
scientist formed a fast friendship. Mme. 
Britton spent the Summer at Nice, where 
she met several English noblemen, among 
whom was Lord Cholmondeley. The lat- 
ter, on learning that she was a friend of 
Franklin, asked for a note of introduction 
to him, saying he would call and drink tea 
with him at Passey. The letter was given, 
and Franklin and Lord Cholmondeley were 
brought together on friendly terms. 

His lordship said that he was an intimate 
friend of Lord Shelburne, who had just be- 
come the ruling figure of the British Min- 
istry, and it was suggested that Franklin 
write a letter to Lord Shelburne, which Lord 
Cholmondeley undertook to deliver in per- 
son. Acting on the suggestion, Franklin 
wrote a brief letter expressing the wish 
that a “‘ general peace’? might be brought 
about. But he was careful to avoid be- 
traying any anxiety or hope that the peace 
would take place immediately. Franklin 
felt sure of his ground, as political condi- 
tions in the United States were much dis- 
turbed. 

The letter was very welcome to Lord 
Shelburne, as it arrived just after a serious 
upheaval in the British Parliament. The 
Ministry of Lord North, which had con- 
ducted the war, narrowly escaped a vote 
of censure, and it gave place to a Ministry 
favorable to the recognition of American 
independence. Lord Shelburne had not 
wished to initiate the movement, but 
Franklin’s letter paved the way, and as a 
result formal negotiations were opened be- 
tween Franklin and Lord Shelburne leading 
to the recognition of American independ- 
ence and the conclusion of a peace with the 
American Colonies, 


After the War of 1812. 


The peace negotiations after the war of 
1812 were more formal in character. Soon 
after- the war began. President Madison 
took the first step toward restoring peace, 
and in a message to Cangress on Nov. 4, 
1812, he said: 

*“‘ Anxious to bridge the evils from which 
a state of war cannot be exempt, I lost no 
time after it had been declared in convey- 
ing to the British Government the terms 
on which its progress might be arrested.” 

The terms proposed by Madison were that 
Great Britain vacate the orders in council 


on blockades and on the impressment of 
American seamen. The movement came to 
naught. The Emperor of Russia took the 
next step to restore peace. He first made 
@ proposition to John Quincy Adams, our 
Minister to St. Petersburg, suggesting that 
he would act as mediator. The proposition 
was also made to the State Department at 
Washington through the Russian Minister 
here. It was accepted by the United States, 
and Messrs. Bayard, Gallatin, and Adams 
received instructions on April 15, 1813, to 
proceed to St. Petersburg. Their instruc- 
tions began: 

“Your first duty will be to conclude a 
peace with Great Britain.” 

The terms of peace were the same as 
Madison had previously specified, but these 
were indispensable conditions. Great LBrit- 
ain declined the overture, however, and Lord 
Castlereagh wrote to the State Department 
suggesting direct negotiations. Accordingly 
Henry Clay and Jonathan Russell were add- 
ed to the Peace Commission, receiving new 
instructions Jan, 28, 1814. British Commis- 
sioners were appointed, and the commission 
met at Ghent Aug. 8. The British presented 
four points and the Americans three. Among 
the British points was that relating to the 
maintenance of a warship on the Great 
Lakes, which has since become an estab- 
lished practice. The peace treaty was final- 
ly agreed to Dec. 24, 1814. 


The Treaty with Mexico. 


During the Mexican War, while hostilities 
were still in progress, the Chief Clerk of the 
State Department, Nicholas P. Trist, was 
sent to Mexico to open negotiations for 
peace. He was instructed to demand the 
cession of New Mexico and California. These 
terms were rejected by Mexico. Thereupon 
the United States recalled Trist. This 
caused much agitation in Mexico, as it was 
feared the United States would adopt very 
aggressive steps. Trist had not acted on 
the recall, but remained in Mexico. He suc- 


ceeded, as a result of the changed feeling, 
in making a treaty of peace, known as the 
ta of Gaudalupe Hidalgo, on Feb. 4, 

At the close of the civil war there was 
no peace negotiation or treaty in the usual 
sense. Being a rebellion, the Federal Gov- 
ernment recognized no power with which it 
could make a treaty. The surrender at 
Appomattox was without condition, but an 
arrangement was made by which certain 
military concessions were allowed by Gen. 
Grant to the surrendering armies. Beyond 
this there was no formal peace treaty or 
agreement, 

he precedent of Franklin’s informal 
peace overtures suggest that if Spain is 
unable to secure the mediation of the 
European powers she might enlist the serv- 
ice of some friend, who, in an individual 
capacity, could take the initiative as Frank- 
lin did. That of 1812 suggests that formal 
peace overtures are to be made through 
Commissioners, ‘om | instructed on the terms 
they can grant. f the precedent of the 
Mexican war were followed, then one of 
the officials of Spain’s Foreign Office could 
come to Washington and make personal 
overtures toward peace. The precedents 
show that thére is no fixed procedure, un- 
der international law, toward a restoration 
of peace, and that the form adopted is 
dictated mainly by expediency. Undue 
humiliation of the vanquished party is to 
be avoided. 


BLACK TO SEE THE PRESIDENT. 


Will Again Request Appointments in 
Volunteer Army tor Gens, Butt, 
Oliver, Doyle, and Smith. 


Gov. Black, it is understood, will visit 
President McKinley in a few days and 
again request the appointment of Brig. 
Gens. McCoskry Butt, First Brigade; Rob- 
ert Shaw Oliver, Third Brigade; Peter C. 
Doyle, Fourth Brigade, and George Moore 
Smith, Fifth Brigade, as Brigadier Generals 
in the volunteer army. The Governor re- 
quested these appointments some weeks ago, 
and it is said is not pleased at being ignored 


as he has been, afte> meeting the call for 
volunteers so promptly. 

Of the officers recommended, Gens. Doyle, 
Oliver, and Smith all saw war service dur- 
ing the rebellion, and Gen. Butt has attend- 
ed army manoeuvres abroad for some years, 
and has a valuable knowledge of handling 
troops. Gen. Butt has received a number 
of flattering letters from high army offi- 
cials, the following from Gen. Merritt, Unit- 
ed States Army, among the number:

TESTS OF THE HOLLAND BOAT. | BUFFALO AT HAMPTON ROADS. |. 


Several Brief Trips Made Under Water 
—Trials to Continue To-day—Gov- 
ernment’s Onerous Conditions. 
The seagoing and diving qualities of the 
Holland submarine torpedo boat were 
further tested yesterday preparatory to the 
final trial trip and official inspection by 
a board of Government officials, which is 
expected to take place some time next 
week. The series of experimnts with the 
vessel are being conducted entirely by John 
P. Holland, the inventor of the craft, as- 

sisted by his staff. 

Yesterday’s operations consisted in testing 
the vessel’s submerging abilities, which were 
expected to have been improved by radical 
alterations recently. made in the arrange- 
ment of her rudders. The vessel was taken 
from her moorings at the foot of Fifty- 
fifth Street, South Brooklyn, at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning. She took a position 
about 1 feet off shore for her diving 
trials, and made altogether seven or eight 
trips under water, remaining submerged 
for various lengths of time. The longest 
submarine trip consumed five minutes, dur- 
ing which the craft ran steadily and kept 
an even keel, maintaining a speed of eight 
knots an hour, During one submersion the 
run was made twenty-six feet below the 
surface. The number of tugs and yachts 
in the vicinity prevented longer than five- 
minute runs being made. 

The vessel will be taken further out to 
sea for to-day’s trial, when she will be kept 
under water for periods varying from ten 
to fifteen minutes each, and later in the 
week Mr. Holland says that he will make 
a dive from Owl’s Head to Staten Island. 

The inventor has written to the Navy De- 
partment asking that some of the conditions 
for the Government trial of the craft be 
modified. One of these conditions, which 
the inventor says it is almost impossible to 
comply with, demands the arrangement on 
the vessel of two fla les, 35 feet long, 
by which her course, while under water, can 
be followed. The size and weight of such 
poles, it is claimed, will seriously interfere 
with the speed or the vessel and with her 
control while under water, such obstruc- 
tions it was pointed out in the letter would 
not be required of the vessel in active ser- 
vice. Another stipulation made by the 
Government is that a whitehead torpedo 
be fired with accuracy from the vessel. 
This, the inventor points out, should be 
done by the Navy Department, as_ the 
torpedo boat company has no torpedo and 
no torpedo experts to insure the projectile 
being fired with accuracy. When these con- 
Or are removed the trial trip will take 
place. 

The boat has been offered for sale to the 
Government for $75,000. 


THE MACKENZIE’S TRIAL. 


New Torpedo Boat Averages Twenty 
Knots Against the Tide. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—The torpedo 
boat Mackenzie returned from her trial trip 
this evening. Her test was made over the 
Government measured knot at Deepwater 
Point, Delaware Bay, and was entirely sat- 


isfactory. She was given four runs—two 
against the tide and two with the tide. 
Under the latter conditions she made con- 
siderably over the twenty-knot requirement, 
and averaged the 20 knots against the 
tide. Her forced draught worked in such 
a manner that its full benefit was not ob- 
tained, but the fastest mile was covered 
in 2:55. Going at full speed, with Naval 
Constructor Hanscom at the wheel, she was 
turned half a dozen times in two lengths. 
All on board were pleased at the success of 
the trial, and predicted better results at the 
official trial, which has not yet been fixed. 


NAVAL OFFICER DIES AT SEA. 


Lieutenant Commander E. W. Sturdy, 
Well Known in the Navy, Passes 
Away Aboard a Collier. 


KEY WEST, June %7.—The United States 
collier Pompey, formerly the British steam- 
er Harlech, arrived here this morning from 
Norfolk, Va., with her commander, Lieut. 
Commander E. W. Sturdy, dead on board, 
and Lieut. K. ‘C. Norton in charge of the 
ship. 

Commander Sturdy was not well when the 
Pompey sailed on Friday evening. He was 
taken sick off Cape Henry, soon afterward 
became unconscious, and. died yesterday. 


There was no physician on board. He was, 


a native of Maine, fifty-one years of age, 
and had been in the service thirty-six years. 
The family of the deceased live at Annap- 
olis. The interment of the remains of Lieut. 
Commander Sturdy will take place here to- 
day, with fitting naval honors, 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—News of the 
death of Lieut. Commander Edward W. 
Sturdy came to the Navy Department this 
morning some time after the press reports 


of the sad event were received, in the shape 
of a telegram from Commodore Remey at 
Key West. The cause of death, the dispatch 
added, was supposed to be apoplexy, to 
which the officer was exposed by reason of 
his full temperament and fleshy build. The 
news was received with great regret at the 
Navy Department, where the officer was 
well known and liked. 

The Navigatfon Bureau took steps to ac- 
quaint the family of the deceased with the 
sad news, and asked for instructions as to 
the disposition of the remains. Lieut. Com- 
mander Sturdy leaves a wife and three 
daughters, all living at Annapolis, near the 
Naval Academy. 

He was born in Massachusetts and en- 
tered the Naval Academy in February, 1863. 
He was promoted to be Ensign in 1868 and 
was attached to the United States ship 
Pensacola on the Pacific Station for two 
years. He reached the grade of Lieutenant 
in 1871 while on duty in Washington. After 
a short service in the Hydrographic Office 
he was ordered to the United States ship 
Wasp, on the South Atlantic Station, and 
remained there for four years. From 1876 
to 1878 he was on duty at the Naval Ob- 
servatory, and was next attached to the 
United States ship Ticonderoga for three 
years. From 1880 to 1884 he was on duty 
in the Nautical Almanac office, in this city, 
part of the time acting as Superintendent, 
after which he served two years on the 
European station, first on the Quinnebaug 
and then on the Kearsarge. He performed 
ordnance dutv at the Washington Navy 
Yard from 1887 to 1889, and was then or- 
dered to the Baltimore, on the Pacific Sta- 
tion, where he remained until April, 1893. 
He/ next served successively on the training 
ship Richmond, the Constellation, the Olym- 
pia, the Franklin, the Minneapolis, and the 
Wabash, and cruised in nearly all parts of 
the world. While attached to the Baltimore, 
in the Pacific, he reached the grade of Lieu- 
tenant Commander in April, 1892, and 
served as Executive Officer on all the ves- 
sels to which he was subsequently attached 
until placed in command of the Wasp. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Meeting of Committee Appointed to 
Help the Government During War. 


A meeting of the Special Committee of 
Thirty of the Chamber of Commerce, re- 
cently appointed to support the President 
and Congress in the war with Spain, was 
held yesterday in the rooms of the cham- 
ber. Alexander E. Orr, President of the 
chamber, presided. Other members of the 
committee present were George Wilson, 
Secretary; Jacob Schiff, Henry W. Cannon, 
President of the Chase National Bank; 
Whitelaw Reid, Carl Schurz, William E. 
Dodge, and W. L. Trenholm. 

Mr. Orr stated after the meeting that 
there had been nothing as yet for the 
committee to do except to complete its or- 

anization and to inform the President of 
ts appointment and its onrects. This had 
already been done, and a letter of thanks 
had been received from the President, and 
a similar letter from Gov. Black, who had 
also been notified of the appointment of the 
committee. 

The committee, it was said, stands ready 
to do anything which the Government 
either of the Nation or State requests dur- 
ing the war. It would assist in raising 
money, floating loans for that purpose, 
raising regiments or rendering any other 
assistance of which it may be capable. 


Government Wants the Arkadia, 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn expects to secure the steam- 
ship Arkadia, now at New York, for trans- 


ort purposes in the West Indian campaign. 
Her charter by the Government is contin- 
gent upon certain changes being made to 
the vessel by the company owning her. The 
Arkedia will accommodate 1,000 men.

She Will Receive a Modern Battery to 
Fit Her for Service—Her Career 
in Brazil’s Navy. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Word was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department to-day that 
the Buffalo, formerly: the Nictheroy, had 
arrived in Hampton Roads to-day from 
Brazil. She will receive a modern arma- 
ment of quick-firing guns, and will be pre- 
pared for service. Her Captain will be 
Commander Hemphill, now in this city. 


The Nictheroy (El Cid) was built for the 
Southern Pacific at Newport News in 1893. 
She was purchased by Flint & Co. in Octo- 


ber, 1893; along with five other vessels, for 
the purpose of being transformed into war 
vessels for the Constitutional Government 
of Brazil, which was then at war with the 
rebel Mello, who had the entire Brazilian 
Navy with him, and the Brazilian flag was 
broken out on her by Mrs. Charles R. Flint 
on Nov. 19, 1898. Commander Hill, the 
executive officer of the Nictheroy, and the 
division officers were all.graduates of An- 
napolis. Flint & Co. armed her with a 15- 
inch dynamite gun, capable of throwing 500 
pounds of dynamite over one mile, and 200 
pounds of dynamite over three miles. She 
also had one Halpine Dirigible torpedo, one 
55-pounder rapid-fire gun, two 33-pounders, 
two 37 milimeter revolving cannon, eight 
6-pounders, nine 1-pounders, all Hotchkiss 
make, and four Howell automobile tubes, 
with torpedoes. 

She also carried several thousand loaded 
rounds of ammunition, and was equipped 
with two searchlights, one 30-inch reflector, 
which was exhibited at the Columbian Ex- 
position, in Chicago, and one 13-inch re- 
flector. Two of the transformed torpedo 
boats were carried on the deck of the 
Nictheroy, together with their entire equip- 
men of guns and ammunition. 

This fleet, which had a total capacity 
of throwing 4,500 pounds of dynamite at one 
time, put in at Pernambuco on its way 
down to Rio, and the knowledge of the 
presence of the dynamite fleet, as it was 
known, caused such terror that the natives 
fled to the hills. It is acknowledged in 
Brazil that this fleet prevented the seces- 
sion of the northern provinces, and pre- 
vented the attempt at destroy the repub- 
lic by re-establishing the monarchy. On 
the arrival of this fleet at Pernambuco 
Mello gave it out that he was coming north 
to meet it, but instead he went south. The 
revolt ended with the entry of the Nicthe- 
roy and her convoys into the harbor at Rio. 

She was bought by the United States and 
left Rio under convoy of the battleship 
Oregon and the gunboat Marietta on Sat- 
urday, May 5, touched at Bahia May 10, 
when the Oregon proceeded home, leaving 
the Marietta to accompany the Nictheroy. 

Lieut. Logan, who will be second officer 
of the Buffalo; Surgeon Guthrie of the 
training ship Alliance, and Chief Engineer 
Zane left for Buffalo on June 3 to open a 
recruiting station. Lieut. Logan desires, if 
possible, to recruit all the men necessary for 
the cruiser in Buffalo. The Buffalo is to 
be armed with ten 5-inch rapid-fire guns 
for the principal battery, besides a large 
number of smaller rapid-fire guns for the 
secondary battery. She is to be provided 
with steel protection two and half inches 
in thickness, which will make her one of 
the most formidable .vessels of her class. 
Her speed is eighteen knots. 


CAMP ALGER’S WATER SUPPLY. 


Col. Welch of the Sixty-fifth New York 
Says He Has Sunk Three 
Wells. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The War De- 
partment to-day made public the following 
letter from Col. Samuel M. Welch, Jr., of 
the Sixty-fifth New York Volunteers, bear- 
ing on the food and water supply at Camp 


Alger, Va.: 
Headquarters Sixty-fifth Regiment, Infan- 
try, New_York Volunteers, 
Camp Russell A. Alger, June 1, 1898. 

This regiment has suffered somewhat from 
lack of proper supply of water. I took 
active measures to procure a supply, and 
have been working to that end since our 
arrival in camp. Have sunk three wells, 
which furnish a liberal amount of water 
which our surgeons pronounce good. In or- 
der to be certain, have sent samples to 
Surgeon General United States Army for 
analysis. As a matter of precaution have 
purchased pump, pipe, and tools, and am 
driving another well. 

Owing to a misunderstanding between the 
leouing Commissary at Camp Black, L. L, 
and the Army Commissary of Subsistence 
of this command, we are short one-third of 
one ration. Otherwise the food supply has 
fbeen, and is, ample. 

Have made no complaints. If I had any 
to'-make, should have tried to formulate 
them properly and forward through the 
proper channels,

Many rumors in regard to the future 
movements of the troops at Camp Alger 
continue to circulate. None of them can be 


confirmed, but it is thought possible that 
they may make a new camp further down 
the river, about two miles south of Alexan- 
dria, Va. A board of officers has been ap- 
pointed to look over the ground at that 
place. The Seventh Ohio Regiment has 
finally concluded to accept the pay offered 
by the State instead of holding out for a 
larger amount. It has been discovered that 
the Ohio soldiers were overpaid about $500 
from the «mount advanced by Senator 
Hanna, and although efforts in that dire2- 
tion are being made, it has not been re- 
covered. 

The mobilization of the commands com- 
posing the First and Second Divisions of the 
Second Army Corps was continued to-day. 
The Sixty-fifth New York and Seventh Ohio 
moved about a mile nearer the corps’ head- 
quarters. Registry, money order, and stamp 
departments will be provided for the camp 
by the Washington City Post Office.

HEAT VICTIMS IN CHICAGO. 


Four Persens Prostrated by the Hu- 
midity—A Heavy Shower. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—During the last three 
Gays the temperature has steadily risen 
until 83 was reached yesterday. Although 
this figure is not excessive, the heat has 
been accompanied by much humidity, and 
the effect was seen in the prostration of 
four persons, an unusual thing here this 
early in the year. 

The victims were John Hellen a black- 
smith; James Larkin, a bricklayer; an un- 
known man, who fell on the street, and 
Frank Scoville of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
who was found unconscious. 

To add to the discomfort there has been 
@ water famine in the. south part of the 


city, no water being obtainable above the 
first story. This afternoon there were two 
terrible rain showers, flooding the streets 
and doing considerable damage in the out- 
lying portions of the city. During one terri- 
ble clap of thunder, Dennis Corcoran, an 
old man who was very much frightened, 
expired of heart disease. 


THE PRISONER’S FRIEND DEAD. 


Rhode Isiand Man Who Helped All 
Cualprits Expires. 


PAWTUCKET, R. IL. June 7.—Henry C. 
L. Dorsey, known all over New England as 
the ‘“ Prisoner’s Friend,” died to-day, aged 
seventy-five years. Up to within a few 
years his name was known to thousands as 
the man who would offer bail for any one 
who could convince him that he was inno- 
cent of the crime charged, whether he knew 
the man or not. 

It was said of Mr. Dorsey that once he 


Was unjustly arrested, which caused him to 
make a vow to help any man in a similar 
position. He was a Kentuckian, the son of 
a planter, and formerly had much property, 
which his many liberal acts reduced grad- 
ually. The convicts at the Connecticut 
State Prison eat a Thanksgiving dinner an- 
nually, purchased by the interest on a fund 
deposited by Mr. Dorsey for that purpose. 


THE NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Gdév. Voorhees Says There Will Be Ne 
Extra Session. 


TRENTON, N. J., Juhe 7.~Gov. Voorhees 
was in the capital to-day, and said positive- 
ly that there would be no extra session this 
Summer or Fall unless something unfore- 
seen made such action neceSsary. He said 
the only reason that could be thought of 
would be to take some action in regard to 
the State troops, but that was not neces- 


gary at the present time, and did not seem 
likely to be; as the State could provide for 
the troops still to be called out without an 
éxtra session. 
The Governor understands that New Jer- 
sey will have to call out 2,390 more men, 
these will be used to all the regi- 
ments already mustered in, and the remain- 
der will be mustered in as a provisional 
regiment. 


TAKING OF THE CENSUS 


Discussion in the Senate as to How 
the Employes Should Be 
Appointed. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULES DEBATED 


Some of the Senators Think thé Cen- 
sus Force Should Be Examined Un- 
der Such Restrictions—Others 
Favor Direct Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Senate to- 
day resumed consideration of the measure 
providing for the taking of the twelfth 
census, 

Mr. Carter, (Rep., Mon.,) in charge of the 
bill, proposed an amendment providing that 
in addition to the Director and Assistant 
Director of Census and five expert statisti- 
cians not more than twenty-five persons 
shall be appointed to the census establish- 
ment kefore Jan. 1, 1899. Mr. Cockrell 
(Dem., Mo.,) accepted that amendment in 
lieu of those offered by him yesterday, and 
it was agreed to. The provision for a spe- 
cial disbursing officer was stricken out and 
a provision inserted that the disbursing offi- 
cer of the Interior Department should per- 
form the. duties of disbursing officer for the 
Census Bureau. 

Mr. Cockrell suggested that the Census 
Committee see to it in this bill that sta- 
tistics, particularly those with reference to 
population, mortality, manufacturing, and 
agriculture, be published with promptnéss. 

Mr. Money (Dem., Miss.,) offered an 
amendment providing that in the prepara- 
tion of the statistics all terms expressing 
weight, measure, distance, or value be ex- 
pressed in terms of the English language. 
It was agreed to. 

Mr. Cockrell offered an amendment strik- 
ing out the provistor that the census force 
should be subjected to such examination as 


the Director, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Inierior, may prescribe. In 
lieu thereof he proposed that the employes 
should be examined and certified by the 
Civil Service Commission. He maintained 
that as provided for in the bill the appoint- 
ments would be “ spoils’ appointments, and 
he felt that there was no more reason why 
the census employes should be exempted 
from civil service examination than there 
was for the exemption of other employes of 
the Government. It was violative, too, he 
thought, of the pledges of the political par- 
ties, 

Mr. Carter vigorously opposed the amen4d- 
ment. He felt that it was no more reason- 
able to select an army for service in the 
field against Spain by the civil service ex- 
amination than it was to select the clerks 
for the census work in that way. The work 
was purely temporary. The average em- 
pioyment would not exceed probably six 
months, He maintained that no better or 
more intelligent body of men was ever got- 
ten together for census work than was the 
force of the eleventh census. 

Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.,) heartily support- 
ed the amendment. He said that the force 
needed would.ve largely copyists and clerks, 
and the Civil Service Commission was even 
now prepared from its lists and quota to 
supply these people immediately. The pend- 
ing bill, he said, provided that the Director 
of.the Census should prescribe the examina- 
tion to be taken by applicants for positions. 
This, he said, meant simply that the persons 
appointed would be named on account of 
political consideration. If the entire ques- 
tion of appointment were left with the 
Director of the Census, Mr. Lodge said he 
would be willing, but he realized that as the 
bill now stood the burden of the appoint- 
ments would fall upon members of Con- 
gress, 

Mr. Wilson (Rep., Wash.,) made a vigor- 
ous attack upon the present administration 
of the civil service. The service itself, he 
made clear, he was not particularly op- 
posed to, but he did oppose the methods 
employed by the Civil Service Commission. 
He recited some of his own experiences with 
the commission, all of which indicated that 
the people of Washington, in his opinion, 
had in every case been imposed upon... The 
people of the United States, Mr. Wilson de- 
clared, were paying $500,000 a year for'cfvil 
service examinations which were practically 
useless to the country. 

Mr. Turprie (Dem., Ind.,) antagonized the 
amendment, declaring that under the ar- 
rangement made by the bill for the census 
work he was satisfied better results would 
be obtained than if the amendment of Mr. 
Cockrell were adopted. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) also opposed 
the amendment. He was in favor of the 
civil service idea ‘as originally advanced, 
but the elaboration and extension of the 
system did not meet his approval, and he 
thought the people would soon revolt 
against it. He took occasion, he said, to 
warn the Civil Service Commission and its 
friends that in extending the system they 
were constituting themselves the foe of true 
civil service, and their efforts, if continued, 
could result only in the eventual destruction 
of the entire system. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) in a brief reply 
to Mr. Chandler denounced the former 
“spoils ’ system, which had been succeeded 
by the present civil service system. Under 
that old system, Mr. Hoar said, every man 
of Congress had his band of devoted fol- 
lowers, who expected to be rewarded with a 
publie office for work done for him. It 
was an intolerable system, he declared, and 
had gone never to return. Without passing 
upon the amendment the Senate at 5:05 
P. M., on motion of Mr. Gorman, (Dem., 
Md.,) adjourned, 


THE FRANCHISE OF VOLUNTEERS, 


Debate in the House on the Rights of 
Soldiers to Vote. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The House to- 
day took up the bill providing for the par- 
ticipation of volunteer soldiers in Congres- 
sional elections during the existence of the 
present war, it having been made yesterday 
the special order for to-day. Mr. Lacey 
(Rep., Iowa,) said the bill found Constitu- 
tional warrant in the section giving Con- 
gress power to make or alter regulations 
prescribed by the State Legislature affecting 
the times, places, and manner of holding 
elections for Representatives. 

Mr. Bailey (Dem., Texas,) and Mr. Will- 
fams (Dem., Miss.,;) raised the question of 
the constitutionality of the provision declar- 
ing “‘ the requirements of the State laws as 


to registration shall not apply to the elect- 
ors.’"’ They questioned it on the ground 
that the registration was a feature of qual- 
ification and was exclusively within the 
province of State powers, and not a matter 
of “times, places, and manner’ contem- 
plated in the Constitution. 

Mr. Lacey expressed the opinion that the 
bill’s provisions affecting elections qualifica- 
tions was Constitutional as being warranted 
in an implied Federal power incident to the 
express power granted to Congress to make 
or alter regulations affecting times, places, 
and manner of holding elections. However, 
he was not averse to an amendment to 
strike out the provision y-roposing to nullify 
the State requirements in regard to regis- 
tration. 

The further consideration of the measure 
precipitated a prolonged colloquy, in which 
many members joined. It was apparent 
that the bill involved fine questions of: Con- 
stitutional construction. A desire to st- 

one consideration was manifest, and Mr. 

acey’s request that the bill be made the 
continuing special order for to-morrow was 
ranted. It was stated by the Speaker 
owever, that the Sundry Civil conference

WAR REVENUE BILL CAUCUS. 


Republicans Reach an Agreement on 
Silver Coinage and the Bond 
Provision. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Republican 
members of the conference committee on 
the War Revenue bill were in caucus for 
about four hours to-day, and it is stated by 
members of the caucus that they practically 
reached an agreement on the most important 
items of difference between the two houses. 
They relate to the coinage of silver bullion, 
the form of the bond provision, and the 
amount of the bonds, the inheritance tax, 
ard the duty on tea. These questions have 
not yet been raised in the full conference, 
and the Republicans decline to state any 
points of their agreement. 

The general impression among Senators is 
that there will be some provision for coin- 
ing the seigniorage, and possibly all the sil- 
ver.bullion in the Treasury, but it is not be- 


lieved that the terms of the Senate provision 
will be accepted without material modifica- 
tion. The result of the Cin eae 
strengthened those opposed to maRing an 
concessions to silver, but it also had the ef- 
fect of causing the Western Republican 
Senators to be all the more clamorous for 
recognition. They express confidence that 
their representations will not go unheeded, 
and they profess to speak upon assurances 
from Republican members of the conference. 

Two sessions of the full committee were 
held, but in these only matters of minor im- 
portance were passed upon, and as a rule 
the Senate amendments on these matters 
were accepted. Among the changes was one 
in the beer tax provision, making it definite 
that the stock on hand exempted should be 
the stock in the hands of dealers, and not of 
brewers. There is quite a contest over the 
Senate amendment exempting the tobacco 
stock on hand from taxation, but this sched- 
ule has not been passed upon. The indica- 
tions are, however, that the Senate pro- 
vision will stand. The House conferrees are 
making a determined contest to relieve in- 
surance agents from the license of $12 a 
year, and they have indicated a tendency to 
allow the tax on bankers, brokers, theatres, 
&c., to stand if the insurance agents are 
not taxed. They are also making an on- 
slaught on Senator Chilton’s amendment ex- 
tending the provisions in regard to proprie- 
tary medicines to other articles, and the 
Senate’s representatives indicate a disposi- 
tion to yield on this point. 

Senator Allison expressed the opinion at 
noon that a report would be made to-mor- 
row, but when adjournment was taken for 
the night he modified the statement, sayin 
that while he thought the committee coul 
conclude its work to-morrow, it would not 
be able to report before Thursday. 

“There are,” he said, “many things on 
which we are on the vérge of agreement, 
but no important matters on which we can 
be said to have reached a complete under- 
standing.” 


WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS PROTEST 


Pronounce the Tax Proposed in War 
Revenue Bill Ruinous. 


Wholesale druggists are greatly exercised 
over the provisions of the War Revenue bill 
which affect their business, and are sending 
protests to Congress against the adoption 
of the provisions. Hall & Ruckel of 215 
Washington Street forwarded the following 
telegram yesterday to the New York Sens 
ators and to fifteen Representatives from 
this State- 

The proposed stamp tax of 4 per cent. on retail 
price of medicines and toilet articles is too great 
a burden. It amounts to over 8 per cent. of our 
gross business. Competition has increased enor- 
mously since previous war tax. The trade them- 
selves can stand and pay 1 per cent. Please use 
your influence to correct this ruinous and unjust 
discrimination. 

The grounds of opposition to the bill are 
thus stated..by the firm named: 

1. It discriminates unjustly in seeking to tax 
proprietary medicine business to the exclusion 
of those food and other products which are pro- 
prietaries in fact if not in name, and have a 
trade mark valuation often exceeding that of 
any medical preparation; for instance, baking 
powders, condiments, ccnfectionery, matches, 
paints, shoe and stove polishes, varnishes, wash- 
ing powders, &c. 

2. It taxes a tax: |. e., the proprietary medi- 
cine business, already pays a large alcohol tax— 
namely, $2.11 per gallon. 

8. It seeks to impose a tax unnecessarily high, 
since the last amendments io the bill provide for 
more revenue than onginally contemplated or 
now likely to be required. The tax should not 
exceed one-fourth of the present schedule for 
proprietary goods. 


BIDS FOR THE WAR BONDS. 


-_— 


A Circular to be Sent Out as Soon as 
the Decision of Congress Is Known. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Preparations are 
substantially complete at the Treasury De- 
partment to invite offers for the bonds for 
carrying on the Spanish war as soon as the 
bonds are authorized by Congress. There 
will not be a delay of two days in issuing 
a circular stating the terms under which 


the bonds are offered and inviting bids at 
par. Envelopes have already been prepared 
addressed to every National bank, to the 
Postmaster at every money-order office, and 
to the representatives of certain express 
companies who have offered to aid in the 
placement of the loan. 

The circulars announcing the loan will be 
placed in these envelopes and dispatched 
as soon as the exact terras of the act of 
Congress are known. It is the present in- 
tention to offer $200,000,000 in bonds at 
once, reserving the right to issue an addi- 
tional $100,000,000 under tbe proposals of 
the minority of the Finance Comzuittee, in 
case an additional issue becorres necessary. 

Thirty davs probably will be given for re- 
ceiving bids before the loan is allotted. 
Allottments will be made at once, however, 
for the full amount of all bids for $1,000 
or less. It is not anticipated that these 
will reach a sufficient amount to absorb the 
whole loan, but it is desired to give the 
preference to small bidders. 


Parchase of the Merrimac. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—In the House to- 
day, Mr. Gaines (Dem., Tenn.,) presented a 


newspaper criticism upon the agents of the 
Government who had purchased the Merri- 
mac at an alleged cost of $150,000 in excess 
of the boat’s cost of construction. 


CAMP BLACK MEN DISAPPOINTED 


Those Detailed to Garrisons Think 
They Have Been Slighted. 


HEMPSTEAD PLAINS, L. L, June 7.— 
The greatest interest to-day was manifest- 
ed in an order to recruit the three regi- 
ments here to the full war footing. The 
order came almost simultaneously with the 
word that Gen. Royal T. Frank had desig- 


nated the points along the coast which are 
to be garrisoned by details from the regi- 
ments. Steps were at once taken to fill up 
the companies to the limit of 106 men. The 
recruiting will be done by details from 
each battalion. The First Regiment will 
send to the upper part of the State to get 
the men needed. There is considerable 
doubt whether volunteers will be found for 
the three regiments. 

There is not a man in camp séemingly 
who relishes the idea of having to do gar- 
rison duty in forts along the coast, for 
they feel they are unfairly treated, and 
should have been sent to the South of to 
the Pacific Coast. Some of the soldiers are 
discussing the project of asking to be trans- 
ferred to regiments which are at the front, 
or so near it that they will get there be- 
fore things quiet dgwn. Their officers are 
not enlightening them to any great extent, 
for they fear that once a stampede starts 
every man in all three regiments will want 
to be transferred to some of the New York 
regiments now in the South. Among the 
officers the disappointment over the —_—, 
ment to garriscn duty is felt, but owing 
to their positions they talk of its being a 
soldier’s duty to obey. $

Anti-Platt Forces Defeated by an 
Overwhelming Majority. 


QUIGG’S DISTRICT AGAINST HIM 


He Has, However, Secured a Seat in 
Committee from Martin Healy’s 
District—Engel Defeats Rourke. 


The first primary election under the new 
law was held yesterday. Polling places were 
open from 8 A, M, until 10 P. M. in all the 
election districts. Two election districts 
comprised one primary district, and the 
Democrats voted at one place and the Re- 
publicans at the other. 

In all but a few of the districts in this 
county where the Tammany factions or 
Platt factions opposed each other or where 
the anti-Platt Republicans developed unex- 
pected activity the election was quiet and 
uneventful. Corrected returns had not been 
compiled in the different districts up to an 
early hour this morning, and the Bureau of 
Elections announced that no results could 
be declared until late to-day. 

The only contest of any real interest—and 
the Republican leaders declared it to be too 
one-sided to be interesting—was the fight 
between the Platt and anti-Platt forces. 

The headquarters of the Republican Coun- 
ty Committee was kept open all night for 
the reception of returns, and at midnight 
this list of districts carried was given out 
as assured by the count: First, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twentieth, Twenty- 
first, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, Thir- 
tieth, Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth, and an- 
nexed district. ‘ 

It is probable that the anti-Platt or- 
ganization won in the WHighteenth, Nire- 
teenth, Twenty-second, Twenty-seventh, and 
Thirty-second Districts. Those, with the 
compromise tickets in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-ninth, will give them about 40 votes 
a County Committee out of a total of 


Despite the opposition of the Republicans 
of the County of New York to the Platt 
organization, the Republican vote was gen- 
erally light, and, although the anti-Platt- 
ites claimed to have polled their full vote, 
there is no doubt that Mr. Platt will con- 
trol the new Republican County Committee 
and the Assembly District Conventions, 
which will elect delegates to the State Con- 
vention, by a thumping majority. 


Engel Still on Top. 


The contests in the Tammany ranks were 
confined to the Eighth, Twenty-third, and 
annexed districts. There was a hard-fought 


fight or series of fights in the Eighth, where 
Bernard Rourke tried in vain to wrest the 
leadership from Martin Engel. Some blood 
was spilled and several arrests were made. 
Each faction accused the other of violatin 
all the provisions of the elections law, an 
adherents of each applied to the Essex 
Market Court for warrants for the arrest 
of adherents of the other. 

In the Twenty-third, where ex-Inspector 
of Police McAvoy crossed swords with W. 
E. Stillings, the recognized leader, both fac- 
tions were claiming the victory at midnight. 
In the annexed district J. J. Mulligan suc- 
cessfully withstood the assaults of Council- 
ror Hyland, who has long been after his 
scalp. 

On the Republican side factional contests 
Were waged in the Fifth, Sixth, Twenty- 
fifth, and Twenty-eighth Districts. In none 
of them was the revolt against the recog- 
nized leader successful. The-anti-Platt or- 
ganization ran straight tickets in all the 
districts except the Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-ninth, where combinations on terms sat- 
isfactory to the anti-Platt men had been 
arranged. An wtnexpected ticket, formu- 
lated by Simon Hess, was presented in the 
Twenty-ninth at the last moment, but with- 
out success. 

In the Fifth, Postmaster Van Cott’s men 
snowed under the nominees of Alfred R. 
Conkling, and in the Sixth George W. Wag- 
her was defeated by James E. March. In 
the Twenty-fifth, where the leader, Charles 
Hess, had induced Chairman Hatfield of the 
anti-Platt forces to accept a place on his 
ticket, Amasa Thornton had issued a circu- 
lar to the voters to support an opposition 
ticket. 

The men on the opposition ticket promptly 
disclaimed any connection with Thornton, 
and Horace H., Brockway, whose name ap- 
geared on both tickets, sent out a card 

enying that he had authorized Mr. Thorn- 
ton to use his name at all. The result 
showed his wisdom, for the Hess ticket 
won hands down, and Thornton failed to 
carry even his own district.

All 
three factions were claiming the victory at 
midnight. 

The indications at midnight were that the 
anti-Platt men had defeated the Quigg 
forces in the Nineteenth District. The vic- 
tory was not unexpected by the organiza- 
tion men, and Mr. Quigg had secured a 
nomination in the First Assembly District 
that guarantees him a seat in the County 
Committee. 

Collector George R. Bidwell headed the 
Platt ticket, and it was hoped that his pop- 
ularity might offset the feeling of distrust

Platt men have connected with the person- 
ality of Mr. Quigg. The anti-Platt ticket 
is headed by W. H. B. Totten and W. H.

Engel’s Big Sweep. 


Martin Engel clinched his hold on the 
Tammany leadership of the Eighth Assem- 
bly District after a stormy day that justi- 
fied the traditions of the district. Bernard 
Rourke, the candidate for his place, met a 
oP in the shape of 1,248 votes, against 


Only 1,900 Democratic voters enrolled in 
the district. Fighting began in the dis- 
trict as soon as the polls were opened, and 
stopped only when a count of the ballots 
showed that there was no use fighting 
longer. One polling place was wrecked, and 
the policeman on duty there who tried to 
maintain order, sought help from the sta- 
tion house after he had been badly bruised 
and his coat was torn from his back. 

The first fight of the day was between 
Isaac Hirschfield and Benjamin Sanftman, 
respectively disciples of Rourke and Engel. 
Both were badly used up when Hirschfield 
asked Magistrate Pool for a warrant for 
Sanftman’s arrest. When the arrest was 
made Hirschfield would not prosecute. 
Sanftman’s father, who is a Rourke man, 
was stabbed in the face, and the police are 
seeking his assailant. 

Harry Archer and John Hanson, both 
Engel men, were arrested and held for ex- 
amination on a charge of violating the 
election laws. 

It was in the Twelfth District that a man 
claiming to be Morris Robinowitz tried to 
vote. The real Robinowitz happened in at 
the time with some of his friends, and a 
free fight ensued. The polling _— was 
wrecked, but no arrests were made. 

Early in the day, when it looked for a 
time as if the fight was going against 
Engel, Florence J. Sullivan, Deput heriff 
Martin J. Gilligan, and Charles Kraemer 
made their appearance in the district. The 
trio, according to Rourke’s account, brought 
with them a strong force from the Third 
District, which began operations by rais- 
ing a small-sized riot and frightening 
Rourke’s friends. 

When the vote was announced and it was 
shown that nearly all those who had en- 
rolled had voted, Mr. Rourke’s followers de- 
clared that Mr. Sullivan had engineered 
some ballot-box stuffing in nearly all the 
primary districts.

VOLUNTEERS FOR COAST DUTY. 


The orders issued on Monday by Brig. 
Gen. Royal T. Frank, commander of the 
Department of the East; assigning the re- 
serve volunteer troops of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Connecticut to the various 
fortifications along the Atlantic Coast with- 
in the limits of the department, were offi- 
cially made public yesterday. As has al- 
ready been stated in THz NEw YORK TIMEs, 
the Twenty-second ard First New York 
Regiments have been ordered to assist in 
the defenses of New York Harbor. All the 
regiments ordered to.coast defense duty are 
to be broken up and the companies sta- 
tioned at fortifications where their services 
are most urgently needed to strengthen 
the garrisons. 

The First New York Volunteer Infantry, 
Col. Thomas H. Barber commanding, which 
is now stationed at Hempstead, will be dis- 
tributed as follows: Colonel’s headquarters 
and two companies with unassigned field 
officers, to Fort Columbus, Governors Isl- 
and, to relieve Battery B, Fifth Artillery, 
which is to go to Fort Slocum, with the ex- 
ception of a Sergeant, a Corporal, and ten 
men, who will be left as a prison guard; 
a Lieutenant Colonel, a Major, and five com- 
panies to Fort Hamilton; a Major and five 
companies to Fort Wadsworth. 

The Twenty-second Regiment, Col. Frank- 
lin Bartlett, will be divided up between 
Forts Slocum, Schuyler, and Willets Point 
Col. Bartlett, with headquarters and unas- 
signed field officers and three companies, 
are ordered to Fort Slocum; a Major and 
four companies to Fort Schuyler, a Major 
and four companies to the Willets Point 
fortification, and, by direction of Gen. Miles, 
one unassigned company to report for duty 
to Major John E. D. Knight, Corps of En- 
gineers, and to act under his orders. 

The Forty-seventh New York Regiment, 
Col. John G. Eddy, will be even more wide- 
ly separated. Col. er with headquarters 
and unassigned field officers and four com- 
panies, are ordered to the State camp at 
Quonsett, R. I., as a reserve; a Lieutenant 
Colonel, a Major, and six companies to Fort

Island, R. I. 

The First Connecticut Volunteer Infantry, 
now at Niantic, will go to Fort Knox, near 
Bucksport, Me. 

The Fourteenth Pennsylvania Regiment, 
Col. William J. Glenn, now at Mount Gret- 
na, Penn., is divided as follows: The Colonel, 
headquarters, unassigned field officers, and 
six companies to Fort Mott, N. J.; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and two companies to Fort 
Delaware.

MISS WHITAEY ELECTED 
Brooklyn School Board Chooses 


Her for an- Associate 
Superintendent. 


MAYOR VAN WYCK IGNORED 


Democratic Members Tried to Defeat 
Her in Deference to the Mayor’s 
Wishes—W. A. Campbell 
Also Elected. 


The Brooklyn School Board yesterday 
elected a woman as Associate Superintend- 
ént of Schools notwithstanding Mayor Van 
Wyck’s pronounced objection to ahy such 
action. The Democratic members made a 
strong effort to have the election postponed 
until October, by which time Mayor Van 
Wyck will have appointed fifteen néw mem- 
bers and thus give the Democrats a ma- 
jority, but they were defeated, and Miss 
Evangeline E. Whitney was elected ASs- 
sociate Superintendént for six years, with a 
salary of $4,500. William A. Campbell was 
also elected, which gives Brooklyn five As- 
sociate Superintendents. 

Tue struggle began when Mrs. Jacobs 
moved that the eléction take place at once. 
Dr. McLean moved, aS an amendment, that 
it be postponed until October. His motion 
was laid on the table by a vote of 32 to 10. 
Dr. Powell; a regular Democrat, after a 
number of reverses at the hands of Presi- 
dent Swanstrom, succeeded in getting a mo- 
tion before the board that no election be 
held, but it was overwhelmingly defeated. 


.There was somé discussion as to whether 


it would not be advisable to elect three 
instead of two, but it was decided that two 
would be enough. The following candidates 
were nominated: Miss Julia I. Jones, Will- 
iam A. Campbell, Miss Hvargeline E, Whit- 
ney, La Salle H. White, Frank B, Stevens, 
Miss Grace C. Strachan, Miss Sarah A. 
Scott, Edward B. Shallow, and Miss Ade- 
laide Franklin. 

The struggle was a warm one, but Mr. 
Campbell’s friends succeeded in electing 
him on the first ballot by 23 votes, barely 
the requisite number. This result was 
achieved by the cleverness of some of his 
supporters, who cast a ballot containing 
only his name, while the supporters of other 
candidates voted two names. This gave 
double strength to every vote so cast for 
Campbell. 

It took ten ballots to elect Miss Whitney, 
the leading candidate in opposition to. her 
being Mr. Shallow. Miss hitney has been 
a public school teacher in Brooklyn_ for 
nearly thirty years, and is at present Prin- 
cipal of School’No. 82. She is the first wo- 
man Superintendent ever elgcted in this 
section, and was the candidd#te of the five 
women members of the board, whose ener- 
getic work in her behalf secured her elec- 
tion. Mr, Campbell is Principal of Gram- 
mar School No. 44. 

Before the election was taken up, the 
matter of overcrowding in the ‘public schools 
came before the board. School No. 21 asked 
that the Controller be requested to set aside 
from any available moneys to the eredit of 
the special school fund of Brooklyn an 
amount sufficient to purchase a site and 
build an addition to the school. Erasmus 
Hall High School made a similar request. 
It turned out that there was not money 
enough available to meet both requests, and 
the whole matter of overcrowding schools 
came up and provoked a sharp yee | 
which ended in the board’s taking groun 
in favor of increasing primary school accom- 
modations in preference t6 high schools. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Chadwick 
said that it was outrageous to appropriate 
money for high schools while children were 
running the streets. To this Mrs. Pettengill 
replied that the board had put its hand to 
the plow and must not look back. It had 
decided to maintain high schools. 

“ Before we made any arrangement to 
maintain high schools,” answered Mrs. Pow- 
ell, “we made arrangements to maintain 
primary schools.”’ 

“The overcrowding of this High School,” 
said Mr. Freifeld, ‘“‘is the overcrowding 
of only one school. The overcrowding of 
every primary school in the borough keeps 
out a great number of pupils. It is an im- 
proper diversion of money to support any 
High School at the expense of the primary 
schools.” 

After a long debate the board decided in 
favor or the primary school by a vote of 
81 to 11. 

Chairman Bamberger of the Law Com- 
mittee reported adversely to the proposi- 
tion cf paying salaries of public school 
teachers who might volunteer in the mili- 
tary or naval service. He said that Justices 
McAdam and Gaynor had given the com- 
mittee advice on this subject.

EVERY LODGE REPRESENTED 


Wone of the 743 in the Jurisdiction Is 
in Arrears for Dues—Reports of 
the Grand Master and Fi- 
nancial Officers. 


Sirasmasons from all parts of the State 


crowded the Masonic Temple yesterday in 
attendance on the one hundred and seven- 
teenth annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge of the State of New York. When the 
Grand Marshal, J. Stewart Wilson, reported 
to C. D. Tuke, the Grand Senior Deacon, 
who had ealled the assemblage to order, that 
the Grand Master and his suite were in at- 
tendance, every seat in the Grand Lodge 
was occupied, and the side aisles were 
thronged by delegates unable to find better 
accommodation. Every lodge of the 743 in 
the jurisdiction was represented by its Mas- 
ter, one of its Wardens, or an authorized 
proxy, and the representatives, with the 
permanent members of the Grand Lodge 
and the officers and official delegates from 
foreign Grand Lodges, numbered more than 
one thousand. The body represented over 
110,000 Freemasons in the State. 

After an opening prayer by Rabbi Rudolph 
Grossman of Temple Rodolph Sholom, the 
visiting Grand Masters were introduced and 
Grand Master Sutherlend read his annual 
address. He congratulated the fraternity 
on the progress made during the last year 
and upon the formation of Mazzini Lodge 
in this city and Kilwinning Lodge in Brook- 
lyn. He paid a tribute to the memory of the 
members of the Grand Lodge who died dur- 
ing the past year, and spoke of the loss sus- 
tained by the fraternity when eighty-three 
Master Masons perished in the disaster “to 
the battleship Maine. 

He referred to the affairs of the Hall 
and Asylum Fund and the proposition to re- 
duce the number of Trustees from seven to 
five, to make the Grand Master and Deputy 
Grand Master Trustees, and to empower the 
Grand Master with the sanction of the 
Grand Lodge to appoint the remaining three. 
He told of the refusal of the islature to 
pass the amended articles of’ incorporation 
as first submitted. Later the Grand Master 
explained that a bill was passed allowing 
the Grand Lodge to hold real estate to: the 
Value of $5,000,000, permitting it to deter- 
mine itself the number and the manner of 
the selection of its Trustees and to admit 
wives of Masons to the home. 

The report of the Grand Secretary for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1897, showed that dur- 
ing that period he recéived by fees and dues 
$72,025.25, by certificates, diplomas, &c., 
$2,038.67, and paid over to the Grand Treas- 
urer $74,063.92. On May 16, when the report 
Was made up, the fees and dues of thirty- 
four lodges, amounting to $2,973.25, were un- 
paid, but they were all paid up before the 
Grand Lodge opened yesterday. 

By the report of the Grand Treasurer was 
Shown a balance on hand at the time of the 
last report in 1897 of $51,083.18; received 
from the Grand Secretary. $74,063.92; from 
interest on deposits, $452.54; total, $125,- 
599.64; disbursements, $74,049.74, leaving a 
balance in hand May 17, 1898, of $51,549.90. 

The Trustees of the Hall and Asylum 
Fund reported that under the authority of 
the Grand Lodge of 1895, to complete the 
erection of the new buildings in connection 
with the home at Utica, they had gone 
ahead and finished the work, and had still 
more than $51,000 in the reserve in excess 
of the sum they were directed to keep in- 
tact. The statement of the Reserve Fund 
shows the amount on hand April 30 last 
$182,529.67. There are 221 inmates in the 
home, as against 186 inmates at the date of 
the last report. The per capita cost of main- 
tenance during the year just past was 
$188.53, as against $191.52 for the year end- 
ing in 1897. 

After the appointment of the standing 
committees the Grand Lodge adjourned un- 
til 9 o’clock this morning, when the annual 
election will be held. No contests are an- 
nounced, and it is expected that all the 
present officers will be re-elected. During 
the afternoon session the reports of the 
standing committees will. be received, and a 
decision will be reached on the Masonic 
Hall and Asylum Fund Trustee matter. To- 
morrow the officers will be formally in- 
stalled and the routine business of the com- 
munication closed.

THE PENNSYLVANIA COMPANY. 


Annual, Meeting of the Stockholders 
Presents a Good Showing. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 7.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Penn- 
sylvania Company operating and controlling 
the lines in the Pennsylvania system west 
of Pittsburg, was held in this city to-day. 
The annual report for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1897, was submitted, showing the re- 
sults in the Pennsylvania Company pro- 
prietary department were as follows: 

Total revenue, $2,333,259.40; less amount 
paid for interest on bonds, general ex- 
penses, taxes, &c., $1,323,438.17, leaving a 
profit for the year of $1,009,821.23, an in- 
crease as compared with 1896 of $771,554.54. 

The results on the principal lines operated 
were as follows: Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago Railway, a profit of $130,955.51, 
against a loss in 1896 of $513,996.88. New-

Railroad, an increase in net earnings of 
$70,978.30, as compared with 1896. Erie and

A correspondent of THE NEw YorkK TIMES 
says of freight rates: ‘‘ The withdrawal of 
the water lines, owing to the war compli- 
cations and the higher rate of marine in- 
surance incident thereto, has enabled the 
railway lines to advance the rate of freight 
over 100 per cent. A strong effort is now 
being made by the all-rail lines to advance 
the rates to the figures at which they stood 
before the advent of the Lone Star Line 
last year, which precipitated the rate war 
to Texas common points.

He finally told 
her that his wife, who was much attached 
to the dog, was ill, and that he feared the 
consequences if she were suddenly deprived 
of the com y of the Prince.

MR. HARRITY ON SILVER. 


Officially Notified of His Displacement 
from the National Derhocratic Com- 
mittee, He Speaks Plainly. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 7,—William 
F. Harrity to-day received official notice 
from Chairman James K. Jones that a ma- 
jerity of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee having voted in favor of recognizing 
James M. Guffey as the Pennsylvania mem- 
ber of the committee, Mr. Guffey’s name will 


be placed upon the roll of the committee. 
Referring to the matter, Mr. Harrity said: 

* “The action of the committee is of little 
moment to me personally. Nearly two years 
ago I gave public notice of my withdrawal 
from active participation in politics. Since 
then I have not attended any meeting what- 
ever of any political convention or commit- 
tee. I regret, however, that the Democratic 
National Committee has taken such action 
as would seem to indicate that only se 
who believe in the free and independent 
pee es of silver can remain in the party 
or zation. I was personally opposed to 
that doctrine, and so notified Chairman 
Jones while the campaign of 1896 was pend- 
ing. I have not changed my views with re- 
spect to the currency question, and I am 
still opposed to the free coinage of silver. 
Furthermore, I believe that the time is not 
far distant when it will become apparent 
to the masses of the Democratic Party that 
they are being misled by those who now 
lead them, and that the present blind lead- 
ership of the party will be repudiated by 
the Democratic people of both State and 
Nation, 

“I know it is true that Mr. Bryan has 
stated that he counts upon the support of 
Pennsylvania in thé Democratic National 
Convention of 1900, but this fact does rot 
disturb my belief that both Mr. Bryan 
and free-silver coinage will receive their 
quietus in that year, if they shall not have 
been effectually disposed of even before that 
time.” ‘ 


REPUBLICANS CARRY OREGON. 


Overwhelming Victory for the State 
Ticket on Party Principles. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, June 7.—Latest re- 
turns from elections show large Republican 
gains in every county of the State over the 
vote of 1896. Partial returns from twenty- 


five out of the thirty-two counties of the 
State show that Geer, Republican, for 
Governor, will have about 10,000 plurality. 
Moody, Republican, for Congress in the 
Second District, will have a plurality ap- 
proaching 5,000. Tongue, Republican, is 
re-elected to Congress from the First Dis- 
trict by more than 2,000 plurality. 

The Legislature is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican, being made up as follows: Senate 
Republicans, 23; opposition, 7. House Re- 
publicans, 44; opposition, 16. The figures 
may be slightly changed by later returns. 

In the City of Portland about one-quarter 
of the total vote has been counted and 
shows the following results on Governor: 
Geer, Republican, 2,280; King, Fusionist, 
1,101. Mason, Republican, is elected Mayor 
of Portland by 1, plurality. This result 
has been gained on a platform distinctly 
coclering for a gold standard against free 
silver. 


SENATOR KENNEY INDICTED. 


Member of the Upper House of Con- 
gress from Delaware Charged with 


Aiding a Defaulter. 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 7.—The Grand 
Jury in the United States Court this even- 
ing returned indictments against United 


States Senator Richard R. Kenney, Amos 
Cole, President of the Commercial Fire In- 
surance Company; J. Franc Allee, Chair- 
man «of the Republican State Committee; 
Harry Foard and J. R. mcGosigel, promi- 
nent residents of Dover; C. H. Butler, and 
W. E. Cotter of Philadelphia. 

They are charged with aiding and abet- 
ting the defaulting teller, William N. Boggs, 
to misapply funds of the National Bank of 
Dover. The amount charged in the indict- 
ment against Senator Kenney is $23,461.91; 
against Chairman Allee, $3,604.15; against 
McGonigal, $2,532.62; against Cotter, $1,- 
014.92; against Cole, $741.25; against Butler, 
$188.25; against Foard, $115. 

The return of the indictments against Sen- 
ator Kenney and the others has caused a 
great sensation. 


BOY MURDERED IN NEW JERSEY. 


Man Charged with the Crime Narrow- 
ly Escapes Lynching. 


SOMPRS POINT, N. J., June 7.—Philip 
O’ Mara, a wandering zither player, narrow- 
ly escaped lynching here to-day for a brutal 
murder that he has been charged with com- 
mitting. He entered the woods yesterday, 


accompanied by a boy by the name of 
Sotcain Connelly. When evening came on 
and Ephraim did not come home, his par- 
ents became uneasy, and O’Mara, who had 
already returned, was questioned. He first 
denied having seen the boy, and then said 
that Ephraim had started back soon after 
entering the woods. 

A party was formed and the woods were 
searched all night without any result. The 
search was continued this morning, and by 
noon the body of the boy was found hidden 
under a pile of underbrush and carefully 
concealed. He had been strangled by his 
shirt, which was wound and knotted about 
his neck. 

O’Mara had already been arrested, and the 
infuriated citizens seized him and were go- 
ing to lynch him, when the boy’s father 
came up and persuaded them to let the law 
take its course. The Constable who had 
O’Mara in charge immediately hurried his 
prisoner on a train for the county seat.

SANTIAGO, 

The centre of interest at present is at 
Santiago de Cuba, where CervERa’s refu- 
gee fleet is confined, and where a Spanish 
garrison awaits the next aggressive 
movement on the part of the United 
States. Cut off from aid from Havana, 
where the Spanish forces in Cuba are 
massed, and surrounded by the insur- 
gents, who seem quite equal to isolating 
Santiago, the capture of that place seems 
now a matter of time. 

The bombardment by Sampson on }! on- 
day silenced the fortifications, and prob- 
ably crippled greatly, if it did not de- 
stroy, their power of resistance to a land- 
ing when our land forces shall undertake 
it, The operations at Santiago have been 
carried on with equal energy and pru- 
dence. There has thus far been no reck- 
less expenditure of life. Everything has 
been done with deliberation and fore- 
sight, and with all practical economy of 
force. The policy of the Government has 
been intelligent. It has given no heed to 
the wild exhortations of the Home Board 
of Strategy, while it has wasted no op- 
portunity. 


THE VICTORY IN OREGON. 

It is the common complaint of ob- 
servers, particularly foreign observers, 
that it is hard to get at the opinion of 
the American peope through the elec- 
tions. The complaint has some founda- 
tion, for elections are frequently deter- 
mined by popular feeling on one or more 
subjects not put forward in the platforms 
and not very much talked of in the press. 
The financial question has been very im- 
portant since, in 1868, the Democrats 
took ground in favor of paying bonds in 
greenbacks, but it was not until 1896— 
twenty-eight years later—that a Na- 
tional election can be said to have turned 
chiefly on that question. Up to 1880 the 
issues of the war were controlling; in 
1880 protection won the day; in 1884 
the demoralization of the party in power 
was the dominant element; in 1888 
protection was again victorious; the 
Democratic victory of 1892 was in part 
due to reaction against extreme protec- 
tion, and in part to the rather cheap 
character of Mr. HARRIsON’s Administra- 
tion. Thus it was only in 1896 that the 
currency question outranked all others. 
And even then the will of the people 
Was not expressed in a manner. to com- 
mand clear interpretation and absolute 
conformity. < 

It is, therefore, very satisfactory to 
have at this early date, preceding the 
Congressional campaign, a State election 
turning wholly on National issues and 
of those the issue of the gold standard 
made so definite by the action of all 
parties as to leave no doubt about the 
meaning of the result. Oregon has been 
for a quarter of a century a close State, 
with a small margin on the Republican 
side. Its vote has more than trebled in 
that time, and both parties have been 
much torn by the currency issue, but the 
general proportion of Republicans to 
anti-Republicans of all sorts has re- 

, mained much the same. In 1892 one 
Weaver Elector was indorsed by the 
Democrats and -elected, but the other 
three were Republicans. In 1896 Mc- 
KInNLEY had an absolute majority over 
the fusion for BRYAN of only some 2,100. 
Meanwhile Senator MITcHELL, the leader 
of the Republicans, has long been seek- 
ing to compromise with tbe silver men, 
and has kept the party from taking 
definite and decisive ground on the cur- 
rency quéstion, and Oregon has afforded 
a very fair example of the unsettled and 
threatening condition of the public mind 
‘which has produced the muddle in our 
finances and has cost the country so 
dear. 

Since the election of 1890, however, 
the more intelligent Republicans, aided 
by the gold Democrats, have taken great 
pains to rescue the State from the du- 
bious situation in which it had been in- 
volved by the politicians, and to range 
it fairly and fully on the side of the gold 


vention met in Astoria on the 14th of 
April, a platform was adopted making 
the gold standard the single issue. The 
following is the sweeping declaration 
adopted: e+ ; 

“We are in favor of the maintenance 
of the present gold standard; we are 
unqualifiedly opposed to the free coinage 
of silver and to all other schemes look- 
ing to the debasement of the currency 
and the repudiation of debt. We believe 
that the best money in the world is none 
too good to be assured by the. Govern- 
ment to the laborer as thé fruit of his 
toil and to the farmer as the price of 
his crop. We condemn the continued 
agitation for free silver as calculated 
to jeopardize the prosperity of the coun- 
try ‘and to shake the confidence of the 
people in the maintenance of a wise 
financial policy. * * * We declare 
that the interests of all sections of our 
country alike demand a sound and stable 
financial system.” On the other hand, 
the Democrats, the Populists, and the 
silver Republicans formed a fusion and 
adopted a platform which demanded not 
only free silver but an inflated Govern- 
ment paper currency made legal tender, 
with prohibition of all contracts to give 
or take payment in anything else. 

It will be seen that the issue was 
sharply made. The result is highly grat- 
ifying. The Republican candidate for 
Governor has a majority of some 10,000, 
and in the Congress districts where in 
1896 the Republican candidates squeezed 
through with a plurality of 63 in the 
First and 378 in the Second, they now 
have majorities estimated at 2,000 and 
7,000, respectively. It may be said that 
this decisive gain is due in some degree 
to the advantage a party in power in the 
National Government has in a time of 
war, but this influence cannot have been 
of much account since both parties were 
strongly in favor of the war, and neither 
made any canvass on this point. We 
regard the Oregon election as clear proof 
that the gold standard will win the hearty 
support of the majority of the people in 
any State heretofore regarded. as doubt- 
ful when it is presented in a clear and 
honest fashion. 


MR. WHALEN’S DEBT LIMIT. 

It is easy to say that the professional 
reputation of the Corporation Counsel is 
destroyed by the action of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment in authoriz- 
ing a bond issue of $17,337,016 a few 
weeks after he had declared in an official 
opinion that the old City of New York 
had exceeded its Constitutional debt limit 
by $24,000,000. It is both easy and nat- 
ural to point out that the debt-limit 
scare, with its ending, discredits’ and 
damns the Tammany Government. But 
we make a profitless use of a most serious 
incident when we use it to prove undis- 
puted things. The real value of Tam- 
many’s now abandoned attempt to make 
the city out bankrupt lies in its deeper 
teaching. It exposes and exemplifies lin. 
the most startling manner the funda~ ; 
mental vice of political City Government 
as contrasted with business City Govern- 
ment. In the former, if the party is 
helped, the public interest may go to the 
demnition bowwows; in the other kind of 
City Government the public interest alone 
is served. 

Sing Sing or Bloomingdale would speed- 
ily have custody of the President and offi- 
cers of a private corporation who should 
treat its credit and its business as the 
Tammany Government has treated the 
credit and business of this municipal cor- 
poration. It is simply inconceivable that, 
except for purposes of criminal wrecking 
and seizure, the officers of a railroad cor- 
poration would in May ostentatiously de- 
clare that the concern ‘was bankrupt, that 
it had borrowed more money than its 
paid-up capital warranted or the law al- 
lowed, and must therefore cease to spend 
money even for things urgently needed, 
must make no attempt to borrow any 
more money, because its bonds would be 
invalid, and must practically go out of 
business; and then in June coolly invite 
the public to subscribe to a fresh issue of 
its bonds. There is not a railroad in the 
country or in the world whose credit 
would not be impaired or totally de- 
stroyed by such a step. Investors would 
perceive at once that the managers of 
the company were either maniacs or 
blacklegs, and would put no further con- 
fidence in the road or its securities. They 
would expect it to be ruined. 

Yet the credit of New York City is not 
hurt by the opinions of WHALEN under 
the orders of his superiors. The debt- 
limit scare has not scared investors, and 
we expect to see the bonds authorized 
yesterday sell at the usual prices. Bids 
will be received for many times the 
amount of the issue. What is it that has 
preserved the city’s credit under the as- 
saults of the Corporation Counsel and 
Tammany? Simply this—bond dealers 
and investors have absolute confidence in 
the city and its bonds, and they saw 
from the beginning that the debt-limit 
scare was a political trick, a desperate 
and reckless trick, it is true, but one that 
the courts would stamp on before it could 
do serious harm. THE Times has taken 
pains to inform itself, at various stages 
of the scare, of the views of the perform- 
ance held by the leading dealers in mu- 
nicipal securities. It found them smil- 
ingly contemptuous of Mr, WHALEN’s law 
and facts. Their interests are protected 
by law opinions of able and experienced 
practitioners, not chosen for political rea- 
sons. They were well advised and not 
worrying about the debt limit. Their sit- 
uation is that of investors generally, for 
investors buy bonds largely on the advice 
of firms that dealin them. The credit of 
the city and its power to borrow money 
at-low rates have not been impaired by 
the efforts of Tammany to get outstand- 
ing and future contracts, including that 
for an underground road, into its own 


control. 5 
That Tammany did not care a rap what 


apparent. Indifference to the public in- 
terest is the essence of political adminis- 
tration, The party or the hall comes 
first. The whole power.of the City Gov- 
ernment may be freely and fully used to 
build it up. No matter what the damage 
may be, the taxpayer foots the bills, If 
SETH Low had been the elected Mayor 
does anybody suppose he would have ap- 
pointed a Corporation Counsel who would 
have advised him first that the former 
City of New York on Jan. 1 had exceed- 
ed its debt limit by $24,000,000, then that 
the excess was only $4,000,000, next that 
it was only $2,000,000, and finally that 
there was no excess at all and that the 
city had a large and safe margin for bor- 
rowing? Mr. Low is not a fool, and he 
would never have appointed a fool for 
Corporation Counsel. We advised Mayor 
VAN Wyck not to appoint any fools. 


THE CAMPS AND THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Nothing could be more discouraging than 
the attempts to shift the responsibility 
for the delays and blunders in organiz- 
ing and equipping the volunteer army 
from one bureau to the other in the War 
Department, or even from one desk to 
another in the same bureau. This tend- 
ency of itself both reflects and promotes 
demoralization in the War Department. 
For such demoralization there can be 
only one responsibility, and that is the 
responsibility of the head of the depart- 
ment, and only one remedy, and that is 
his removal. Why Secretary ALGER does 
not take himself out of a place which he 
is ludicrously unfit to fill is more enig- 
matic even than why the President does 
not remove him. It is announced that 
still another batch of “staff appoint- 
ments” is presently to be made. If the 
composition of that batch is what en- 
gages the Secretary’s attention it is pos- 
sible, as certainly it is desirable, that 
his own withdrawal may follow upon the 
nominations. 

The latest official explanation of the 
delay in equipping the troops at Tampa 
is that the equipments are there waiting 
for the men, but that they have never 
been unloaded owing to ‘‘a congestion 
of traffic.” This excuse is nothing less 
than the avowal of complete imbecility. 
When a population of 5,000,is suddenly 
expanded to ten times that number it is 
obvious that it will need ten times as 
much in the way of terminal facilities 
that its population may be promptly 
served. The provision of these facilities 
would be the first steps taken after the 
establishment of a camp was determined 
upon. If the local supply of labor was 
insufficient or of poor quality, and at 
Tampa there is reason to believe that it 
is both, then the importation of an ade- 
quate supply of laborers from elsewhere 
is plainly indicated. During the civil war 
Tuomas A. Scott was employed, within 
ten days after Sumter had been fired 
upon, to build a new line of railroad from 
Maryland into Washington. Within a 


‘month atterward, having shown his en- 


érgy and capacity in this work, he was 
commissioned a Colonel and put in 
charge of the military railroad and tele- 
graphic service, which he organized and 
administered so well that in August the 
new office was created for him of Assist- 
ant Secretary of War. If he had been a 
commonplace politician, like Mr. MEI- 
KLEJOHN, or like Mr. MEIKLEJOHN’S chief, 
instead of a railroad man of proved abil- 
ity, the railroad service of the Govern- 
ment would have been as much at sixes 
and sevens in 1861 as it is in 1898. 

In fact, these excuses for inefficiency 
are most exasperating. Everybody knows 
that the Secretaryship and the Assistant 
Secretaryship were given out not on ac- 
count of military services to be rendered, 
but on account of political services al- 
ready rendered. The woeful failure of 
the incumbents to do what they were os- 
tensibly appointed to do follows as a 
matter of course. The only excuse for 
appointing them was that nobody at the 
time of their appointment expected that 
there would be a war, and that they were 
not more conspicuously unfit for their 
places than the common run of Secreta- 


~ries and Assistant Secretaries of War had 


been during the thirty years of peace. 
That is a poor excuse at best, and it can 
be accepted at all only if, when war 
breaks out and their inefficiency is made 
manifest, they promptly take themselves 
out or are put out. That time has now 
come. It came weeks ago. Ever since 
the destruction of the Maine Secretary 
ALGER has had notice of the necessity of 
preparation. Ever since the 10th of 
March he has had ample means with 
which to make preparation. He has con- 
spicuously failed to make preparation. 
The indulgence of “politics” in filling the 
Secretaryship, which is a customary of- 
fense in time of peace, becomes criminal 
folly in time of war. It is high time, and 
more than high time, that he gave way 
for a fit man. 7 


SPANISH WAR NEWS. 


The Spanish method of reporting a war 
seems to answer fairly well for Spain, but 
it is calculated exclusively for home con- 
sumption. It would not do at all in a 
country in which education was more dif- 
fused than in Spain or in which the peo- 
ple at large had any curiosity about what 
was going on in the war. Even while 
Spain had only a Cuban insurrection on 
her hands, she used to issue official bul- 
jetins telling the most amazing untruths 
about it, and used to exercise a censor- 
ship over foreign correspondents in Cuba 
which prevented them from contradicting 
the untruths, except by stealth. Since 
this war began it is doubtful whether 
Spaniards in general have any notion of 
what has really happened. They may be 
still of the belief that Drewny was 
whipped at Manila. They are pretty cer- 
tainly under the impression that SAMPsoN 
was beaten off at Puerto Rico and Scuitey 
at Santiago, and that the Merrimac was 
an “auxiliary cruiser” which attacked 


do for anybody else, and yet if Spatn can 
prevent it, nobody else shall be better in- 
formed. Heré has Marshal Buanco been 
ordering some intelligent and impartial 
British correspondents out of Cuba, and 
giving notice that all foreign correspond- 
ents, even from the most sympathetic na- 
tions, shall be treated as spies. Obvious- 
ly intelligent and impartial accounts of 
what goes on are precisely what he does 


not want. They would be pretty sure to 


discredit the official version and to con- 
tradict those tremendous whoppers which 
he will continue to transmit so long as a 
cable is left open to him. 

Possibly the Spanish system has its 
uses in keeping up the spirits of the 
Spanish people. But outside of Spain it 
has the disadvantage that nobody, after 
a little experience, will pay the slightest 
attention to the Spanish official reports 
of anything, except as a basis for con- 
jecture as to what has really happened. 
All intelligent foreigners will resort to 
some other source of information. FE 
Marshal BLANCO insists that they shall 
not be informed by their own country- 
men, then they will take their informa- 
tion from official or unofficial American 
sources. A system under which you try 
to prevent. everybody but yourself from 
getting the news is not of much value to 
you when nobody will believe a word you 
say. 


The Civil Service Reform Association of 
this city has, as we expected that it 
would, made arrangements for testing in 
the courts the constitutionality of what 
was known as the Black civil service 
laws. It will be remembered that the 
Corporation Counsel furnished to Mayor 
Van Wyck an opinion in which he held 
that the law 4r last session violated the 
provisions of the Constitution in several 
regards, and a like view has been taken 
by lawyers in other parts of the State. 
The original Black law, by which the 
“starch” was to be taken out of the 
service, is in the opinion of many very 
competent lawyers opposed to. the Con- 
stitution. Steps have been taken tO se- 
cure the judgment of the courts on both 
these laws. It would indeed be very sur- 
prising if the intent of the Constitutional 
Convention, as shown by the language of 
the Constitution, by the debates in the 
convention, by the address of the ma- 
jority issued at the time the instrument 
was submitted to the people, and by the 
whole history of the movement for re- 
form, has not found expression. Still, 
the law, as interpreted, is a fearful and 
wonderful thing, and we shall be pre- 
pared for any result. If the courts de- 
cide against the reform the people will 
ultimately have their way all the same. 


It must be assumed that Magistrate 
MEADE knows what the law permits in 
the way of penalty for a gross offense 
against public safety, but either the law 
is very defective or his notion of the 
rights of the public is queer. Yesterday 
he imposed a fine of $3 each on two men 
who drove a wagon furiously along the 
wrong side of the Boulevard after being 
warned by a cycle policeman who had 
to chase them eight blocks, and only 
caught them after they had tilted out 
two women who were in the wagon, dan- 
gerously injuring one. Though no one 
else was hurt, the offense was a very 
serious and dangerous one, and the fine 
will not deter any reckless or drunken 
loafer who takes a fancy to repeat the 
adventure. The law or the bench is to 
blame that the offenders were not im- 
prisoned.: 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Such of our contemporaries as have 
space to spare for matters not particularly 
important are devoting a good deal of it 
these days to interviews with French busi- 
ness men of one sort or another in regard 
to their sentiments toward Americans. 
About the only interesting feature of these 
productions is the fact that every one of 
them gives many and good reasons why it 
is for the advantage of Frenchmen to earn 
the esteem and gratitude of the United 
States, rather than of Spain, but in the 
whole lot there is none that gives proof that 
any considerable number of Frenchmen are 
making the slightest effort to do so, and 
only a few even pretend that Gallic sym- 
pathy for our enemies is not balanced by 
vehement dislike for ourselves. So the mer- 
chants talk in vain. We know considerably 
better than they do where their interests 
lie, and we have more than evidence enough 
that not even a hunger for Yankee dollars 
has been adequate to win from them the 
chill courtesy of indifference. The big ex- 
porters, indeed, preserve neutrality so far 
as overt acts and words go, and in official 
circles there is a little of official cordiality, 
but these things only emphasize the general 
hostility which the irresponsible press 
frankly reveals, and of which returning 
American travelers furnish details in pro- 
fusion. The worst of the situation is its un- 
reasonableness. The most logical nation in 
Europe attacks its best customers and most 
affectionate friends without a shadow of 
excuse, and in explanation of its course can 
only demonstrate that reason dictates a 
course exactly opposite! 


—A New Orleans man has invented—or 
found—and The Picayune exploits at great 
length, the theory that “ the human race in 
the more civilized quarters of the world is 
gradually undergoing a fundamental change 
through the transformation of purposive ac- 
tion into instinctive practice.” Many acts 
performed by animals, the theorist asserts, 
could have‘originated only in an exercise of 
reason, but countless repetitions of these 
acts have made them purely automatic and 
mechanical, and in the same way mankind, 
doing the same things over and over again, 
will at last lose the power, with the neces- 
sity, of thinking about them, and so come 
as completely under the domination of in- 
stinct as a bee or a Populist. The prospect 
is alarming. and The Picayune may well 
call the theory “ startling.” 


—AIt is noted as a rather peculiar fact 
that for many years, and until quite re- 
cently, one of England’s biggest colonies— 
Western Australia—was ecclesiastically a 
province of Spain. This is another way of 
saying that the last two Roman Catholic 
Bishops at Perth, the Westralian capital, 
were Spaniards, although their priests and 
flocks were almost entirely Irish.

manently successful efforts been made to 
convert and civilize the Bushmen. A colo- 
nial Governor who visited the place not 


long ago was amazed to find a black girl in 
charge of the telegraph office, a position 
of authority and responsibility. To test 
her capacity and qualifications, he dictated 
a lengthy telegram to the Premier of Perth,

possesses the only organized team of black 
cricketers in Australia, and if the accounts 
of their prowess are to be relied upon, some 
of the English counties would find it no 
easy matter to defeat them. Fielding is 
their forte, their marvelously keen eyesight 
enabling them successfully to negotiate the 
most difficult catches. These are evidences 
of Spain’s possibilities almost as impressive 
as was the chivalry shown at Santiago. 


PERSONAL. 


—Mrs, KENDAL visited Cambridge ‘the 
other day, and the editor of a university 
paper, The Cantab, appreciating fully the 
grandeur of his gvod fortune, sent, not one, 
but two reporters to interview the emi- 
nefit pilgrim, Whether she or they select- 
ed the subjects on which Mrs. KENDAL was 
to enlighten the world is not made plain by 
the published account of the three-cornered 
conversation that ensued, but in the course 
of it the paragon of Britjsh matrons enun- 
ciated her opinion of. journalism and jour- 
nalists. ‘‘ Newspaper people,’’ she _ said, 
with the tactful sweetness for which she 
is noted, “can never be trusted, I do not 
believe in newspaper articles; they are all 
false. And as for editors—they are the 
most venal class in existence. There is not 
one of them who cannot be bought, and 
who will not lie if any one makes it worth 
his while. Bribery and corruption are 
alone of assistance in gaining the assist- 
ance of editors.’”’ After formulating these 
fine, broad generalizations from an ex- 
tensive experience, Mrs, KmNDAL turned to 
matters more personal. “I loathe news- 
papers,” she explained, ‘‘and have per- 


“suaded my husband to my way of thinking. 


None are ever found in my house, and I 
never allow my servants to read them.” 
For some reason or other—perhaps that sec- 
ond “none are’’ had broken their pencils— 
the reporters rose to go. at this point, and 
extend their hands in farewell. Mrs. KEN- 
DAL recoiled in horror. “I have never,” 
she said, ‘‘ shaken hands with any one con- 
nected with the press, ana am not going 
to imperil my hopes of future salvation by 
doing so now.” Here is much food for re- 
flection, and no little excuse for disquietude 
on the part of innumerable papers, includ- 
ing THE New YORK Timss, that have taken 
frequent, indéed every, opportunity to ex- 
press cordial admiration for Mrs. KENDAL’s 
skill as an actress and the personal charm 
which she brings to almost every one of 
her numerous réles. For all this praise, it 
seems, she pald in good yellow gold, Brit- 
ish or American, and the impulse to ask 
who received it ig a very strong one, espe- 
cially for the wretched sertbblers who have 
no present recollection—or evidence—of hav- 
ing shared in the distribution of bribes. But 
possibly the scribblers were not corrupted, 
and merely lied. That is the alternative 
conclusion from the gentle lady’s oration, 


—Bearing very directly on a matter just 
now of great importance and interest to the 
American public is a letter which ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN wrote to Gen. GRANT, under date 
of Jan. 19, 1865. It began thus: “ Please 
read and answer this letter as though I 
were not President, but only a friend. My 
son, now in his twenty-second year, having 
been graduated at Harvard, wishes to see 
something of the war before it ends.” So 
far the communication must have a sound 
made lamentably familiar in the past few 
weeks to army and State officers with com- 
missions to give out, but the rest of the 
President’s letter will seem almost ludi- 
crously out of date to not a few eminent 
statesmen. ‘‘I do not wish,’’ continued Mr. 
LINCOLN, “to put him in the ranks, nor yet 
to give him a commission, to which those 
who have already served long are better 
entitled and better qualified to hold. Could 
he, without embarrassment to you or detri- 
ment to the service, go into your military 
family with some nominal rank, I and not 
the public furnishing his necessary means? 
If no, say so without the least hesitation, 
because I am as anxious and as deeply in- 
terested that you shall not be incumbered 
as you ean be yourself.””’ The wording of 
these sentences might have been bettered, 
possibly, but the meaning of them is clear 
and they deserve attentive reading in every 
State in the Union. 


—Sefior CARRANZA asserted in a talk 
with a representative of The Montreal Wit- 
ness that he did not describe Admiral Ca- 
MARA as capricious and lazy, as the transla- 
tion of his letter given out at Washington 
makes out, but that he quoted words cabled 
from Cadiz to a New York paper. The 
care which the Lieutenant takes to explain 
this and similar remarks in the stolen let- 
ter shows that he apprehends their effect 
on his career after he returns to Spain. And 
it must be confessed that these portions of 
the document might as well have been sup- 
pressed. The capture of the letter and its 
utilization, both for breaking up the sys- 
tem of spies in this country and for driving 
CARRANZA out of Canada, were perfectly 
legitimate, but he was only doing his duty, 
and there was no need to hurt him at home 
by making public his criticisms of Spanish 
officials.

wrench, and the party, then remounting, 
rode off, followed by a crowd which sought 
to overtake them, but was unable to do so) 
Now, ‘Mr. Editor, this, as you need not to be 
told, is only one of frequent accidents, more 
or less serious, arising from the mad pranks 
of reckless cyclists on the public high- 
ways, rendering their use by pedestrians 
and even by conveyances a matter of great

The species of lunacy, for surely it is 
nothing else, which attacks a man, some- 
times even a woman, and sets him or her 
upon one of these fell contrivances, and 
starts the combination in motion, although 
always a pitiable spectacle, is, in its milder 
manifestations not seriously dangerous; but 
when the fit takes an aggravated form, as 
it so often does, and the wheel and motor 
go dashing de gra and recklessly through 
the streets, and it becomes impossible to de- 
termine where the intelligence of the thing 
is whether in the wheel or in the motor—

ORIGIN OF “ HOBSON’S CHOICE.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that Lieut. Hobson has proved him- 
self such a hero, the phrase ‘‘ Hobson’s 
choice” is heard on every side, and some 
of your readers may be interested to know 
its origin. 

During Shakespeare’s and Milton’s time it 
was the custom for gentlemen to ride home 
from the theatre on horseback, hiring the 
horse, as we do a cab, at a stand. Natur- 
ally each one wished to have the best 
horse, and much confusion ensued, while 
some poor animals were never taken. A 
university carrier and the first keeper of 
a hackn2y stable at Cambridge, England, 


named Thomas (or Tobias) Hobson, (1544 
1631,) conceived the plan of placing his 
horses in line and foreing his customers 
to take the one nearest the door of the 
theatre. It then became no longer a mat- 
ter of personal selection, but of 
choice ’’—that is, ‘“‘ this or none.”

ILLITERACY STATISTICS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the recent article of Mrs. Houghton, 
which has caused so much indignation in 
the South, she speake of the work of Mor- 
mon preachers among the illiterate classes. 
It appears to be a general impression that 
among these Latter-Day Saints. ‘as they call 
themselves, a condition of ignorance excep- 
tionally low prevails. To those who have 
not investigated the matter, a comparative 
study of available statistics will be some- 
what surprising. 

The two divisions of the Latter-Day 
Saints have organizations in thirty-nine 
States and Territories, but 81 per cent. of 
them are in Utah and Idaho. In Utah they 
make nearly three-fourths of the entire 
population. The illiterate population of 
Utah is 8,282. If we conclude that all the 
illiteracy in the State is among the Latter- 


Day Saints there will then only be 6.9 illit- 
erate for every 100 members, while in the 
same number of population ten years of 
age and over, New York City _has of illit- 
erates 7.6, Providence 7.7, Trenton 7.5, 
Washington 13.2, and the whole Nation 13.8. 

The Latter-Day Saints of Idaho are less 
than one-fourth. gf the total population of 
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each 100 of the total membership, as f 
6.9 illiteracy of Latter-Day Saints in Utah.

THIRTY MINUTES WITH BRIDE 


Miss Bloomer Patriotically Advised 
Enlistment, but Did Not Count on 
Such a Hasty Ceremony—Near- 
ly Missed Her Husband,

Probably one of the most romantic wed- 
dings yet evolved by the war with Spain 
took. place on the Central Railroad ferry- 
boat Communipaw as she lay in her slip 
at the foot of Liberty Street last Saturday 
afternoon. The marriage rtificate was 
filed at the New York City Hall on Monday, 
but the announcement was not made in 
Jersey City, where the contracting parties 
reside, until yesterday. The bride ‘was 
Miss Josephine E. Bloomer of 96 Bergen 
Avenue, and the groom: was Edgar B. 
Wright, formerly of 56 West Side Avenue, 
but now on his way to Manila as a United 
States cavalryman. He started on. his 
journey within thirty minutes from the 
time he became a Benedict. 

Mr. Wright and Miss Bloomer are active 
members of the West Side. Methodist 
Church, Jersey City. They became en- 
gaged two years ago, and would have been 
married in June of last year but for the 
death of a relative of Miss Bloomer. The 
wedding was then postponed until Christ- 
mas, but again a death occurred in Miss 
Bloomer’s family, and the wedding was 


ostponed a second time, the day selected 
Lotne in July. 

Then the war came, but by way of com- 
pensation hostilities hastened rather than 
retarded the happy event. Mr..Wright, who 
had been a bookkeeper for a firm in Thames 
Street, this city, caught the war fever. He 
told Miss Bloomer that he had almost dé- 
cided to enlist. Instead of discouraging 
him, as he expected, she advised him to en- 
list. Miss Bloomer’s father is a veteran of 
the civil war, while her maternal grandfa- 
ther gave his life to the Union cause, so that 
she comes fairly by her patriotic spirit as a 
matter of inheritance. 


Becomes a Soldier. 

On Thursday last Mr. Wright started out 
from the store in which he is employed for 
a collecting tour. While going over his 
route he passed a United States recruiting 
office. He entered, an@ almost before he 


knew it he had enlisted in the cavalry serv- 
ice for two years or the war, 

“I suppose,” said he, when the business 
had been concluded, ‘ that I will be allowed 
time to settle up my private affairs before 
reporting for duty?” 

“TIT am sorry,’ said the recruiting officer, 
“to tell you that you can be allowed no 

race whatever. In haif an hour you will 

é On your way to Fort Sliccum.” . 

A concession was *made, however, when 
he had explained the situation, and time 
was given him to go back to the store and 
pay in the money he had collected for his 

rm. Then he reported for duty, and was 
sent at once to Fort Slocum. He wrote at 
once to Miss Bloomer explaining the situa- 
tion, and on Friday she and two friends, 
Mrs. Mary C. Smith and Miss Harriet 
Brooksbank, went to Fort Slocum. By that 
time Mr. Wright had learned that he was 
to be sent with a squad of men to San 
Francisco on Saturday afternoon. Then he 
and Miss Bloomer decided that they would 
be married before he went away. An inter- 
view was sought with the commandant of 
the post, and he said that under the cir- 
cumstances he would give Private Wright 
leave of absence from Saturday mateing 
until the hour set for the departure of the 
squad, which was 7 o'clock Saturday night. 
Then Miss Bloomer hurried home to ar- 
range for the wedding, which was to take 
place at noon. 

Shortly after the time for the departure of 
the squad was changed to 2 o’clock P. M.. 
and Wright was. notified that his leave of 
absence was canceled. He at once tele- 
graphed the fact to Miss Bloomer. She and 
her friends went to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion Saturday morning, intending to go to 
Fort Slocum. When they reached the sta- 
tion they were greatly surprised to find that 
the squad, of which Mr. Wright was one, 
had already arrived on their way to White- 
hhali Street. where they were to board a 
Central Railroad ferryboat. On the way to 
the station Miss Bloomer was permitted to 
accompany Mr. Wright. They decided to be 
married at once. Mrs. Smith found the Rev. 
William Jones, Superintendent of the Sea- 
men’s Friends’ Society, whose office is_at 38 
South Street. j

He accompanied her to the ferry, but 
only reached there just as the boat was 
leaving. He joined the party, but before he 
would perform the ceremony he insisted on 
asking all the questions required by law. 
By the time these questions had been asked 
and answered the boat had reached Jersey 


City, and then Mr. Jones declined to per- 
form thé ceremony, because he did not think 
he had the right to officiate in the State 
of New Jersey. The dilemma being  ex- 
plained to Sergt. Sullivan. who had charge 
of the squad, he gave Mr. Wright permission 
to return to this city on the ferryboat Com-— 
munipaw, provided he did not leave the 
boat, and returned on her, it being then 
within about thirty minutes of train time. 
The wedding party boarded the boat, taking 
seats in the rear cabin. As soon as the 
boat reached the foot of Liberty Street 
the ceremony took place. The - wedding 
party, with the exception of Mr. Jones, 
went back with the boat on her return trip, 
landing at the Central Station at 1:40 
o'clock P. M. The train started at 1:50 
so that the newly wedded couple had just 
ten minutes for their farewells. The bride 
bore up bravely, sustained by the hearty 
eongratulations of her husband's goldier 
comrades. When the train bore them away 
Mrs. Wright and_ her friends boarded a 
Newark and New York Railroad train and 
went to her home in West Bergen, where she 
will reside until her husband returns, She 
received many congratulations from her 
friends yesterday. Some of the more roman- 
tic of her girlassociates thought it ‘‘a splen- 
did way to get married, better than an elope- 
ment, even.” Mrs. Wright thought it would 
have been better had there not been quite 
s0 much haste about it. However, she said 
she was very happy, and though married in 
haste, she did not believe she would ever 
be called on to repent at leisure.

DOMINICAN SHIPS INVESTIGATE. 


A Rumor at Cape Haitien that Presi- 
dent Heureaux Was Shot in 
a New Uprising.

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, June T—7:40 P. M. 
The Dominican warships Restauracion and 
Independencia arrived here at 6 o’clock this 
evening, having on board, it is understood, 
three prisoners taken in the recent revolu- 
tionary attempt headed by Jimenes and 
Morales, Commodore Jansen landed to re- 
ceive the report of the Dominican Consul on 


the illegal shipments of men from this point 
by the two. leaders to participate In the 
landing at Monte Cristi. 

The warships left Monte Cristi at 11 
o’clock this morning. A rumor is current 
here that after they left President Heu- 
reaux Was made a prisoner in a new upris- 
ing and was shot. The report has it that 
Joaquin Taveras, Lieutenant Command:2r at 
Monte Cristi under Gov. Galito, led the new 
movement. 

The story is not believed here, although 
no explicit reply is forthcoming from Monte 
Cristi to cabled inquiries. 

It appears that Gen. Jimenes was trans- 
ferred fgom the Fanita, on which he es- 
caped from Monte Cristi, to another steamer 
before landing at Great Inagua, and it is re- 
ported that he has been released on £200 
($1,000) bail. 

The Fanita did not venture within the 
jurisdiction of the island authorities on her 
return voyage. .

MORE RIOTS IN BELFAST. 


Nationalists Attack Orangemen and 
Police Cleas the Streets. " 


BELFAST, June 7.—To-night there was a 
renewal of the riotings that began yes- 
terday during the demonstrations in honor 
of the revolution of 1798, and the anniver- 


sary of June 6, 1886, when seven civilians 
were shot on Shark Hill Road by the con- 
stabulary.

The police at first were overpowered, but 
having been reinforced they cleared the 
streets with a free use of their clubs. 

The military has been ordered out, and it 
is feared that there will be a renewal of the 
disturbances. 

To-night’s troubles are due to inadequate 
Police precautions. 

Some of the bolts and nuts used as mis- 
siles weighed from a quarter to a half 
pound. For_some time the fighting was 
very hot. On the appearance of the mili- 
tary the rioting ceased, but dangerous ex- 
citement prevails.

William Dean Howells presided and 
made the opening address, in the course of 
which he reviewed at some length the liter- 
ary achievements of the author of “‘ Look- 
ing Backward,” and gave a word picture 
of Bellamy as a man that evoked hearty 
applause. ;

“with the great imagination of rere og 
and had he used his imaginative powers in 
a different direction from the one he fol- 
lowed there is no doubt that he would have 
become one of the greatest writers of fic- 
tion the world ever saw. But we know him 
best as a social agitator and we do not 
value him enough as a literary man.

I was 
much amused, however, at the way the 
book was received. It was at first regarded 
as a beautiful fancy. But then I do not 
think fancy is a bad thing. Fancy and 
dreams ought to be. The dream of some- 
thing like that we hope for has existed from 
time immemorial.”

RAPID TRANSIT STRONG. 

Brooklyn Rapid Transit showed much 
strength and activity yesterday, in natural 
response to the news that the Court of 
Appeais had handed down a decision in 
favor of the road in the suit brought to 
restrain it from running cars over the 
Brooklyn Bridge. The fact that this deci- 
sion was shortly to be handed down has 
for some time past been largely responsible 
for the failure of Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
to participate in the advance with most of 
the rest of the market. People have hesi- 
tated buying the stock because’ they 
feared that the Court of Appeals might hand 
down a decision which would take away 
from the company one of its most profitable 
rights. Now, however, that barrier is re- 
moved. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC DIVIDENDS. 


Both of the Northern Pacific stocks con- 
tinued notably strong yesterday, neither 
suffering very much in the reactionary ten- 
dency shown by the market. Both were 
again quite active. Northern Pacific’s Di- 
rectors meet to-day, and they will formally 
act upon the questions of a 1 per cent. divi- 
dend on the common stock and one on the 
preferred, as well as that of setting 
aside a guarantee fund for the continuation 
of dividends on the preferred. Again to-day 
there was inside buying of both Northern 
Pacific common and preferred, and com- 
mission house brokers were also active in 
the stocks, the company’s magnificent show- 
ing for the month of April having evidently 
brought to the attention of outsiders the 
wonderful results being attained by the 


present management of the road, the strong 
financial position of the property, and its 
ability to pay all dividends that ore 
talked of. 


,. IN THE COAL TRADE. } 
In its June letter reviewing trade condi- 
tions during the month the Anthracite Coal 
Operators’ Association will say: 


“The past month of May has shown a 
steady continuance of the unsatisfactory 
conditions apt ahr, So the trade since the 
nt rd Or ythe 4 + SSR EROGne, 

‘offer e leas . . 
tem: urgent demand from New 
England points started some coal forward 
there, but this died out as she te as it be- 
gan and left the market featureless. Even 
the usual current demand in and around 
New York has been exceptionally small. 
Notwithstanding em prices at ‘water 
have been maintained as firmly as duri 
last month, ne the shipments whic 
went forward to New England points, under 
high freight charters, were of necessity at 
much less than the nominal free on board 
tidewater price. 

“The entire situation is discouraging, al- 
though by no means without hope. It is 

ossible t no harmful results come, 
but this is such a critical time that it needs 
more than faith to justify a belief that it 
will te penned safely. At the close of May 
the production for the year was consider- 
ably greater than in 1897, and both tide- 
water and interior stocks were larger than 
in the latter year. June is commencing 
without any sign of active demand and with 
good grounds for fearing that owing to the 
Situation in the interior the tide markets 
may be overloaded. Further, there is the 
experience of former years in which, after 
mining a small quantity of coal during the 
first six months at a arent loss, the produc- 
tion was increased in June and July so 
much as to destroy all hope of a profitable 
price during the last six months, with a 
consequent heavy deficit at the end of the 
year. The conditions are ripe for the reoc- 
currence of this annual suicidal mania of 
the companies. 

““The actions of the companies Will be 
watched with “unusual closeness this year. 
There is far more at stake than appears on 
the surface, and since the old tricks of 

stock coal,’ the elastic sales under ‘old 
orders’ and like methods are not veiled in 
as deep a mystery as in former ‘we the 
accounting which may be called will be 
apt to reach those who are responsible, and 
to do so with exceptional directness.” 


SOUTHERN EXPORTS. 


In a comprehensive analysis of the last 
two statements issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics on the subject of the export trade 
of the United States, The Chattanooga 
Tradesman presents some significant fig- 
ures showing the share of the South in the 
largely developing export movement. 
“Whoever,” says our Southern contem- 
porary, “ will look carefully into the last 
four summaries of finance and commerce 
prepared by the Bureau of Statistics will 
see and say that in growth and develop- 
ment of export trade the Southern States 
and Southern ports are not only yearly sur- 
passing their own former progress, but are 
leading the Union.”’ : 

Illustrative of the progress made by the 
South Atlantic ports and the increase in 
the outward movement from the Gulf of 
Mexico, figures are presented for ten years 
past. It is shown that in 1888 the share 
of the South Atlantic ports—those from 
Baltimore southward being included—in ex- 
ports amounted to 16/89 per cent. of the 
whole. In the years from that to 1897 the 
percentage of the South Atlantic ports was 
as follows: In 1889, 18.35; 1890, 19.44; 1891, 
18.87; 1892, 17.15; 1893, 16.81; 1894, 17.34; 
1895, 15.70; 1896, 16.83; 1897, 18.08, and in 
the first quarter of 1898, 19.01. A compari- 
son of the first three months of 1898 with 
the corresponding period of 1897 shows an 
increase in the present year of 1.08 per 
cent. 

For the Gulf ports the analysis presents 

a record of even greater progress, the pér- 
centage for them in 1888 being 15.45 of the 
total exports. Following that year the per- 
centages were: In 1889, 16.82; 1890, 17.29; 
1891, 17.17; 1892, 17.25; 1893, 16.12; 1894, 15.43; 
1895, 15.62; 1896, 18.14; 1897, 17.51, and in 
the first quarter of 1898, 21.08. The increase 
from Gulf ports for the first three months 
of 1898 over those of 1897’s first quarter was 
.52 per cent, 
“Attér pointing out that there is every prob- 
ability that the current exports from New- 
port News and Savannah are larger in vol- 
ume than those from San Francisco, a 
comparative table is given of the exports 
of the seven leading ports—New York, New 
Orleans, Baltimore, Boston, Galveston, Phil- 
adelphia, and San Francisco. From this 
it is shown that the exports from New 
York were 43.35 per cent. of the total in 
1888, against 36.84 in 1897, and they had 
fallen to 34.27 in the first quarter ‘of the 
present year; from Boston they were 8.59 
per cent. in 1888 and 9.47 in 1897, with 9.51 
representing those for the first quarter of 
the present year; from Philadelphia, 4.06 
in 1888 and 4.63 in 1897, falling to 4.30 in the 
first quarter of 1898, and from San Fran- 
cisco 4.95 in 1888, 3.61 in 1897, getting to 
the still lower figure of 2.70 for the first 
three mOnths of the current year. While 
the percentage of New Orleans in 1888 is 
but slightly different from that of 1897 and 
the first quarter of 1898, Baltimore shows 
an advance from 6.52 in 1888 to 8.96 in 
1897 and 9,51 in the first quarter of the 
present year, and Galveston rose from 2.09 
in 1888 to 5.54 in 1897 and 6.47 in the first 
quarter of 1898. 

Referring to the drifting away of export 
trade from a few points of concentration 
to a more general distribution, The Trades- 
man says: ‘“ With hardly an exception, 
wherever a railroad of any consequence 
reaches the Gulf Coast or the southeastern 
seaboard, it has begotten an export busi- 
ness profitable to all concerned, thriving, 
permanent, progressive.’’ Touching on the 
progress of the Southern ports separately, 
the article presents the following table, giv- 
ing the figures for the entire year of 1888 
side by side with those made in each cus- 
toms district during the latest quarter for 


which returns have been published:

PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—The Philadel- 
phia market reflected more resistance than

Gas Kills Father; Son May Also Die. 


Charles Britsch, forty-eight years old, a 
Swiss electrician, was found dead from 
gas asphyxiation yesterday morning in the 
rear of his shop at 223 Centre Street.

INSURANCE COMPANY SUED. 


The Highland Mutual Fire of New- 
burg Alleged to be an Insol- 


vent Corporation. 


ALBANY, June 7.—Attorney Genera¥ 
Hancock, upon the recommendation of State 
Insurance Superintendent Payn, has begun 
an action for the dissolution of the High- 
land Mutual Fire Insurance Company of 
Newburg as an insolvent corporation. This 
proceeding was undertaken under the re< 
port of the Insurance Department Exam< 
iner, who investigated the affairs of tha 
company. He reported, in part, as follows? 

“TI find that an attempt had been mada 
to seek relief and make good the impair< 


ment by reinsuring the policies issued to 
original applicants in the Traders’ Fire In< 
surance Company of New York by the pay- 
ment of $971. The attention of the Traders” 
Fire Insurance Company was called to the 
fact that this sum was totally inadequate 
to cover the liability existing against these 
policies, and the policy of reinsurance was 
immediately canceled, leaving the condition 
of the Highland Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company at this date (May 24, 1898,) sub 
stantially the same as was indicated in 
the report under date of March 28.” 

An examination into the affairs of tha 
company was made in March under the di- 
rection of Superintendent Payn. On April 
22 an order was issued by the Insurance 
Department requiring the company to make 
good a deficiency of $55,242.35. On May 10 
the officers of the company notified the de- 
partment that the requisition had been 
made good, the deficiency of $55,242.35 hav- 
ing been repaired by reinsuring policies is< 
sued to capital stock note makers and re< 
insuring part note and part cash premium 
policies. It was claimed in this notification 
from the company that liabilities on ac- 
count of unearned premiums amounting to 
$59,716.67 had been reinsured in a New 
York corporation for the sum of $776. AJ 
second examination was directed, and on 
May 22 the report above quoted was sub- 
mitted. The Insurance Department says 
regarding the matter: 

“Tt is made quite apparent from the 
statement of the officers of the company 
that the original business written by the 
company did not a eam, insurance from 
actual bona fide applicants as contemplated 
under Section 111 of the Insurance law, ag 
it existed prior to the amendment adopted 
this Winter at the suggestion of the Insure 
ance Department, which amendment was 
recommended by the Superintendent for tha 
purpose of bars? away with the very ire 
regularities which are shown by this trans 
action.” 


The Fire Insurance Situation, 


The panic in fire insurance rates hag 
spent much of its force. The President of 
a strong American company said yesterday 
that, outside of the special extra-hazardous 
risks, little of the business rated previously, 


to the disruption of the Tariff Association 
remained at the old rates. An illustration 
of the hazardous class was seen yesterday,, 
when the building of the American Bank 
Note Company, situated at 78 to 8&6 Trinity 
Place, which was formerly rated at 40 
cents per annum, was replaced at 30 cents 
for three years. The line, which amounted 
to $300,000, was distributed among elevery 
companies, and a brokerage of 25 per cent. 
was paid. Brokers are beginning to dis< 
criminate as to the companies to which 
they give their business. This discrimina<« 
tion is being exercised among the English 
as well as the local companies, and some 
of the former are getting comparatively, 
little of the better class of business.

|, by President Arkell to the War, 


\ Making It Impossible to Mar- 
ket the Company’s Bonds. 


The Arkell Publishing Company, at 110 
Wifth Avenue, which publishes Judge, Frank 
Leslie’s Illustrated Weekly, and other pub- 
lications, and the Judge Publishing Com- 
‘pany, at the same address, have gone into 
the hands of receivers on account of finan- 
‘cial difficulties. Justice Lawrence of the 
Supreme Court yesterday appointed Bart- 
Jett Arkell temporary receiver of the Ar- 
kell Publishing Company, with a bond of 
$150,000, and J. Warren Greene temporary 
\receiver of the Judge Publishing Company. 
(Emanuel Blumenstiel of Blumenstiel & 
Hirsch was appointed referee in both cases, 
and the orders to show cause why the com- 
panies should not be dissolved was set 
down for Sept. 12, at his office, 309 Broad- 
way. J. S. L’Amoreaux was the attorney 
who made the applications in both cases, 
the proceedings being for the voluntary dis- 


solution of the corporations, 

The HMabilities of the Arkell Publishing 
Company are placed at $1,100,000, of which 
$500,000 are mortgage bonds and $600,000 
wre notes, open accounts, &c. The cash val- 
uation of the assets is placed at $500,000.

Mr. Arkell’s Statement. 


William J. Arkell, President of the com- 
pany, gave out a statement that the break- 
ing out of the war interfered with the ar- 
rangements for placing the bonds of the 
company, and thus precipitated the trouble. 
The issue of the publications, he said, would 


not be interfered with. He stated in his 
petition that the capital stock of the com- 
pany is $1,000,000, and bonds of $500,000 have 
been issued, secured by a mortgage on all 
tthe company’s property, some of which 
bonds were sold to bona-fide purchasers and 
others were pledged to creditors as security 
for notes. There are notes outstanding for 
$457,000, which were discounted by banks 
and individuals, and were mostly placed 
through brokers, many of the holders being 
unknown. Of the notes, $118,245 fall due 
this month. The company has endeavored 
to provide means to meet its obligations by 
selling its paper in the market by brokers 
and discounting through banks, but has 
been unable to sell or discount its new pa- 
per to a sufficient amount, and has no as- 
sets on which it can realize quickly without 

eat sacrifice. 
TThe pay roll of employes is $3,000 a week, 
and the company owes the landlord $16,000 
for rent. The assets are very valuable, con- 
sisting of various publications, all of which 
have a large sale and produce large profits, 
but if the publication is stopped the value 
would be very much impaired, and perhaps 
altogether Tost. The assets include some 
lands in Texas, contracts for printing and 
publishing franchises, trade marks, copy- 
rights, office furniture, 1,000 reams of paper, 
engraved plates, sketches, drawings, cuts, 
insurance on life of W. J: Arkell, $55,000;

NOVEL INSURANCE CASE. 


Question Whether a Cuban Is a Span- 
ish Subject and Forfeits Right to 
Collect Because of the War. 


An interesting insurance suit is pending 
in the Supreme Court before Justice Kel- 
logg, in which it is to be determined wheth- 
er the widow of a Cuban who resided in 
Matanzas is to be regarded as a Spanish 
subject, and as such has not lost her title 
to collect the insurance on her husband’s 
life because Spain is at war with the United 
States. 

Fernandez Valdez was a cigar manufac- 
turer in Matanzas, and had an accident 
policy for $5,000 in the Traders and Travel- 
ers’ Accident Company in New York. His 
factory was destroyed by the insurgents; 
he became 4iscouraged, and is alleged to 
have committed suicide. His widow, Ade- 
laida, made a demand for the insurance 
money upon the company, which contested 
the claim. 

Abel Crooke, counsel for the company, 
claimed that inasmuch as Valdez had com- 
mitted suicide, that fact alone vitiated the 
accident policy, and his partner said that, as 


an additional defense, the claim was set u 
that all existing contracts between citi- 
zens of this coun and subjects of Spain 
were made null and void by the declaration 
of war, and that it would be aidi and 
abetting the onemny. , n, oy the ur- 
ance com y to pay the policy. 

Carl Ronure Petrasch, attorney for the 
Plaintiff, said yesterday that the company’s 
attorney, in answer to the claim of the 
plaintiff, said that the conditions of the 
policy in relation to notifyi were not 
complied with, and further t the in- 
sured committed suicide, which was ex- 
cluded by the terms of the Tw The 
plaintiff thereupon, continued Mr. Petrasch 
claimed that the cogmaay, by receiving and 
accepting proofs of loss, waived the eo 
visions of the policy relative to notifica- 
tion. This side of the case came before the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
which sustained the plaintiff in regard to 
the notification. 

“The defendant now claims,” Mr. Pet- 
rasch went on to say, “that the ame | 
resided all her life in Cuba as a subject of 
Spain, and hence could not recover nst 
the defendant, which was a New York cor- 
poration. 

“The old rule of law was that all rights 
of citizens of sovereignties at war with 
each other were forfeited, and became void 
as soon as war was declared. The more 
modern and equitable rule is that the courts 
are closed to the citizens of the hostile 
country during the period of hostilities only, 
and that as soon as peace is effected, the 
—s of the respective parties are revived 
without prejudice. 

“The United States Supreme Court has 
held that the statute of limitations does 
not run during hostilities. The attorney 
for the plaintiff claimed that as Congress 
had passed an act stating that the people 
of the Island of Cuba are, and of right 
ought to be free and independent, and also 
passed a resolution authorizing the United 
States to feed, arm, and equip the people 
of Cuba in their war against Spain, the 
eople of Cuba were not at war with the 
JInited States. but are their allies in the 
war against Spain. Mrs. Valdez being a 
Cuban, could not be called a Spanish sub- 
ject, and was entitled to the insurance 
money.” 

The allegation that Valdez committed sui- 
cide is denied by plaintiff. 


BARBER ZANOLI SENTENCED. 


Serve Nine Years and Three 
Months in State Prison. 


Charles Zanoli, the barber, convicted of 
grand larceny for swindling the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company, was sen- 
tenced by Judge Newburger, in the General 
Sessions Court, yesterday to nine years and 
three months in State prison. Zanoli showed 
no emotion, and it was the only time that 
he has not wept in court. 

Judge Newburger, in passing sentence, 
said that the prisoner was fortunate in es- 
caping conviction for a much more seri- 


ous crime, that he had showed no regard 
for human life in his swindling operations, 
and that there was no reason why his pun- 
ishment should not be severe. 

The prisoner’s counsel, Stephen J. O’Hare, 
moved for a new trial. The motion was 
denied. 

Zanoli was arrested last December not 
only for grand larceny, but for the murder 
of his fourth wife, Jennie Suhmer. The po- 
lice believed at the time that he had pois- 
oned his four wives to secure the insurance 
on their lives, and there was some evidence 
that he had poisoned other persons whom 
he had insured. These charges, however, 
could not be substantiated, and were 
dropped. 

The prisoner’s nine-year-old son has been 
adopted by a female relative.

MARTIN THORN’S APPEAL LOST. 


Guldensuppe’s Slayer Must Pay the 
Death Penalty. 


Martin Thorn, who was convicted in 
Queens County early in December of last 
year and sentenced to die in the electric 
chair at Sing Sing for the murder of Will- 
iam Guldensuppe, the bath rubber, will 
have to suffer the death penalty, despite 


the legal fight for his life made by his at- 
ee Messrs. Howe & Hummel, of this 
city. 

The case has been before the Court of 
Appeals since early in the present year, and 
yesterday at Saratoga, among other de- 
cisions handed down in the Court of Ap- 
peals, judgment was affirmed in the case 
of the People against Martin Thorn. 

Thorn is now in the prison at Sing Sing 
and Mrs. Augusta Nack, who also connive 
and helped at the killing of the bath rub- 
ber, is serving a sentence of fifteen years’ 
imprisonment in the female convict prison 
at Auburn, New York. 


A PRISONER’S RUSE. 


Arraigned for Sentence, He Suddenly 
Falls Back as If Dead, 


Three young men who were convicted in 
the Court of Special Sessions last Friday of 
an offense were brought into the court yes- 
terday morning to be sentenced. They were 
Paul Giring, twenty years old, who lives at 
564 East One Hundred and Fifty-fourth 
Street; Frank Elliott, and George Smith. 
The case was of such a nature that Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardiner was in the court in 


person. Elbridge T. Gerry was also there. 

While Col. Gardiner was addressing the 
Court, Giring fell back in his chair as if 
dead. His limbs were rigid, his face color- 
léss, and he was apparently frothing at the 
mouth. The business of the court came to 
a sudden stop, and there was great! ex- 
citement. It was thought at first that the 
young man was dead. 

Justice Hinsdale. the presiding Justice, 
leaned over and tendered a bottle of smell- 
ing salts to revive the prisoner, and a phy- 
sician who had been one of the witnesses 
hurried to the man’s assistance. Two po- 
licemen carried Giring out of the room. 

Later it was found that in his mouth was 
a piece of soap, which he had evidently 
been holding there for some time. The phy- 
sician said the soap had caused his condi- 
tion, and that he had evidently taken it 
with that intent. The man was sent to a 
hospital, and he and the two other prisoners 
were remanded until to-morrow.

LEGAL NOTES. 


RELATION OF INNKEEPER AND GUEST.— 
Hugo Metzger, an officer in the German 
Army, brought an action in the Seventh 
Municipal Court to recover the value of 
wearing apparel, which disappeared during 
his absence and without negligence on his 
part, in a manner unexplained, from a room 
which he occupied in the hotel of Charles 
Schnabel. The suit was dismissed on the 
trial, but a reversal of that decision has 
been directed by the Appellate Term of the 
Supreme Court. It was alleged by plaint- 
iff, and not denied, that the premises were 
a duly licensed hotel; and witnesses called 
by the defendant said the place was kept 
by him as a hotel, though the relation of 
the parties was not clearly defined by the 
testimony. The Court said: “It would seem 
that the Justice, having dismissed the com- 
plaint, found the relationship of innkeeper 
and guest was not established; for, if that 
was the true relationship of the parties, un- 
der the circumstances of this case, as dis- 
closed by the evidence, the defendant is 
liable for the loss that the plaintiff sus- 
tained. Plaintiff rented a room, which was 
cared for by defendant, and there were two 
keys to the room—one kept by defendant. 
It does not appear that plaintiff bargained 
to remain for any particular time, although 
the price per week was agreed upon. But 
a special agreement fixing in advance the 
price to be paid, or the length of the stay, 
does not absolutely disturb the relation of 
innkeeper and guest, and constitute the per- 
son so acting as boarder or lodger. We do 
not think that the testimony will warrant 
the conclusion that there was an arrange- 
ment between the parties which constituted 
an explicit contract that deprived the plaint- 
iff of the privileges and rights of a guest. 
It is uncontradicted that the plaintiff is an 
officer In ‘the German Army, and, although 
his employment in this city at the time of 
the. less. would indicate that he had taken 
5 his residence here, it does not overcome 
his direct testimony that he was a German 
Army officer, and a wayfarer here. The com- 
mon law holds an innkeeper absolutely lia- 
ble for all thefts from within or unex- 
plained losses of property in his charge be- 
longing to his guests, although he may be 
discharged from liability by any contribu- 
tory negligence of the guest.’’ The Court 
held there was no question of contributory 
negligence here and that defendant had 
furnished no explanation of the loss, and 
added: “The duty of a boarding house 
keeper to his boarder or lodger is to take 
the same care of his boarder’s or lodger’s 
property that a prudent person takes of 
his own; and the trial Justice has presum- 
ably adopted the view that this relation- 
ship existed between the parties; that de- 
fendant has shown that he took the care re- 

uired of plaintiff’s property, and that de 
endant was consequently not liable for the 
loss. We do not concur in this conclusion. 
We are of opinion that the relationship of 
innkeeper and guest existed between the 
parties, (04 N. Y. 8.)”

LANDLORD AND TENANT.—The Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court has reversed 
judgment awarded to Ignatz Lichtig, in the 
Eighth Municipal Court, in his suit to re- 
cover damages from Sophia E. Poundt for 
injury to property, alleged to have been 
caused by her negligence. The plaintiff was 
lessee of a portion of the basement and 
store floor of 482 Eighth Avenue, owned by 
defendant. The rear of the store was a one- 
story extension, about twenty feet in 
depth, covered over by a roof in the centre 
of which was a skylight. Just one year ago 
a large amount of water, apparently com- 
ing from the roof of the extension, passed 
into the plaintiff’s store, damaging the prop- 
erty therein. The alleged negligence was 
stated to be in permitting the roof of the 


store and basement to become “old, rotten 
and leaky, and insufficient to withstand 
rain, water, and moisture which may de- 
scend upon it.’”’” It was claimed for plaintiff 
that the case was similar to those in which 
courts have held the landlord is responsible 
to a tenant for defects in hallways and side- 
walks, occasioned by his negligence. Pre- 
siding Justice Beekman, giving the opinion 
of the Appellate Term, says the liability in 
those cases was predicated upon the fact 
that such places continued under the land- 
lord’s control, while in this case the roof 
existed for no other purpose than as an 
inclosure of the extension. Even if that 
were not so, the Court held that plaintiff 
would not be entitled to judgment. “ There 
was no evidence,’ the Presiding Justice 
said, “showing that there was any defect 
in the roof which was the proximate cause 
of the injury, for which defendant might be 
held responsible. It was not shown that 
there was any hole, crack, or crevice in the 
roof, as alleged in the complaint, and what 
it was that caused the flooding, as it was 
described, that entered the premises of the 
——- Was matter of pure conjecture. 

here was some evidence tending to show 
that the leader from the roof of the exten- 
sion had become stopped up by reason of 
some foreign substance which had in some 
way got into it. Assuming that this was 
the cause, it does not appear that the land- 
lord was in any way responsible for the 
stoppage of the leader, or that she had at 
_ time noticed that such was its condi- 
tion.”’ 


Lir—E INSURANCE.—Harriet E. Milne 
brought an action against the Northwestern 
Life Assurance Company to set aside as 
fraudulent a settlement made by her as 
beneficiary of certain insurance issued by 
the company upon the life of her husband, 
Charles Milne, by which settlement she ac- 
cepted the sum of $2,500 in full of insur- 
ance amounting to $10,000; also to recover 
from the company the full amount of the 


insurance. Justice Hiscock, before whom 
the case was tried, in Supreme Court, Spe- 
cial Term, in this city, has given judgment 
for the defendant, holding that such an ac- 
tion cannot be maintained unless the proof 
shows that active intentional fraudulent 
misrepresentation or suppression of facts 
by the company, contrary to its obligations, 
induced the settlement to be made. The 
Court held that the facts within the knowl- 
edge of the persons making settlements 
could not be taken as basis for a charge of 
fraud, and that where the insured accepted 
one policy in consolidation of four policies, 
all the rights under the four policies were 
merged in the one, and no action could 
thereafter be brought on them. It was also 
htld that where assessments levied by the 
company were acquiesced in by the insured, 
the beneficiary could not afterward ques- 
tion their validity.

THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE 


Debt Limit Scare Ended by Re- 
authorization of Bonds for 
Public Improvements. 


HALL OF RECORDS CONTRACT 


Mayor Van Wyck and President Gug- 
genheimer Hold that It Is Il- 
legal, and It Is Stricken 
from the List. 


The debt-limit scare, which was declared 
some time ago by the present municipal 
administration to be one of the worst lega- 
cies of the reform administration, was offi- 
cially ended yesterday by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, when at its 
meeting the board voted to reauthorize the 
issue of $21,000,000 worth of bonds for pub- 
lic improvements. On the motion of Presi- 
dent of the Council Guggenheimer one item 
of $2,100,000 for the new Hall of Records 
was stricken from the list, both Mr. Gug- 
genheimer and Mayor Van Wyck holding 
that the contract was illegal. 

The board declared formally that the old 
City of New York had not exceeded its 
debt limit, and that it was not bankrupt on 
Jan. 1, as was declared some time ago. 

Before the resolution directing the issue 
of the bonds was read, Controfer Coler 
submitted a statement which reviewed the 
history of the debt-limit scare, It showed 
how, under the first opinion of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel, the old city had run $24,000,- 
000 over its debt limit by Jan, 1, and how 
by the Corporation Counsel’s second opin- 
ion the excess was reduced by $20,000,000. 


And finally it told how the last opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel declared the ex- 
cess wiped out. Mr. Coler stated that while 
it was not absolutely necessary to reauthor- 
ize the issue of bonds, nevertheless, in 
order that there should be no question as 
to the validity of the bonds it would be 
better to do so, and accordingly he offered 
a resolution to reauthorize the bonds, the 
total amount being $19,487,016.65.

TILDEN HEIRS IN COURT. 


The Will of Mrs. Ruby Tilden Paine 
Admitted to Probate by Sur- 
rogate Fitzgerald. 


The legal battle for the possession of a 
large slice of the Tilden fortune was begun 
before Surrogate Fitzgerald, in the Surro- 
gate’s Court, yesterday. The fight promises 
to be a long drawn out affair. 

On Dec. 20, 1896, Ruby Tilden Paine, wife 
of Willis S. Paine, and favorite niece of 
Samuel J. Tilden, died. She left a fortune 
estimated at $300,000, the bulk of which 
she inherited under the will of Mr. Tilden. 
After her death her husband secured letters 
of administration on her estate. There was 
a long dispute regarding a will which Mrs. 
Paine was alleged to have made. Recently 
a will dated May 16, 1894, was brought to 
light. Prior to the finding of this will there 
Was much mystery concerning its where- 
abouts, and certain charges were made in 
connection with it. 

Under the terms of the will, Mr. Paine 
and Waldo Grant Morse are made ex- 
ecutors, and a life annuity of $10,000 is giv- 
en to Mr. Paine. The will also provides 
for the investment of $5,000 for the benefit 
of each of her nieces and nephews, and 
gives $10,000 to the Trustees of the Congre- 
fehonal Church Society of New Lebanon.

tenance and education of Ruby Tilden Car- 
penter, a granddaughter of John Sherman. 
The contest is brought by Samuel J. Tilden, 
a brother of the testatrix. He alleges that 
the will was not the last will of his sister, 
and was not made voluntarily.

LAW STUDENT ARRESTED. 


Admits that Hc Stole a Strong Box 
Containing Valuables Belong. 
ing to a Lawyer’s Client, 


Detectives Arfken and Berkeley of the 
Detective Bureau, who watch the Bowery, 
noticed for several months a young man 
frequenting the different pawnshops of the 
Bowery. They discovered that he was con- 
tinually pawning jewelry in small lots, so 
they decided Monday to arrest him. He was 
taken to Headquarters, where he confessed 
to the theft of a box containing $7,500 worth 
of jewelry, a letter of credit for $50,000, and 
some valuable private papers, from the law 
offices of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, where 
he was employed. The young man is Rob- 
ert Dyas. twenty-two years old, of 154 Car- 
roll Street, Brooklyn. In Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday morning he was remanded. 

Dyas dresses well, and he said that he 
had spent for clothes a great deal of the 
money he had procured by pawning the 
jewelry. He was the only person in the 
office on a Saturday afternoon in March 
when an iron box was brought in from a 
client of Treadwell Cleveland, a lawyer, 
the box to be left for safe keeping, as Mr. 
Cleveland’s client was about to sail on a 
European = The young man took the 
box home with him, upon finding that it 
contained jewelry, and from time to time 
he took small lots of the jewels out and 
pawned them for small sums, realizing 
nearly $700. The jewels were diamonds 
and other precious stones. Nobody missed 
the box, as the only person who knew that 
it had been sent to the office was the owner 
and the messenger. Mr. Cleveland did not 
hear of it until Monday. 

Arfken and Berkeley succeeded in re- 
covering the\strong box, and in it they 
found the rest of the jewelry, about $2,500 
worth; the $50,000 letter of credit, and the 
rest of the valuable papers. The detectives 
also recovered from young Dyas the big 
bunch of pawn tickets, all of which he had 
kept, and before they took the young man 
to court yesterday every piece of jewelry 
he had pawned had been recovered.

RAPID TRANSIT AFFAIRS Dr. 


Mayor Van Wyck Declines to Serve 
on the Committee to Adjust 
Manhattan Rentals. 


HIS CURT LETTER TO MR. ORR 


No Reason Given for His Refusal to 
Act—Secretary Delafield Says It 
May Cause Further Delay— 
Controller Coler’s Position. 


Ever since he assumed office, Mayor Van 
Wyck has lost no opportunity to manifest 
his dislike for the Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners. He never has attended a 
meeting of the board, of which he is ex 
officio a member, and on several occasions 
he has criticised its policy and declared that 
the expenditures on its account were a 
waste of the city’s money. The first official 


communication between the Rapid Transit 
Commission and Mayor Van Wyck since the 
latter assumed office took place last Satur- 
day, when President Alexander E. Orr ad- 
dressed the following letter to the Mayor: 
The Hon. Robert A. Van Wyck, Mayor: 

My Dear Sir: As you are doubtless aware, the 
Manhattan Railway Company has recently made 
application to the Board of Rapid Transit Rail- 
foad Commissioners for permission to construct 
an elevated railroad over Battery Place, West 
Street, the Marginal Wharf, Horatio Street, and 
Thi mth Street to Sixth Avenue, and has of- 
fered to pay as compensation therefor one-half of 
1 per cent. of its gross receipts from the stations 
situated wholly upon the new line. 

The Rapid Transit Board is impressed with 
the belief that in dealing with the question of 
compensation to be exacted it should be largely 
guided by the views of the city authorities, and 
it was accordingly referred by the board to your- 
self, the Controller, and myself as a committee 
to consider what aes ig monte ought to be ex- 
acted for the proposed franchise, and to report 
our recommendations to the board. 

I, accordingly, write to inform you of your 
appointment as a member of this committee, and 
to ask that you will appoint a time and place, 
either at your office or elsewhere, for a meeting 
of the committee to determine the questions 
thus referred to it.

P. 8.—I have asked the Conteelie’, and he has 
kindly consented to do so, to prepare a state- 
ment of the compensation paid to the city by 
the various surface railroads operated within the 
city limits, for the information of the committee.

This letter gave the Mayor another op- 
portunity to show his lack of sympathy 
with the board, which he embraced by 
causing his private secretary to send the 
following reply, made public yesterday: 
The Hon. Alexander E. Orr, President Rapid 

Transit Railroad Commission: 

Dear Sir: The Mayor directs me to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 4th inst. notify- 
ing him of his appointment as one of a sub- 
committee of the Rapid Transit Railroad Com- 
mission, and to say that he respectfully declines 
to act on such committee. Very respectfully 
yours, ALFRED M. DOWNES, Secretary. 

Mayor Van Wyck yesterday declined to be 
interviewed on the subject of his note to 
Mr. Orr or to give any reason for his 
action. Controller Coler also refused to 
say anything about the Mayor’s action or 
to announce his own position. All he would 
say was that the question of the compensa- 
tion to be demanded of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company for additional franchises was 
one which would require long and careful 
consideration, and that he had been too 
busy with other matters to pay any atten- 
tion to the subject. 

Lewis L. Delafield, Secretary of the Rapid 
Transit Commission, said that. the Mayor’s 
refusal to serve on the committee was in 
line with his previous expressions touching 
the work of the board. 

Mr. Delafield said that the Mayor’s curt 
refusal to serve on the committee might 
prevent any action on the question of com- 
pensation at to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Rapid Transit Commission and cause a de- 
lay of another week in the answer of the 
commission to the Manhattan Company’s 
proposition for the West Street franchise. 
He thought that all of the other questions 
involved would be ready for decision to- 
morrow. 

The Manhattan Company’s Extension 
Committee held only an informal meeting 
yesterday, and took no action on the rapid 
transit question. No attempt was made at 
the offices of the company to conceal the 
feeling of satisfaction occasioned by the 
Mayor’s refusal to serve on the committee 
of the Rapid Transit Board. It was said 
that it was no part of the Mayor’s business 
to act on such a committee, and reference 
was made to the statement of Russell Sage 
which was — yesterday, declaring 
that the Rapid Transit Commissioners were 
trying to shirk responsibility. 

t is intimated that the rapid transit prob- 
lem is likely to add another vexatious ques- 
tion to those which are said to have caused 
a partial estrangement between Mayor Van 

yck and Controller Coler and to widen the 
breach between those officials. The_atti- 
tude of the two men toward the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission has been altogether differ- 
ent. The Mayor has failed to attend the 
meetings and has condemned the course of 
the board whenever there has been occasion 
for comment upon its work, while the Con- 
troller has met regularly with the Commis- 
sioners and, as far as can be judged from 
surface indications, is on the most cordial 
terms with them. 


National Colors on a Trunk. 


Among the passengers who arrived yester- 
day on the Red Star Line steamship Noord- 
land were Mrs. G. W. Robb and Mise 
Marion Robb. When their trunks were sent 
down the slide to the pier there was a gasp 
of astonishment among the Customs In- 
spectators.

The red, 
white, and blue covered the sides and on 
the top were pasted small silk flags. When 
the Inspectors saw them they could hardly 
restrain a slight cheer. 


Justice Gaynor Moves His Court. 


Supreme Court Justice Gaynor has issued 
an order transferring his court from the 


Lyceum Building, which is close to the Long 
Island Railroad yards in Long Island City, 
to the Surrogate’s Chambers, at Jamaica. 
The clanging of the engine bells and the 
running of trains greatly interferred with 
the business of the court. The court will be 
open in Jamaica to-morrow.

A ROOSTER CAUSES TROUBLE. 


A Westsider Complains to the Board 
of Health that the Bird’s Incessant 
Crowing Keeps Him Awake, 


A rooster which lives on the premises of 
the West Side Athletic Club, at 337 West’ 
Fifty-fourth Street, has meade night hide- 
ous for John Alexander for the last five 
weeks. The rooster, says Mr. Alexander, 
raises his sonorous voice at all hours of 
the day and night, and crows from fifteen 
to twenty times a minute. Mr. Alexander 
hasn’t so much as seen the disturber, and 
can’t even shy things at him, for whenever 
he takes it into his head to crow he con 
ceals himself in his coop. 

Mr. Alexander lives at 340 West Fifty~ 
fifth Street, and his back yard adjoins that 
where the rooster is kept. His bedroom is 
in the rear of his house, and even when his 
windows are closed he can hear distinctly 
the rooster’s voice. A month ago he wrote 
to Commissioner Cosby of the Board of 
Health complaining about the rooster. Yes- 
terday the Commissioner received from him 
another letter stating that the rooster waa 
still there. 

Mr. Alexander wrote that last Monday 
morning he had to dress and go out in the 
street, so great was the bird’s clamor. 
“ Now, I don’t tell you an untruth,” wrote 
the unhappy man, ‘“‘ when I say that this 
fiend starts at 2 o’clock in the morning, 
and crows from fifteen to twenty times a 
minute, and don’t stop at minutes or an 
hour, but hours, without stopping. It is 
something I cannot stand, and I hope and 
pray you will give this your earnest con- 
sideration. I cannot sleep; I cannot at. 
tend to business.”’ ’ 

An Inspector has been directed to station 
himself at Mr. Alexander’s ‘house and ob- 
tain evidence against the rooster.
